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THE DOGS LOSE A FRIEND. 


Henry Griehm, a Williamsburg Ped- 
dler, Found Dead in His 
Cellar Home. 


“A German who was known by his néigh- 
bors as ‘‘ Henry Griehm, the friend of the 
dogs,” was found dead last night in the 
cellar of a house at 154 Johnson Avenue, 
Williamsburg. Wiether or not he killed 
himself only an autopsy will disclose. Cor- 
oner Dejlap has ordered an autopsy, which 
will be made to-day. Griehm was forty- 
five years old, and for a long time made 
his home in the cellar. He had a bed there, 
and one of his peculiarities was to befriend 
dogs instead of abusing them. Some dogs 
became so attached to him that they would 
follow him all around. 

Griehm made a precarious living by ped- 
ling. Lately he had been despondent, and 
t seemed to neighbors as if the dogs who 
were attached to him seemed to know it. 
They followed close behind Him when he 
left his miserable quarters yesterday morn- 
ing. He usually returned in the evening, 
but yesterday he returned early in the af- 
ternoon, and last evening two boys of the 
neighborhood went into the cellar and found 
Griehm in his bed, The pallor of Griehm’s 
face alarmed them and they called neigh- 
bors. An ambulance was summoned, and 
it was found that Griehm was dead. As 
he -had always been in good health, his 
death was regarded as mysterious.

ALMOST DROWNED IN MILK. 


Peculiar and Nearly Fatal Accident 
Near Allegheny, Penn. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., March 3.—While Ja- 
cob Schmidt, a dairyman, was driving along 
the reserve township road on his way to 
Allegheny, with sixty gallons of milk to- 
day, his wagon fell over an embankment. 
After rolling over several times Schmidt, 
with his horse and wagon, stopped at the 
foot ofthe declivity. The man w 
dered unconscious and lay in a pool of milk 
in the wagon. The milk was about ten 
inches deep, and but for a farmer who 
saw the accident Schmidt would have 
drowned. His head and shoulders were 
completely submerged. He was seriously 
injured, 


COAL DEALERS INDICTED. 


A True Bill Against 508 Members of 
the Combine in San Francisco, 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 3.—This after- 
noon the Federal Grand Jury returned a 
true bill in the District Court against the 
8 wholesale and 500 retail coal dealers who 
were members of the ‘coal combine” re- 
cently dissolved by United States Judge 
Morrow. 

They are charge with a violation of the 
Trust act, which violation is made by stat- 
ute a criminal offense. The specific charge 
against the dealers is that they associated 
in restraint of inter-State commerce to reg- 
ulate the price of coal in Oregon, Washing- 
ton, and other States. 

Judge Morrow, in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, when issuing a temporary in- 
junction against the association, decided 
that there was reasonable ground for the 
contention that it was an unlawful combi- 
nation. 


THE YEAST CREATED HAVOC. 


Barrel in Express Office Burst, Demor- 
alizing the Clerks. 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., March 3.— 
There was a loud explosion in the office of 
the United States Express Company, on 
Church Street, last evening, and people 
hurried to the scene from blocks around 
to see what it was about. When they got 
to the express office they saw the clerks 
on the street busily engaged in removing 
a brownish substance like paste that was 
smeared all over their clothes and faces. 
The windows of the express office were 
covered with the stuff so that people could 
not look in, 

The clerks explained that their soiled con- 
dition was due to an explosion of a 200- 
pound barrel of brewers’ yeast, which had 
burst without warning and scattered its 
contents over the entire office, and with a 
discriminating regard for their own private 
persons. The yeast was consigned to a 
local brewery, and the expressman who 
handled it yesterday knew it was dangerous 
and kept it in the open air in front of the 
office. The barrel was carted inside last 
evening, preparatory to being moved to the 
cooler atmosphere of the back yard. It had 
peen in the office only a few minutes when 
the explosion occurred. The head of the 
barrel blew out, and the ceiling, floors, 
walls, windows, packages, books, and clerks 
were liberally pasted with the spongy stuff. 

Three men spent four hours in getting the 
office in anything like order, and then they 
could not remove the odor of yeast, which 
clung to everything. The office still — 
sents a debilitated appearance. Not long 
ago the Adams Express office in this city 
had a similar experience, and since then it 
has refused to receive yeast. 


B. A, Heweman May Not Live. 


PLAINFIELD, N. J., March 3.—Benja- 
min A. Hegeman, general traffic manager 
of the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Railroad, who is suffering from a protract- 


ed attack of hiccoughing, is now very weak. 
He has been suffering for a week past. 
The attack followed grip. He is being sus- 
tained now by stimulants. No relief has as 
yet been had, but to-day he obtained 
considerable sleep: Owl to his age, six- 
ty-five years, it is feared he may die. 


Fatal Collision at Waterloo. 


WATERLOO, N, Y., March 8.—A collision

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OLD MAN SAVES CHILDREN 


Gallant Rescues at a Fire in a 
West Eighty-second Street 
Apartment. 


BOYS RUN BACK TO DANGER 


The Little Ones Are Saved a Second 
Time by a Neighbor—The Par- 
ents Away at the Time 
of the Blaze. 


Dr. John F. Whitmyer’s flat, on the first 
floor east, of the double flathouse at 111 
West BHighty-second Street, was damaged 
bv fire last night to the extent of $2,000. 
His three small children, alone in the apart- 
ments with Robert Moore, an elderly man, 
had a narrow escape from burning to death, 
and their escape is due altogether to the 
bravery and presence of mind of their aged 
guardian. He risked his life and received 
painful burns about the face, chest, and 
arms, and is now under the care of a phy- 
sicilan.

Whitmyer is connected with the 
The other tenants of the 
building are mostly professional men. Mr. 
Moore, who is sixty-five years old, is a 
friend from Westchester who has been @ 
guest of the Whitmyers for about a week. 
When the doctor and his wife asked him 


to mind the children last night while they 
made a call, he readily acquiesced, and the 
little lads, John, aged six; Robert, four, and 
Franklin, two years old, were only too 
well pleased to be left alone with “‘ Uncle” 
Robert, for they well understood the lib- 
erty that meant, and the opportunity of- 
fered for a romp. 


They Went to Bed Early. 


The children played about for a couple of 
hours, and then, as the little heads grew 
heavy, “‘ Uncle’? Robert put them to bed. 
John and Robert were placed in a bed just 
off the library, and Franklin in the room 
adjoining and further back. 

Mr. Moore took, a book and sat down to 
read until the parents should return and re- 
lieve him of his responsibility. The clock 
‘had just chimed 10 o’clock, and the old man 
was beginning to nod, when he heard one of 
the children cry as if in pain. 

“Oh, uncle, come quick, we're burnin’ 
up,”’ he then heard, and at the same instant 
he detected the odor of smoke. 

In a moment the old man was in the 
room and he found the portieres blazing 
and the children standing up in the bed 
surrounded by a ring of fire. He tore down 
the blazing curtains, and, grabbing the two 
little boys, made with them into the hall. 
He dropped them there and ran back for 
the little fellow, Franklin. The child was 
in a room beyond the one on fire and the 
old man had to'go through the flames and 
smoke to reach him. He was driven back 
by the fire, but pluckily returned and suc- 
ceeded in getting through all right. 


The Little One Rescued. 


Wrapping the child’s head with a sheet, 
he plunged through the fire and smoke and 
reached the hall. He shouted the alarm 


and turned about to get the other two chil- 
dren, when, to his dismay, they were gone. 
In their excitement the little boys had re- 
turned to the flat. 

George H.C. Hawkins, living on the third 
floor with -John Woodward, heard Mr. 
Moore’s cry for help, and quickly joined 
him. Moore explatned about the two chil- 
dren, and Mr. Hawkins rescued them a sec- 
ond time. He took them to a house across 
the street. Mr. Moore took his charge, 
Franklin, to No. 117 and left him with a 
friend. 

Policeman Hannify called the engines, and 
No. 40, with Capt. Cosgrove, and No. 56, 
with Capt. Delmanlage, responded. 

Roundsman John McCullagh was soon at 
the fire, and ran through the building alarm 
ing the tenants. All got out to the street 
by way of the stairs, the roof, or the rear 
fire escape, except one young woman, who 
fell unconscious on the second floor. She 
was found by Roundsman McCullagh and 
earried to the street, where she soon re- 
vived. 

The firemen made short work of the fire 
and succeeded in keeping it within. the 
Whitmyer flat. Whe building is owned by 
John G. Siegling, who lives on the top floor. 
His loss is about $1,000. The fire was caused 
by a gas jet igniting a portiére. 


NEW TORPEDO BOATS TRIED. 


The Gwin and Talbot Exceed Their 
Contract Speed at Bristol. 


BRISTOL, R. L, March 3.—The two new 
Government torpedo boats, the Gwin and 
Talbot, just completed by the Herreshoffs, 
had their official speed trials to-day in Nar- 
ragansettt Bay under favorable conditions, 
and both exceeded their contract speed, the 


former making an average of 20.9 knots per 
hour and the latter 21.1, 

The company figured that as the Gwin 
had been in the water about ten days and 
the Talbot only two, the slight roughness 
on the former would account for the differ- 
ence between the two boats, and that they 
are practically equal, 

The average steam pressure on the Gwin 
was 208 pounds to 194 pounds on the Tal- 
bot. The Gwin’s engines made an average 
of 430 revolutions and the Talbot's 422. 

The naval board, oonsisting of Capt. Fred- 
erick Rodgers, Chief Engineer C. F. Roelker, 
and Naval Constructor J. F. Hanscom, all 
expressed themselves as much pleased with 
the performance of the boats. The board 
will remain at Bristol for a day or two, to 
receive the tidal return and examine the 
boats more closely,

NINE LIVES LOST AT SEA. 


—_— 


The Schooner Speedwell Capsized Off 
Marquesas, Fla., and nly Four 
Persons Saved—Bridgeport 
Family Drowned. 


KEY WEST, Fla., March 3.—The schoon- 
er Speedwell, Capt. Collier, from Marco, 
Fla., for Key West, was struck by a 
Squall to-day while off Marquesas, eight- 
een miles from here, and capsized. 

Nine persons were drowned, out of thir- 
teen all told on board. Among the victims 
were the three children of Capt. Collier, 
George, Tom, and Wilbur, aged, respective- 
ly, four, six, and eight, and the entire 
Nichols family—Mr. Bradley Nichols and 
his .wife, their son and the latter’s wife 
and two grandchildren. The family was 
from Bridgeport, Conn. 

Those saved are Capt. Collier,, Samuel 
Cates and Jesse Green, deckhands, and Mr. 
R. W. Bates of Myers, Fla., a passenger. 

The Nichols family is said to have been 
well to do. All had been staying for a 
month or two at a small hotel kept by Capt. 
Collier at Marco, and they were on their 
way home. ' 

The survivors say the Speedwell, which 
was a small vessel of about twenty-five 


tons, was making slow headway this morn- 
ing against a head wind. About 7 o’clock 
Capt. Collier was at the wheel, and the 
Nichols family and the Collier children 
were in the cabin asleep. Suddenly a squall 
came howling up abeam. Cates and Green 
rushed to take in sail. As the jib flapped 
loose the squall caught the schoooner and 
blew her clean over on the port side. 

Collier, the deckhands, and Mr. Bates 
were swept into the seething sea, but 
caught the rigging just in time to save 
themselves. The wind, rain, and surges 
drowned the dying cries of the imprisoned 
Nichols family and the Collier childrén. 

The men lashed themselves to the rigging. 
After being there for two hours the sea 
subsided. Then they got the dinghy loose, 
bailed her out with a hat, broke a thwart 
in two pieces, and with these for oars rowed 
toward Marquesas. After going three miles 
they were picked up exhausted by a fish- 
ing sloop and brought here about 4 o’clock 
this afternoon. 

Samuel Cates, one of the survivors, who 
was seen at his home here this evening, 
said; 

“Capt. Collier has been sailing now for 
twenty-five years in these waters. He is 
not to blame for this awful thing. The 
squall came up like nothing I have ever 
seen around Key West. Before we knew 
it we were lifted off our feet and in the 
water, and as for those poor people down 
belew, they were penned in like rats. The 
wife of the younger Nichols, as pretty a 
woman as ever stepped aboard a ship, rose 
to the skylight. I was clinging to the rig- 
ging. She waved her hand at me, and that’s 
the last I saw of her. When we got off 
two hours later they were all dead. 

“Old Mr. Nichols was the only one to 
get out of the cabin. I guess he was washed 
out; for, after young Mrs. Nichols waved 
her hand at me, I saw what I thought was 
the coat of old Mr. Nichols floating by. 
Then I saw his hand and I knew it was 
his body. ‘ 

“We did not set a thing of the children 
or hear a cry. We had to bale with the 
hat all the time we were in the dingey and 
often came near being swamped.”’ 

Soon after being brought into port Capt. 
Collier and Jesse Green went out on the 
yacht Buccaneer, accompanied by a diver, 
to try to recover the bodies. 


HANNA’S CANDIDATE REJECTED. 


Senate Commerce Committee Throws 
Out Henry Nominated for 
Naval Officer at New Orleans. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The Commerce 
Committee of the Senate has rendered a 
unanimous verdict against Henry Demas, 
nominated by President McKinley at the 
demand of Senator Hanna, for Naval Offi- 
cer of the Port of New Orleans. Demas’s 


name has been pigeonholed in the commit- 
tee for months, and respectable citizens of 
Louisiana have exerted themselves to the 
uttermost. to have his name withdrawn or 
to nave the man rejected because of his 
alleged utter unfitness to hold an office of 
trust or emolument. 

A pamphlet of some thirty pages has been 
freely circulated here containing many 
charges against him, and also against A. T. 
Wimberly, whom Mr. Hanna desires to have 
appointed Collector, and W. L. Cohen, his 
candidate for Surveyor, both of whom are 
characterized upon affidavit as being equally 
unworthy with Demas. While the Com- 
merce Committee allows it to be understood 
that the chief objection to Demas was that 
while he was a State Senator he was em- 
ployed by the Louisiana State Lottery at 
a salary of $250 per month, the unanimity 
of their verdict is stated by a member to 
have been secured by consideration of his 
entire record, which appears to have been 
distasteful to Republicans and Democrats 
alike. 

All the facts that have been accorded by 
the Commerce Committee were laid before 
the President before the nomination was 
sent to the Senate. Treasury officers who 
were familiar with the records of the three 
men chosen by Mr. Hanna to be nominated 
by the President, have never been able to 
refer to them without making disagreeable 
faces. It is assumed that the President was 
waiting to see what would happen td De- 
mas before venturing to send in Wimberly 
and Cohen, and that the unanimous rejec- 
tion of Demas will be followed by the aban- 
donment of Wimberly and Cohen and a 
search for candidates less notorious.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 3.—Robert 
Gillam, General Manager of the Kansas 
City, Pittsburg and Gulf Railway, received 
word from Galveston, Texas, to-day that 


the Federal Court in that city had dismissed 
the injunction proceedings brought to pre- 
vent the building of the Fort Arthur ship ca- 
nal.

MAINE INQUIRY DRAGS ON 


The Naval Board Still at Key West, 
Uncertain When It Will Go 
Back to Havana. 


IT HAS MADE NO REPORT 


Secretary Long Says the Public Has 
All the Information That Has Been 
Received as to the Cause 
of the Disaster. 


KEY WEST, March 3.—Judge Advocate 
Marix was the only éfficer of the Court of 
Inquiry on shore to-day. Capt. Sampson 
remained on board the Iowa and Capt. 
Chadwick and Lieut. Commander Potter on 
the New York. Even the stenographers 
took a holiday. 

The Judge Advocate said he did not know 
when the court would leave Key West. 

One report Jjhas it that the court is wait- 
ing ofders from Washington, but it is more 
probable it is taking a little time to consider 
the evidence already presented before it and 
to map out its course in Havana. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Secretary 
Long said at the close of his day at the 
Navy Department that no word had been 
received from the Court of Inquiry and that 
no orders had been given or would be given 
as to the movements of the court from 
Key West. as the court was fully author- 
iezd to shape its own movements. 

The original orders to the court were is- 
sued by Admiral Sicard as commander of 
the fleet to which the Maine belonged, and 
it has the technical status of an Admiral’s 
court reporting direct to him, both as to 
its movements and as to its findings on 
the cause of the disaster. The understand- 
ing here is that the court has not concluded 
its work, but will return to Havana to take 
testimony which has been delayed by the 
difficulties.in the way of the divers. 

That Admiral Sicard expects this move 
back to Havana is shown by a dispatch 
from him a few days ago suggesting that 
arrangements be made for a vessel to take 
the court back. The Treasury Department 


was asked to assign the Mangrove for the 
return of the court to Key West, and this 
was done. With these arrangements con- 
cluded, it is said at the Navy Department 
that the court will proceed without consult- 
ing officials here. 

If the progress of the inquiry at Havana 
depends upon the work of the wreckers, as 
seems to be the case, for nothing of sub- 
stantial importance can be achieved until 
the heavy débris is removed from. the 
wreck, considerable delay must occur. To 
tow the large derricks from Boston and 
New York to Havana jis never a speedy and 
seldom a safe undertaking. As a matter 
of fact, the derrick Chief, at Norfolk, is 
now storm bound just inside of the Chesa- 
peake Capes, although it was fully expect- 
ed that by this time she would be far be- 
low Hatteras. This makes !t improbable 
that the derrick can reach Havana Harbor 
and get at work much before the middle of 
next week. 

As for the big derrick Monarch, which is 
required to raise the turrets and extremely 
heavy weights from the hull, the date for 
her sailing has not been set, although the 
department has inquired of the contractors 
on that point. 

Secretary Long to-day authorized an ab- 
solute and positive denial of a report as- 
serting that a partial, or preliminary, re- 
port had been received by the Government 
from the court of inquiry indicating or de- 
claring that the loss of the Maine was due 
to an external explosion. 

He said no report of any kind had been 
received and that the public had all the 
information that had been received. 


WRECKERS AND DIVERS BUSY. 


Senator Proctor Sees Suffering Among 
Cubans and will Probably Speak 
on the Subject. 


HAVANA, March 3.—The operations of 
the divers and wreckers this morning were 
delayed by a heavy thunderstorm, but 
were resumed when the weather cleared 
later in the day. The Merritt was anchored 
on the starboard side aft of the Maine, with 
a big barge opposite her on the port side. 
The Right Arm was directly astern of the 
wreck. The work was necessarily slow and 
difficult for the wreckers and dangerous for 
the divers. 

One body was recovered. It was that of 
a white man, about thirty years old, and 
was not identified. 

The Spanish divers did not go down to- 
day, but the American divers got some 


fixed ammunition out of the forward part 
of the wreck. 

A naval officer here to-day dropped a hint 
which may be significant. In reply to a sug- 
gestion that it was a pity such an impor- 
tant decision as the verdict of the court of 
inquiry into the Maine explosion should 
rest solely upon the -testimony of divers 
who seemed men of only average intelli- 
gence, he said: ‘* The court of inquiry has 
not had to depend upon divers’ testimony 
alone.’ Then realizing that he had said 
more than he intended, he resumed his hab- 
itual reserve. 

The Government has employed an expert 
photographer now in Havana, who will send 
to the Naval Department in Washington 
photographs of armor plates and different 
portions of the wreck immediately upon re- 
covery from the water. 

If the Spanish Court of Inquiry, under 
Capt. Peral has a definite plan of action, 
which seems doubtful, it has not been made 
public. The Spanish divers will, of course, 
report the results of their opservations to 
the Spanish Court of Inquiry, but when or 
where has not been made known. 

Senator Proctor has seen much in a short 
time, and there is good authority for saying 
that he will make the results of his obser- 
vation known in a strong speech in the Sen- 
ate on his return to Washington. At Ma- 
tanzas Miss Barton and Senator Proctor, 
under the guidance of United States Consul 
Brice and Mr. Govas, the British Vice Con- 
sol, saw extremes of suffering they had 
never conceived possible. Four persons died 
in one ward while the party was there. 

Senator Proctor was reticent on the sub- 
ject, but others of the party declared that 
the whole east of the island was under the 
control of Gen, Maximo Gomez, Senator 
Proctor, however, went so far as to say: 

“Certainly a peculiar state of affairs ex- 
ists. A resident of Matanzas told me that 
if I wished to correspond with Gen. Gomez, 
he would send my letter to him and have 
an answer back.in a short time.” 

The Senator may leave Havana on Sat- 
urday for home, though the question of 
his departure is not decided. He may re- 
main here until Wednesday next, and will 
probably take a trip into the Province of 
Pinar del Rio with Superintendent Elwell 
of the Red Cross Society, unless the 
stormy weather changes the programme. 
Th- Senator’s departure for the United 
States depends to some extent upon the 
success of his vaccination, 

The correspondent of La Discusion at Ma- 
tanzas says ‘Senator Parker” gave a 
check for $1,500 to the fund for the relief of 
the sufferers of Matanzas and its vicinity. 
This probably refers to Senator Proctor or 
Col. Parker, his traveling companion. 

Gen. Blanco returned at the Hotel In- 
gleterra the recent call of courtesy of Sen- 
ator Proctor. 

Gen. Hyde, President of the Bath Iron 
Works, Maine, called on Gen. Blanco and 
Capt. Sigsbee ey He is on the way 
to Mexico on a trip for health and pleasure, 
and says his presence in Havana has no 
political significance. 

At a meeting of volunteers yesterday, 
called to protest against the rumored pro- 

sal to disarm them, a letter was read 
om Gen. Parrado, Gen. Blanco’s second 
in command, saying: ‘‘ No Government in 
Spain would dare propose such a thing.’ 
This has greatly gratified the volunteers.

THE KEARSARGE AND KENTUCKY. 


Denial that a Request Has Been Made 
to Hasten Their Launching. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—It is denied at 
the Navy Department that any request has 
been made upon the Newport News Ship- 
building Company to hasten the launch of 
the battleships Kearsarge and Kentucky, 
set for the 24th of this month some time 
ago. All that the department lms done in 
the matter is to authorize a delay of ten 
days in the expiration of the contract for 
dredging at the Norfolk Navy Yard, in or- 
der that the contractor might employ his 


plant to clear away the silt that has accu- 
mulated in front of the launching ways 
upon which the two big battleships now lie. 
The contractor will get at this work March 
14, and must finish by the 24th. It is said 
at the department that no useful purpose 
would be served by hastening the launching 
of the battleships, as a large part of the 
work of fitting out a ship is more speedily 
performed while she is on the ways than 
when she is afloat. 

These two battleships, the largest ever 
built for the United States Navy, are to be 
completed and turned over to the-Govern- 
ment within ten months if finished under 
the terms of contract. They are now un- 
der construction by the Newport News 
Shipbuilding Company, and are to be 
launched on the 24th inst. On Feb. 1 the 
monthly statement issued by the Bureau of 
Construction showed them to be 55 per cent. 
finished. ‘‘ The company,” a prominent na- 
val officer said to-day, ‘‘ would have to work 
hard and disregard the eight-hour-a-day 
rule in order to complete thefn in contract 
time.”’ 


SAILOR BURIED AT KEY WEST. 


Unidentified Body from the Maine Laid 
at Rest with Military Honors. 


KEY WEST, Fla., March 3.—An unidenti- 
fied body from the Maine was brought here 
this morning on board the Coast Survey 
steamer Bache. One gun division, from the 
United States cruiser Marblehead, under 
the command of Lieut. Anderson, was 
drawn up to receive the remains, 

Commander McCalla superintended all the 
arrrangements. Only a small crowd of peo- 
ple gathered at the dock. ‘A hearse was in 
waiting, but it proved to be too smal] ‘for 
the coffin, and it was taken to the City 
Cemetery, covered with the Stars and 
Stripes, in a plain wagon. The body was 
eventually laid to rest in the cemetery, 
with the honors usually accorded to a dead 
sailor. 

The order of the procession was: The 
Marblehead Gun Division, headed by a 
drummer and a bugler, consisting of thirty 
sailors; Chaplain Royce of the United 
States cruiser New York, in a buggy; the 
wagon containing the coffin, flanked on each 
side by four sailors, and Commander Mc- 
Calla. 

Four wreaths were placed on the flag 
which covered the coffin. 

‘The crowd present increased in number as 
the procession passed, and stood  bare- 
headed as the remains were taken to the 
cemetery. At the cemetery the Chaplain 
read a short service. The survivors of the 
Maine were among those present in the 
crowd at the interment. There were no 
demonstrations. . 


Four Survivors Reach Key West. 


KEY WEST, Fla., March 3.—Lupkin, 
Waters, Shea, and Heffron, wounded men 
of the Maine, were brought here from the 
Tortugas on board the Bache this morning 
and were taken to the barracks. They are 
all doing well. The five additional surviv- 
ors, who were left at the Tortugas by the 
Bache, are also making progress toward re- 
covery. e

A SUMMONS TO SPANIARDS. 


Manifesto Issued in Mexico Calling 


on Them to Help Spain, 


MEXICO CITY, March 3.—A manifesto 
signed ‘‘A Spaniard,” has been profusely 
distributed in the streets here and in the 
porticos of houses and cafés. 

It refers to the imminence or war between 
Spain and the United States, and is a 
patriotic call on Spaniards to come to the 
rescue of their country, which, as the mani- 
festo states, has been wantonly provoked 
by the most powerful nation. 

The manifesto states that It is for the 
Spaniards to prove their patriotism and self- 
sacrifice. The manifesto contains no insults 
to Americans. 


Mr. Long Talks with Mr. Boutelle, 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Secretary 
Long spent a good part of the morning in 
consultation with Chairman Boutelle of the 
House Naval Committee. He denied him- 
self to all other callers, and from time to 
time sent for bureau chiefs of the depart- 
ment. The conference was said to be in 
reference to the regular Naval bill. In no 
sense, the Secretary said, had emergency 
questions come up. There was no need of 
considering them now, Mr. Long said, as 
no doubt existed that Congress would act 
promptly should any emergency arise re- 
quiring supplies beyond those of the regular 
appropriations bill. 


New Jersey’s Naval Reserve. 
TRENTON, N. J., March 3.—The Naval 
Reserve of New Jersey under the law re- 
cently passed. became to-day a part of the 
National Guard. Adjt. Gen. Stryker issued 


an order directing the commandant of each 
of the divisions of the Naval Reserve to 
report for duty to Gen, Plume. Gen. Plume 
then issued orders for the Battalion of the 
East to report to Gen. Wanser of the First 
Brigade, and for the Battalion of the West 
to report to Gen, Sewell of the Second 
Brigade. The two brigade Generals will now 
issue orders for inspection and muster. 


The Artillery Bill Delayed. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The Hawley 
bill for the creation of two additional regi- 
ments of artillery will not be taken up in 


the House to-morrow as some of its friends 
had hoped. The Republican members of 
the Committee on Rules gave the matter 
some consideration after adjournment to- 
night, but no conclusion was reached.

SPANIARDS MUCH ALARMED 


Presence of an American Squad- 
ron at Hongkong to Threaten 
Manila Is Discussed. 


TALK OF ATTACKING NEW YORK 


An Unnamed High Personage Quoted 
as Scouting the Idea of a Rupture 
—The Government Preparing 
for the Worst. 


MADRID, March 38.—The public is much 
exercised over the report of the presence of 
a& squadron of United States warships at 
Hongkong, as it is presumed the vessels 
intend to threaten Manilla, the capital of 
the Philippine Islands, in the event of war 
between the United States and Spain. 

The Iimparcial, in an article headed ‘‘ To 
Manila, to New York,” quoted an unnamed 
high personage who scouts the idea of an 
imminent rupture, and says: 

“The presence of the warships at Hong- 
kong is only Washington’s policy, with the 
view of contenting the jingoes.’’ 

The “high personage” is said to have 
added: 

“But America has not so many warships ~ 
as to warrant such bold action. If the Yane- 
kees go to the Philippines, the Spaniards 
will go to New York.” 

The Globo remarks: 

‘“‘The Government is alive to the critical 
situation, and is silently preparing for the 
worst. But it is too diplomatic to disclose 
the procedure by which it is preparing for 
emergencies.”’ 

In conclusion The Globo says: 

“Fortunately the tranquil preparations 
of the Government are the best assurance 
that it will be ready when the occasion re- 
quires it. The public, seeing the coolness 
of Sefior Sagasta, should comprehend that 
he means action and not words. However 
limited the public’s confidence in the Pre- 
mier, they, like ourselves, have confidence 
that better days will dawn promptly.” 


MADRID PRESS FULL OF WAR. 


The Correo Espanol Says the de Lome 
Affair Has Given the Measure 
of Spain’s Decay. 


MADRID, Feb, 17.—¥Fierce indignation 
characterizes the Spanish papers that are 
not supporters of the Government at its 
weakness in replying in gentle terms to the 
American demand for explanations about 
tthe Dupuy de Lome letter. 

The Imparcial remarks: 

“It is the height of weakness to suppose 
we are going to disarm the Yankees by 
means of patience. From them we shall 
gain nothing by it, and on the other hand 
we shall lose the esteem for the dignity and 
bravery of Spain, obtained from the other 
nations. Paraphrasing the never-to-be-fore 
gotten Spartan words of Mendez Nunez at 
Callao, ‘ Suffer it to say Spain loves honor 
more without Cuba than Cuba without hon- 
er.’ We have sacrificed our youth, we have 
sacrificed our millions. Must we also sac- 
rifice our natidnal honor? Not the great 
Antilla, not a hundred Antilles, would be 
worth so great a sacrifice.” 

It then proceeds to argue that all Spain’s 
concessions will be useless if the United 
States really seeks to break off friendly re- 
lations, adding: 

“Ifa pretext is sought, it will be found, for 
instance, in a hostile demonstration against 
the Spanish warships visiting American 
ports, or a demand for a pension for the 
widow of the dentist Ruiz.” 

“In Europe,” it continues, ‘‘ everyone hag 


already perceived this. The universal con- 
science is with us, and it is really a shame- 
ful fact that the action of the United States 
rouses more indignation in foreign minds 
than in some Spanish. We believe we in- 
terpret better the spirit of the Spanish peo- 
ple, and we energetically protest against 
what has been done in order that outside 
Spain it may be known that her rulers do 
not reflect the feelings of the Spanish 
people in such acts as the expianations 
to McKinley, and also that this Nation of 
brave men has not become a’ flock of 
lambs.” 

The Correo Espafiol, after recapitulating 
all the injuries it alleges Spain has suffered 
at the hands of the United States, remarks: 

‘The last affair—that of Dupuy—has giv- 
en the measure of our decay and sufferings. 
Any other Government than that we endure 
—ancient mummies and she-men—when 
drawing up the note in yesterday’s Council 
in reply to the inadmissible, uncalled for, 
and ruffianly demands of the President of 
the Republic of the United States, would 
have accompanied it with Mr. Woodford’s 
passports. For it is clear that neither con- 
cessions nor the humiliations of the Span- 
ish Government change in the slightest de- 
gree the plan drawn up by the American 
Government and people. They want war, 
and war will come.’’ 

The Pais is not even so moderate, for it 
declares that war is already raging, (Esta 
va declarada,) saying: 

“The North Americans have not their 
soldiers, their ships, in Cuba, but among 
the insurgents they have what is better 
worth; they have their money turned into 
ammunition, guns, cannon, and dynamite.’’ 

“Why,” it asks, ‘‘ should an official dec- 
laration be made when war already exists, 
and exists under the most favorable terms 
for the United States? An official declara- 
tion might alarm the European powers, 
who would not tolerate McKinley placing 
his hand on the Antilles. Instead of expos- 
ing their soldiers on their own soil they 
send them in the guise of insurgents to 
Cuba. To avoid a catastrophe to their war- 
ships they send men and munitions to the 
insurgents in merchant vessels. American 
politicians would indeed be most foolish if 
they abandoned, by a declaration of war, 
the favorable position they have taken up 
in Cuba against Spain.”’ 

‘“*No,” the paper continues, “we cannot 
hope for a declaration of war. Cautious or 
bold, humble or active, our Government 
need not fear that Washington will declare 
war. It is already declared. Already it has 
caused havoc in Spain; and in the United 
States they laugh at the idea that they are 
capable of the folly of declaring war against 
us, a war already aflame through them, a 
war fed by them, a war in which they run 
none of the risks and have all the advan- 
tages that would accrue from an open war 
between the two countries.’”’

EXAMINING OLD MONITORS, 


Navy Department Wishes tc Know 
What They Are Good For, 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—In the course 
of the inquiry into the naval resources of 
the United States an order has been issued 
to make a test of the machinery of the 
old war monitors at the League Island Navy 


Yard. 
These are single-turreted craft that are 


armed with big smooth-bore guns in tur- 


rets that probably would not withstand the 
modern guns used on battleships. but it is 
believed they would be of service in an 
emergency. 

There are eight of these monitors at 
League Island, and the Government owns 
several others that are now loaned to the 
naval militia organizations of some of the 
States. Those at League Island. are the 
Canonicus, Mahopac, Manhattan, Catskill, 
Jason, Lehigh, Montauk, and Nahant. They 
are all between 1,800 and 2,100 tons‘ dis-

NEWPORT, R. L, March 8,—The newspa- 
per stories lately regarding the fortifica- 
tions of Narragansett Bay have not been 
derived from any Official source whatever. 
Yesterday it was learned from an officer 
that, as matters now stand, if an invading 
fleet was to attack Newport, rtiance for de- 
fense wold be placed on torpedoes and 
pubmarine mines. These would be placed 
according to plans prepared by the Ord- 
nance Bureau of the War Department in 
1891, which were improved and changed to 
advantage three years ago. A torpedo case- 
mate at Fort Adams, erected about that 
time, forms a part of this defense. Plans 
fo’ other casemate on the same lines at 

h Island were also then completed. 

This officer further stated that so far as 
the defense of the harbor is concerned, the 
old-time smooth bore guns at the fort, espe- 
cially the 15-inch ones, would be of little 
use for purposes of defense for many 
reasons. ne reason is that their gunners 
are exposed to the rain of shot and shell as 
well as of rifle balls from a ship’s sharp- 
shooters. Another reason is that the old 

a fort would not withstand bombardment by 
‘ modern fleet. The general defenses at 
Fort Adams are obsolete. For these reasons 
the fort was condemned some time ago. 

As regards the mortar battery recently 
erected at Fort Adams under supervision of 
Majcr D. W. Lockwood, Corps of Engi- 
neers, U. S. A., this officer further stated 
“that is an excellent example of modern 
coast-defense work, and if the mortar guns 
could be shipped to Newport, say by next 
Saturday, a week hence they could be made 
ready for use, providing, of course, that 
there should be ammunition in the garri- 
son.”* 

The works for defending the west pas- 
sage on Dutch Island with two 10-inch 
rifies on disappearing n carriages will 
be practically completed as soon as the 
rifles are mounted. With these two power- 
ful guns in place the defense of the bay 
would be insured. 

The failure of the Government to acquire 
land in Jamestown for protection purposes 
is too well known to require comment, but 
the time is not far distant when the Gov- 
ernment, through thé United States courts, 
will condemn the land required. _ Provided 
with tteries of heavy calibre rifled guns 
in conjunction with those of the other mor- 
tar battery which is to be vrected in the 
vicinity of the Dumplings, the harbor and its 
approaches will be quite well protected. But 
it will be long before all this work can be 
completed. 

The troops at the fort are in excellent 
condition, and their drills, both in infantry 
and artillery, in both branches of light and 
heavy artillery, are executed in a manner 
that speaks highly for the zeal and effi- 
ciency of their officers. Especially is this 
true of the light battery troops of the Sec- 
ond United States Artillery, commanded by 
Col. A. C. M. Pennington. : 


COAL OFFERED TO THE NAVY. 


Mining Companies Will Be Prompt to 
Supply It in the Event of War, 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The coal min- 
ing companies throughout “the country, es- 
pecially those near the seaboard, have been 
prompt in their offers to the Navy Depart- 
ment to furnish coal in the event of trouble 
with Spain, and the Department has taken 
steps to ascertain the probable supply and 
its location, available in the case of an 
emergency demand. 

This branch of the naval supply comes 
under the Bureau of Equipment, and aside 
from the steps above noted the officials will 
not admit that anything unusual has been 
done. Capt, Bradford, the Chief of the bu- 
reau, did say, however, to-day, that no ex- 
traordinary contracts for coal had been en- 
tered into. as a result of the excitement 
Over the Maine disaster, nor any greater 
amount purchased than was usual for the 
navy on a peace footing.

Similar in- 
quiries to that made by the Japanese Lega- 
tion as to the number of subjects of Japan 
aboard the Maine came to the Navy Depart- 
ment to-day from the German and the 
Swedish Legations, and it is expected that 
others will follow. Nearly every nation- 
ality was represented in the Maine’s crew.

CUBA WORSE THAN ARMENIA. 


Opinions of W. W. Howard, Who Has 
Been in Both Regions, 


W. W. Howard, a writer who assisted 
in the distribution of relief supplies during 
the Armenian troubles, returned yesterday 
@rom Cuba, where he has been making a 
study of the situation and the condition of 
the reconcentrados. When seen on the 
Ward Line pier after coming ashore from 
the steamship Vigilancia, Mr. Howard said: 
“I was in Armenia with Clara Barton, but 
nowhere in Armenia did I see such suf- 
fering and such famine as I have seen 


in Cuba, The men, women, and children 
are so emaciated that they are a pitiful 
sight. Their bones show through their 
shrivelled skin. If ever a people needed re- 
lief ‘it is those wretched reconcentrados. 

“The insurgents in the field in the coun- 
try are in excellent condition. They are 
well clothed and well armed. The Spanish 
soldjers are beardliess boys and quite un- 
able to cope with the insurgent veterans. 

~ has been laid waste. One rarely 
sees a building outside the towns. They 
have been burned. Weeds grow where once 
was the highest cultivation.” 

Mr. Howard said that there was no fear 
or expectation of war among persons in 
Havana; Except among the lower classes, 
there was no tendency to treat Americans 
with disrespect.

BAPTISTS HAVE A DINNER 


Speeches on Municipal Problems 
- at the Monthly Gathering of 
Their Social Union. 


DR. FAUNCE’S STRONG WORDS 


He Severely Arraigns Sensational Jour- 
nalism—Talcott Williams and 
James Yereance the 


Other Speakers. 


The regular monthly meeting and dinner 
of the Baptist Social Union was held last 
night at Delmonico’s, William D. Murphy, 
the President, presiding. Among those pres- 
ent were Dr. W. D. Morse, Prof. Frank 
Drisler, Isaac Townsend Smith, J. E. Bald- 
win, Jr., the Secretary of the Union; the 
Rev. Dr. A. W. D. Hodder, the Rev. Samuel 
Alman, J. W. Perry, D. C. Link, J. W. 
Stevens, E. H. Conklin, E, H. Paddock, Dr. 
Jared G, Baldwin, Dr. J. A. Bennett, Dr. J. 
E. Newcomb, O. D. Baldwin, M. J. Ennis, 
and Edward L, Ballard, 

After dinner the President introduced the 
speakers, whose subjects were as follows: 
Talcott Williams of Philadelphia, ‘ Civic 
Success and Failure”; James Yereance, 
“Clean Municipal Politics,’”” and the Rev. 
Dr. W. H. P. Faunce, “The True Aris- 
tocracy.” Mr. Williams in treating his 
subject said: 

“While city governments in this country 
seem to be failures, we must consider that 
they have comfort rather than magnificence 
for their ideal, It is more expensive to have 
a’ city tomfortable than magnificent, and 
the less population to a given area must 
naturally increase the expense of supplying 
it with streets, water mains, sewers, &c. 
The American people would rather put a 


carpet under the cradle of the poor man 
a; asphalt under the carriages of the 
rich. , 


Drawbacks in Glasgow. 


He then went on to compare the comforts 
of our cities with those in European coun- 
tries, and in speaking of Glasgow, which 
he held up as a model city, paying all its 
municipal expenses with the revenue de- 


rived from its control of the public fran- 
chises, he said that in that city, where 25 
per cent. of the families.lived in one room 
and 45 per cent. in two rooms, and not one 
family in twelve had five or more rooms, 
the expense of building sewers, paving 
streets, &c., for that reason, could not but 
be light, while the tax of death was sure to 
be hea and must be paid by the poor, 
the aged, and the helpless. 

The debts of the cities in the United 
States, he said, had only increased during 
the last eighteen years, in proportion fo the 
increased population, as one to ten, ‘ This 
country,” said Mr. Williams, “is more 
lightly mortgaged to the future to obtain 
present capital than any country in the 
world. The cities in many points are cess- 
pools of corruption, but we forget the aston- 
ishing difficulty under which we labor, with 
such a large foreign-born population. It 
has its effect on a city, just as the habits 
of a foreign city will affect the morals of 
a visitor, for I have seen some such middle- 
aged, respectable citizens of this country 
as are here to-night during a three days’ 
youre in Paris shed the moral habits of a 

etime.”’ 


Mr. Yeanrance on City Politics. 
Mr. Yearance folowed Mr. Williams, and 


‘during the course of his address found occa- 


sion to make many severe thrusts at the 
present Municipal Government. ‘ The cities 
must.be looked after,”’ he said, “ or a par- 
alysis of the vital nerves of the country 
will ensue.” He referred to the diclosures 


of the Lexow investigation, and said that 
when Strong was Mayor the city was in 
the hands of an honest man, with better 
streets, a decreased death rate, kindly care 
for the unfortunate and the or in the 
asylums, and that great boon—tlean streets. 

“Last year,” he sald, ‘‘ the forces of the 
good men were divided, which fastened on 
this city an administration which, judging 
py its history in the past and during the 
few months of its present régime, bodes no 
good. The tariff and the currency have 
nothing to do with municipal politics. We 
must look after the primaries and see that 

ood men are nominated for the public of- 

ces. We must be constantly on the alert, 
for corruption in municipal — means 
corruption in the State Legislature and the 
Federal Government.”’ 


Dr. Faunce on Democracy. 


The Rev. Dr. Faunce said that he echoed 
the sentiments uttered by the previous 
speakers, and that the problem of good city 
government was a hard one to solve. ‘“‘ Gov- 
ernment by democracy is the best in the 
world,” he said, “ but government’ by a 


thoughtless, leaderless mob is the worst, 
and its voice is likened unto the howl of 
demons. I am not blind to the abuses of 
wealth or the abuses of labor unions, which 
claim to be the source of all value, but the 
change to come will come through evolu- 
tion and not revolution. In the democracy 
of the twentieth century the wise man will 
have a chance to show his wisdom, and the 
administrative man his abilities. What is 
the use of a Statue of Liberty in New York 
Harbor when out of 500 guesses as to who 
would be the leader of a political party 
before his name was announced not one 
was correct?’”’ 

In referring ot the crisis which the United 
States is now passing through, he said that 
he believed the destinies of the Nation 
were safe in the keeping of its President. 
In closing he made a scathing arraignment 
of the sensational journals in the following 
terms: ‘“‘ The chief obstacle to-day to the 
establishment of honorable diplomatic re- 
lations. is the existence of the miserable, 
sensational journalism [Applause] first 
known as ‘ new,’ then as ‘ yellow,’ and now 
as ‘freak,’ always unscrupulous, decadent, 
and dastardly, and before which no man- 
hood is dignified, no womanhood is safe, 
no National honor sacred, and which as 
an unclean thing should be spewed out of 
the mouth of the metropolis.”” [Loud ap- 
plause. ] 


A Cyclist’s Lamp Comedy of Errors.

All people who are not cyclists (and we 
admit that they are fast becoming a negli- 
gible quantity—by the cyclists) will sympa- 
thize with Constable Hicks, 227 C. This 
vigilant policeman detected a young lady 
riding her bicycle along the Haymarket at 
9 o’clock at night, and her lamp was not 


alight. He accordingly stopped “her and 
took her name and address, whereupon she 
summoned him for assault. Mr. Hannay, at 
Marlborough Street yesterday, had to con- 
fess that he was bound by the decision of 
the High Court last year that a constable 
had no right to stop a cyclist who was rid- 
ing at night without a light. That was the 
law, but Mr. Hannay, by implication, de- 
cided that the law was “a hass,’’ and he 
merely fined the constable a penny.

Sir: Several articles and paragraphs have 
recently appeared having reference to the 
suffering inflicted upon cattle in transit to 
this country from North and South America. 
' As Secretary of a.society whose duty it is 
to take special cognizance of this traffic, I 
may be permitted to give a short statement, 
which may be regarded as impartial. The 
total numbers shipped (in 1897) on vessels 
bound for the Mersey are given below,. also 
the losses. The North American and South 
American traffics are kept distinct:

It will thus be geen that the losses of cat- 
tle were, in pro; , forty-two times as 
great, and sheep five times as great, in 
the South American trade as in the North 
American.

In every instance these losses represent a 

rfectly horrible amount of animal suffer- 
ng, because it may safely be assumed that 
for eve animal killed many more must 
have suffered very severely. 

It is permitted to doubt whether the flesh 
of animals subjected to the conditions exist- 
ing on such steamers can be anything like 
as wholesome as it would be had the unfort- 
unate beast been mercifully slaughtered 
shortly after leaving his native pasture, 
and the flesh preserved in cooling chambers.

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THE COINS OF FORMER DAYS. 


Some of the Terms Used in This Coun- 
try to Designate Them. 


From The Galveston (Texas) News. 

In Ohio, in 1844 and previously, there was 
a good deal of foreign coin in circulation, 
mostly Spanish, with some of the old State 
coinage of different States occasionally 
making its appearance. One of the most 
plentiful of these foreign coins was a piece 
which passed current for 6% cents. In 
Ohio this was known as a fippenny bit, a 
contraction, probably, of fivepenny bit: The 
half dimes of American coinage were also 
becoming frequent at that time, and as a 
distinction between the half dime and the 
fippeny bit, the former was contracted. to 
the word “fip.” The dime went under 
its lawful name, while the old Spanish 
double of the fippenny bit was known as 
the “bit,” and the Spanish and Mexican 
quarter dollars were nearly always referred 
to as “two. bits.”’ The latter term, I 
think, still obtains in reference to quarter 
dollar American pieces in some_ sections. 
There was also a New York State “two 
bit’’ coin, as well as a “bit” of the same 
coinage, which was sometimes called the 
“York shilling.” The New England shil- 
ling’s value was 16 2-3 cents: The old- 
fashioned big copper cent of American 


coinage was plentiful, while occasionally 
an English haifpenny of copper was found 
floating around, generally passing on the 
Same basis as the American. copper cent. 

ueen Victoria’s head was then shown on 
the. English halfpennies. 

Later, when, as a boy, I removed with 
my mother to Illinois, I met my first stum- 
bling block in money names. There the 
fippenny bit was the picayune, while the 
fip had its proper name of a-half dime or 
5 cents. But the larger ns retained the 
old names, as did the *topper cents. As 
near as I can learn, the term picayuneé or- 
iginated with the French, who had scttled 

t. Louis and had settlem2nts at points all 
the way from New Orleans to St. Louis 
and the further Northwest, and their names 
for money predominated in that region. 

Still later, when I had strayed away to 
New York State, I ain encountered new 
names for money. here everything was 
based on the “ shilling,’’ which represent- 
ed 12% cents. A quarter of a dollar was al- 
ways “two shillings,’’ and all sums under 
$100 were calculated on the same basis. 
When I asked the price of board, I was 
told it ranged from 16 to 30 shillings a week. 
The price of a suit of clothes was generally 
stated in shillings. That was all right for 
the natives, but I confess I had frequently 
to brush up my arithmetic to get at what 
83 shillings, 22 shillings, 17 shillings, or some 
other high number, amounted to. It was all 
clear enough when it was 2, 4, or 6 shillings, 
but when it got above the dollar it required 
some “ ciphering”’ on the part of a stranger 
to get correct results. 

The three-cent piece, originally coined in 
silver, came into general circulation in the 
North about 1850, and was later made in 
nickel, being coined in that metal at about 
the same time as the present nickel five- 
cent piece. 

Some time before the civil war the old- 
fashioned copote cent was replaced at the 
Mint with the present small copper cents 
and the two-cent pieces. Later the first 
nickels were made, but almost went out of 
circulation during the war, and were suc- 
ceeded by the fractional currency of that 
day, issued in 6, 10, 25, and 50 cent bills. 
These were never very popular with the 
masses, and were looked upon by the Gov- 
ernment as a temporary expedient. The 
most popular designation for them was 
* shinplasters,” though in Memphis and 
some other parts of the country they were 
referred to as“ chicken feed.”’ 

During the ‘war there were many other 
substitutes for money, mostly in the form 
of cardboard promises to pay everything, 
from a drink of whisky or a ride on the 
cars to a suit of clothes, from a quart of 
milk or a pound of beefsteak to a week’s 
salary. They have dropped out of use In 
most sections, and in their place Uncle 
Sam’s coppers, nickels, dimes, quarters, half 
dollars, and “dollar of the daddies”’ now 
reign supreme.

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CLAYTON WILL GASE ENDED 


Jury in. the New Haven Superior 
Court. Discharged from Fur- 
ther Consideration of It. 


AN ACCUSATION OF EMBRACERY 


A Well-Known Business Man Said to 
Have Tried to Influence One of the 
Jurors — Cause Had Been on 
Trial Three Weeks. 


NEW HAVEN, March 3.—A sensational 
ending was made to-day to the Clayton 
will case, which had been on trial for three 
weeks in the Superior Court before Justice 
G. W. Wheeler and a jury. The hearing 
was nearly over and it was expected that 
the evidence would be all in by to-morrow 
and that the case would be given to the 
jury Monday. 

When the court was opened to-day after 
a@ long delay, Justice Wheeler told the jury 
that something of which he was not at 
liberty to speak had occurred, and he felt it 
his duty to discharge them from the further 
consideration of the case, and for the term. 
He declined to be more explicit, but rumor, 
sprung from no one knows where, soon 
filled in the blanks. 

According to that rumor an indictment 
for embracery is likely to be the outcome. 
A well-known business man interested in 
the beneficiaries under the will is accused 
of writing to one of the jurors, J. R. 8. 
Toda of Wolcott, asking for an interview. 
The interview was granted, the coun- 
sel for the contestants of the will learned 
these facts and reported them to Justice 
Wheeler, who made an investigation. The 
summary discharge of the jury was the re- 
sult of the investigation. 

The case and e circumstances under 
which it was brought into court are pecu- 
liar. Under the Connecticut laws the age of 
testamentary ability is eighteen years. - 
ry W. Clayton, an invalid from his bir 
died a little more than a year ago, age 
twenty-eight years. He left a will be- 
queathing the bulk of his estate, amounting 
to $40,000, inherited from his mother, to 
Miss Daisy Wood, an attractive woman 
twenty-four years old, who for the last 
seven or eight years of his life has been his 
nurse and constant companion, 

Probate of the will was contested, nom- 
inally by an aunt, on the grounds that the 
testator was mentally incapacitated from 
making a will. The Surrogate declined to 
admit it, and the question was taken to 
the Superior Court for a jury to rule 
upon it, 

That a contest was expected is shown 
pd the wording of the document. The first 
clause leaves $1,000 to Frank H. Clayton

nessed by two physicians, Dr. Walker and 
Dr. Skiff. Dr. Walker was Mr. Clayton's 
medical attendant. 

Much expert testimony was presented. Dr. 
S. P. Goodhart of New York and Prof. 
Francis Bacon of this city appeared for the 
contestants, and Drs. kiff and Walker 
for the will. It was shown that Clayton 
had suffered from his birth from infantile 
cerebral paralysis, which caused more or 
less complete paralysis of all the organs. 

It was found impossible to teach him to 
read or write, although repeated effort was 
made.to do so. It was admitted that he 
enjoyed. being read to, and that he listened 
with apparent satisfaction to the reading 
of essays, Dr. Talmage’s sermons, and the 
Bible. . 

The experts for the contestants testified 
that the disease and consequent injury to 
the brain was partially due to the condi- 
tions prevailing at the time of his birth, and 
that the brain was not normal. The experts 
on the other side declared that Mr. Clay- 
ton’s disease was only a spinal affection 
known as infantile spinal paralysis, which 
did not in itself affect the brain. 

They referred to the interest he showed 
when read to as proof that his brain was 
active, presented evidence that his momery 
for certain facts and dates was excellent 
and declared that he thus exhibited a de- 
gree of intellectuality that justified his capa- 
oy to make a will. 

he opposing experts testify that reten- 
tiveness of memory’ is essentially a faculty 
of early youth, and that a mere apparent 
interést in lectures and essays without 
comment or criticism did» not indicate in 
itself understanding and reason. 

It developed during the trial that Mr. 
Clayton was warmly attached to Miss 
Wood, that he was unhappy and uneasy in 
her absence, often asked her not to leave 
him, and that in her presence he was calm 
a contented. Miss Wood, on the stand, 
cofifessed that her feelings toward the 
young man were different to those usually 
felt by a nurse for a more or less helpless 
patient. ' 

No date has been fixed for a new trial, 
but it is expected that it will go on the 
calendar for the next term. 


MRS. JOHNSON’S MARITAL TIES. 


First Husband Enters a Courtroom in 
Cleveland When Her Case Is On. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 38.—Before 
Judge Dissette, in the Common Pleas Court, 
to-day, the case of Mrs. Margaret I. 
Johnson against William Hendy for $20,000 
damages for breach of promise of marriage 
was called. 

In 1874 Mrs. Johnson married Jacob Cus- 
ler at St. Catherine’s, Ontario. He deserted 
her the day after the wedding, and later 
she heard he was dead. She came to this 
city and married Johnson, living with him 
nineteen years. ‘Then she obtained a di- 
vorce. 

Subsequently she says William Hendy 
asked ther to marry him. To-day, as the 
attorneys were taking their places Jacob 
Cusler, now a resident of Pittsburg, walked 
into the room. The case was at once dis- 
missed. 


John C. Calhoun’s Letters.

South 
Carolina has produced many men worthy of 
a high place in history, but none more 


worthy than John C. Calhoun. Very little is 
known of this great man. The Legislature 
of South Carolina soon after Mr. Calhoun’s 
death had his works collected and published, 
but the work was not properly done and the 
edition was not a success. Jenkins’s “ Life 
of Calhoun,” published years ago, has had 
no great circulation, though in .many re- 
spects an excellent book. It is a remarkable 
fact that every writer who speaks of visit- 
ing Washington during the days when the 
great trio, Clay, Webster, and Calhoun, 
shaped the Nation’s course, remarks that 
of all the men at the capital no one so at- 
tracted them pane as did Mr. Calhoun. 
All admired the grandeur of Webster and 
appreciated the great talents of Clay, but 
to Calhoun, men, women, and children were 
drawn by a magnetic force that none could 
resist. He was a man whom children loved 
and understood, in whom even beasts of 
burden seemed to feel they had a friend. 
When he spoke, the simplest in his audience 
understood him. Is it then likely that such 
a man would prove a dull and uninteresting 
writer?

THE BRITISH WEATHER BUREAU. 


Official Record of Its Efficiency Will 
Make Americans Covetous and 


. Inc¥edulous. 


; From The Scotsman. 

There is a Greek proverb which may be 
freely translated ‘‘A good guess ts the best 
prophecy ’’; but.in modern times the pro- 
phetic art has other canons, and its prac- 
tice ig more in accordance with the popular 
precept, ‘Don’t prophesy unless you know.” 
Yet though modern prophecy claims to be 
founded upon knowledge, its sayings are 
often accepted with a certain touch of pre- 
judice inherited from an earlier day. Few 
people, for example, accept the weather 
forecasts, without a degree of skepticism, 
and many are inclined to make the most 
of any mistakes that may occur, Yet if 
we accept the authority of the report of 
the Meteorological Council to the President 
and Council of the Royal Society, our 
weather forecasters perform their difficult 
task with a degree of certainty that would 
make the fortune of a sporting tipster, In 


the year 1896-7 they seored a complete suc- 
cess in 54 per cent, of 'their prophecies, par- 
tia] success in 27 per cent. of the cases, 
partial fauure in 13 per cent., and complete 
failure in only 6 per cent. ‘‘ Complete suc- 
cess,” “ partial success,” and “ partial fail- 
ure,” are vague phrases, which are not fully 
defined, thought it is stated that partial 
success means that the forecast was_ cor- 
rect at more than half the places of ob- 
servation situated in the district in ques- 
tion, and a similar in ation is to be 
applied to the term partial in the case of 
the failures. With such an explanation it 
must be admitted that looking to the dif- 
ficulty of the problem involved, the result 
is highly creditable. 

To the untrained observer the weather in 
this count seems: to be made at a mo- 
ment’s notice, while there is no sense of 
justice in its distribution; and though these 
forecasts only profess to give a few hours 
warning, that warning is often well worth 
having. It is curious to notice that some 
districts seem to offer a much harder prob- 
lem than others. In this respect the palm, 
must ‘be given to the west of and, 
where complete success is attained in only 
47 per cent. of the cases. On the =< 
hand, the test certainty is in the th 
of Dngland, where the forecasts are com- 
pletely ccessful in 60 Rer cent. of. the 
cases. uring the last tem years or so 
there-hag been a slight but perceptible im- 
provement in certainty. The improvement 
may be said to have taken the form of the 
conversion of partial success into complete 
success, and during’ the last four years the 
record of complete successes has been above 
the av for the whole period. i" regard 
to what is perhaps its most useful function 
—the issue of warnings of gales—the office 
is, as might be expected, a still more cer- 
tain tipster. 

Of the total number of warnings issued— 
467 in all—67.7 per cent. were justified by 
subsequent gales and 23.8 per cent. by sub- 
sequent strong winds, leaving only 2.9 per 
cent. not justified. This is the lowest per- 
centage of failure yet attained, and the im- 
provement which has been effected may be 
gauged by the fact that in 1887 16.4 per 
cent. of the 472 warnings issted were not 
justified by events. In four cases there 
were gales for which no warnings were {s- 
sued. In one case a deep depression ad- 
vanced with such rapidity as to elude the 
vigilance of the observers; in another case 
a small depression suddenly deepened in an 
unexpected manner. Of the hay harvest 
forecasts issued 88 per cent. were useful, 
and several of the recipients expressed sat- 
isfaction with their accuracy. On _ the 
whole, the propheti¢ record of the office is 
thus eminently creditable. Improvement is 
slow, but it seems to be suré, and if the 
time is still far off when our weather fore- 
casters can speak in terms less ambiguous 
than those they often affect, it is satisfact- 
ory to find that if their prophecies are vague 
they are yet safe. 


BRITISH OPINION ON THE MAINE. 


Sincere Sympathy from Sources Usu- 
ally Coldly Critical.

The terrible disaster to the United States 
cruiser Maine in the harbor of Havana will 
send a thrill of horror and pity through 
this country second only to that which 
would be occasioned by a similar calamity 
in our own service. Sympathy with the 
American Government and people in the 
misfortune which has befallen them -will 
be world-wide, but nowhere will the feel- 
ing be so general or so profound as among 
their British and Irish kinsfolk at home 
and in the colonies, Nothing can console 
them for the loss of the gallant men who 
are gone, but even those whom that loss 
has stricken with all the poignancy of do- 
mestic affliction must feel some relief in 
the proud reflection that the dead died 
bravely in the discharge of their duty. In 
the awful moments which followed the ex- 
plosion the officers of the United States 


Navy gave their orders with coolness, and 
Capt. Sigsbee was the last man to leave 
the sinking vessel. No better proof of judg- 
ment and self-possession can be imagined 
than the character of the first hurried tele- 
gram in which he informed the Secretary of 
the Navy of the destruction of his ship. 
Even at such a moment he had the wisdom 
to bear in mind the possible consequences 
upon the masses of his countrymen of the 
news he was sending home and the fore- 
thought to deprecate all hasty and pre- 
mature conclusions as to the cause of the 
disaster,

The American people have to-day to mourn 
the loss of two hundred and fifty-three 
sailors and two officers. From no quarter 
will they be assured of more profound and 
heartfelt sympathy than from their British 
kinsmen, if only for the reason that the 
disaster is one that comes home to us 
more’ directly than perhaps to other na- 
tions, whose traditions are less identified 
with the fortunes of the sea.

Loud Bill Relating to Second-Class 


Mail Matter Badly Beaten 
in the House.

THE VOTE WAS 162 TO 119 


Forty-seven Republicans Join with the 
Democrats and Populists in Sup- 
porting a Motion to Lay the 
Bill on the Table. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The Loud Dill 
to cvrrect alleged abuses of the second- 
class mail matter privilege, which last 
year passed the House by a vote of 144 to 
104, was buried under an overwhelming 
majority by the House.to-day. The vote 
was not taken directly upon the bill, but on 
@ motion to lay it on the table. By a vote 
of 162 to 119 the motion was carried. For- 
ty-seven Republicans joined with the Dem- 
ecrats and Populists in accomplishing this 
result, and ten Democrats voted with the 
majority of the Republicans. 

When the bill was-taken up to-day it was 
read for amendment under the five-minute 
rule. Mr. Vandiver (Dem., Mo.,) offered an 
amendment to exclude from the operation 
of the act books and reprints of books de- 
signed for the use of school children and 
etudents as texts for study. 

Mr. Clark, (Rep., Iowa,) in opposing the 
amendment, said that the country owed 
the schoolbook publishing companies noth- 
ing. 

After an extended debate the amendment 
Was voted down—47 to 72. 

Mr. Griggs (Dem., Ga.,) offered the amend- 
ment of which he gave notice yesterday, to 
allow newspapers and periodicals to trans- 


mit at pound rates 1,000 sample copies. He 
offered this as an amendment to Mr. Loud’s 
amendment to permit the transmission of 
fample copies to the extent of 10 per cent. 
of the bona fide circulation of publications 
entitled to second-class privileges. The 
Griggs amendment, slightly modified, was 
adcpted. 

Mr. Quigg (Rep., N. Y.,) moved to strike 
Out the clause providing that news agents 
shall not be allowed to return to publishers 
@t the pound rate unsold publications, but 
shall pay postage at the rate of 1 cent for 
four ounces. It was defeated, 24 to 99. 

The Loud amendment, as amended, was 
agreed to without division. 

At 4 o’clock, the hour set for the vote to 
be taken, Mr. Richardson (Dem., Tenn.,) 
moved to lay the bill on the table. A rising 
vote gave the victory to the opponents of 
the measure, 125 to 101,-and on Mr. Loud’s 
demand the roll was called. On the roll 
call the vote was 162 to 119 in favor of 
killing the bill.

THE MURDERED POSTMASTER. 


Congressional Action 
Respect to the Affair at Lake City. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—In the Senate 
to-day; when the resolution providing for 
a Congressional investigation into the mur- 
der of the Postmaster at Lake City, S. C., 
was taken up, Mr. Lodge (Rep., Mass.,) 
sent to the clerk’s desk to have read a com- 
munication from William Henry Ferris of 
the Harvard Divinity School, giving the 
proceedings of a mass meeting of colored 
citizens of Boston, held Feb. 28, to express 
ebhorrence of the action of the South Caro- 
lina mob. 

Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.,) charged Mr. Lodge 
With introducing politics into the discus- 
sion of the resolution, and thought the 
communication ought not to be read by the 
clerk. The communication was read, how- 


ever, and then Mr. Lodge said that there 
Was no question of politics in the commu- 
nication, so far as he was aware. The act 
referred to, he said, met with the reproba- 
tion of men of all parties, and he would not 
in any way introduce politics into it. 

Mr. McLaurin (Dem., S. C.,) said he had 
hoped the resolution would go to the com- 
mittee without discussion. The State au- 
thorities were exceedingly active in their 
investigation of the crime, and he was as- 
sured that every effort was being made to 
tring the perpetrators of the outrage to 
justice. He then had read a clipping from 
a Columbia paper to show that the people 
of South Carolina were not only not in 
Sympathy with those who committed the 
crime, but keenly reprobated it. 

Mn Hawley (Rep., Conn.,) said the crime 
was clearly brought within Federal juris- 
diction by the fact that it was a Federal 
official who had been murdered ard Gov- 
ernment property that had been destroyed. 
He expressed the opinion that the Federal 
authorities ought to maintain a close watch 
upon the proceedings. 

The resolution was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Contingent Expenses. 

In the House Mr. White, (Rep., 
the only colored member of the House, 
asked unanimous consent to-day for the 
consideration of the following resolution: 

Whereas, On or about Feb. 21 100 or more 
armed men fired upon and killed the Postmaster 
at Lake City, S. C., killing one of the family 
@nd wounding several others and burning ail 
they had; and, 

Whereas, The said family is now suffering even 
for means for medical treatment and for other 
necessaries of life, 

Resolved, By the Senate and House that the 
gum of $1,000 is hereby appropriated and made 
immediately available for the relief of the said 
family 

The Speaker put the request of Mr. White. 

Mr. artlett (Dem., Ga.,) demanded the 
regular order. 

Many of the Republican members cried 
out “No!” but the Georgia member did not 
yield. 

“The gentleman from Georgia demands 
the regular order,’’said the Speaker. “‘ That 
is equivalent to an objection.”

A REVOLT IN VENEZUELA. 


Uprising in Valencia Against Presi- 
dent Andrade’s Government—Amer- 
ican Warships at Hand, 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The State De- 
partment has been informed that a small 
revolution has broken out at Valencia, 
about 200 miles from Caracas, Capital of 


Venezuela. 

No details are given. This is evidently 
directed against President Andrade, who 
was only a few days ago inaugurated as 
the successor to President Crespo. 

The Navy Department was promptly in- 
formed of the advices received by the State 
Department which came from United States 
Minister Loomis at Caracas. However, there 
was 20 necessity for action by the Navy 
Department in the direction or ordering a 
warship there, for perhaps in anticipation 
of some trouble at the inauguration of 
President Andrade the Department had 
arranged the movements of the cruisers 
and gunboats in the West Indies so that 
the big cruiser Brooklyn and the gunboat 
Annapolis reported their arrival at La 
Guayra, the seaport of Caracas, the Venez- 
uelan capital, as the news of the outbreak 
came. 

In addition the gunboats Wilmington and 
Vicksburg are cruising within a little over 
a day’s steaming distance should their 
presence be required. Valencia, where the 
outbreak occurred, is said to be the sec- 
ond city in Venezuela in importance, It Hes 
inland about twenty miles from Porto Ca- 
bello, its port. 


EAST RIVER BRIDGE BILL. 


Introduced in the House by Repre- 
sentative Ketchum of New York. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Representative 
Ketchum of New York introduced a Dill 
authorizing the New York Connecting Rail- 
road to construct and maintain a bridge 
across the East River, between Wards Isl- 
and and Long Island, at Hell Gate, with 
approaches on Bronxkill and Little. Hell 
Gate. 

The bridge is to carry two or more tracks 
for steam or electric motive power, and to 
be for foot purposes also. 

The bridge across the East River at Hell 
Gate is to be not less than 140 feet above 
mean high-water mark channel, and the 
approaches over Bronxhill and Little Hell 
Gate are to be not less than 80 and 100 
feet respectively above mean high water. 


POLITICS IN URUGUAY. 


Former Minister Stuart Returns to 
This Country. 


Granville Stuart, recently United States 
Minister to Paraguay and Uruguay, who 
was with President Juan Borda of Uruguay 
when the President was assassinated, ar- 
rived here yesterday on the steamship Al- 
lianca from Colon, 

Arredondo, the assassin, he said, was still 
in jail, but the people are in sympathy with 
him. The women take flowers to the jail, 
and his celi is a bower of fresh flowers. 
Should the Borda followers, however, elect 
their candidate, the young prisoner will 
fare badly; if not, he may be liberated. 
Borda was liked personally, but his political 
measures were unpopular. The Opposition, 
or Blanco party, were in the majority, but 
not in the Congress, in which reposed the 
power of electing a successor. Juan L. 
Cuestes, President of the Senate, who be- 
came Acting President, however, dissolved 
the two houses and threw the election on 
the country. He has in the meantime, with 
the assistance of a committee of eight, ap- 
pointed by himself, ruled the country. 


NEW CARS FOR GRAND STREET. 


Electric Storage Battery Tried, and a 
Slight Accident Results. 

For several days experiments have been 
made on the Grand Street car line with 
new storage battery electric cars. Four 
of these cars belonging to the St. Louis 
Street Railway Company were brought here 
about a week ago, and placed in the stable 
at the foot of Grand Street. 

A trial trip over the line was made yes- 
terday morning with one of the new cars, 
and several officials of the Grand Street 
line were on board. The trip was very 
satisfactory, and the car ran smoothly and 
without a mishap. At 9 o’clock last night 
the car was taken out of the stable again, 
and run over tne road. Assistant Superin- 
tendent Gilbert was on board, On the way 
back to the stable the car went off the 


track while crossing a switch at Essex 
Street, and ran into the sidewalk. It took 
nearly an hour to get it on the rails again, 
and the street was blocked with a big 
crowd of people. 

It has been practically decided to equip 
the Grand Street line with the new cars 
if the city will grant permission, but the 
officers of the company are uncertain as to 
when this action will be taken. The cars 
brought here from St. Louis will seat about 
thirty people. The platforms are inclosed 
by glass. 

Assistant Superintendent Gilbert said last 
night that he could not say when the road 
would be equipped with the new cars. ‘‘ We 
have been experimenting with them,” he 
said, ‘“‘on al] the switches and turns in the 
road, and the first accident we have had 
was when the car ran off at Essex Street, 
where the curve on the cross switch was a 
little too sharp. I cannot tell yet whether 
the road will have to have new rails for 
the cars or not.” 


FARMER KILLED AT A CROSSING. 


Henry Barber Hit by a Train on the 
Lehigh Valley, Near Corfu, N. Y. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y.. March 8.—Henry 
Barber, a prominent and wealthy farmer of 
Darien Centre, a small village near Corfu, 
Genesee County, while crossing the Lehigh 
tracks at the latter place this evening at 
8 o'clock in a wagon was struck by a 


freight train. He.was hurled nearly fifty 
feet, landing in the ditch by the tracks. 
When picked up life was extinct. When 
the wagon was struck Barber’s horse was 
thrown ahead of the train on the track 
and the entire train passed over it, crush- 
ing the animal to pulp. Barber was seventy 
years of age and had been prominent in 
Genesee County politics. 


Post Office Changes. 


John Washington, a distributing clerk in 
the General Post Office, has been promoted 
to the Superintendency of Branch Station 
W, at Eighty-fourth Street and Columbus 
Avenue. He succeeds William Mooney, who 
has been transferred to the city depart- 
ment of the General Post Office.

Squire of Union, David O. Watkins of 
Gloucester, Speaker of the House, and 
David Lawshe of Hunterdon. The commit- 
tee held a secret preliminary session at the 
Hotel Washington.

Senator Vest Thinks There Will Be 
No Need for Railways After the 
Gold-Seeking Rush Is Over. 


RIDICULE FOR DR. JACKSON 


He Says It Is “‘ Vegetable Blasphemy ” 
to Compare the Grasses with the 
Bluegrass of Kentucky—Dis- 
cussion in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—The Senate 
continued to-day consideration of the Alas- 
kan Homestead and Railway Right of Way 
bill. Mr. Turner (Washington) urged the 
passage of the bill. He recognized, he said, 
the necessity of some such legislation as 
that proposed, because quite 100,000 adult 
Americans were preparing to go into Alaska, 
and if proper transportation facilities were 
not provided it would be a cruel and short- 
sighted policy. 

He said he believed the measure proposed 
by the committee was generally fair, and 
with some amendments would be an excel- 
lent bill. In his opinion the bill sufficiently 
hedged about the transportation companies, 
as the restrictions placed upon them by 
the bill were even more severe than those 
placed upon them by the general law. 

To meet a point advanced by Mr. Turner, 
Mr. Carter, (Rep., Mon.,) in charge of the 
bill, offered a committee amendment retain- 
ing the first section of the House bill except 
wherein it providéd for the-approval of the 
President and modified the committee 
amendment with a proviso “‘ that no entry 
shall be allowed extending more than forty 


rods alone the shore of any navigable 
water, and along such shore a space of at 
least forty rods shall be reserved from 
entry between all such claims.” 

The committee amendment was adopted. 

After the section was amended Mr. Vest 
(Dem., Mo.,) moved to strike out the entire 
gection. He said frankly that he desired 
to test the sense of the Senate on the prop- 
osition to extend the homestead laws to 
the District of Alaska. So far as the con- 
struction of railroads was concerned, it 
would be a most difficult and expensive un- 
dertaking. If constructors could find val- 
leys for their railroad, they would be met 
with all sorts of difficulties and dangers. 
He thought that after the ephemeral gold- 
seeking rush had subsided there would be 
no possible reason for the construction of 
railways in Alaska. 

Mr. Vest ridiculed the report made by the 
Rev. Dr. Sheldon Jackson upon the agri- 
culture of Alaska, ‘‘ Alaska,’’ declared Mr. 
Vest, “‘is not an agricultural section, and 
it never can be made one. I speak from 
personal knowledge, and not from Govern- 
ment reports.’’ He said that in that great 
section, two and a half times larger than 
the State of Texas and ten times larger 
than the State of Georgia, there was not a 
single farm; yet the representative of Dr. 
Jackson pictured the wonderful potatoes 
— the remarkable cabbages produced 
thers. 

Mr. Vest said he knew something of these 
ge and cabbages. The potatoes were 
arge and full of water, nothing else. He 
saw, he said, cabbages that spread over 
the ground like the blanket of Sancho 
Panza, and cauliflowers that weighed twen- 
ty-five pounds; yet when they were cut 
they contained nothing but water. As to 
the grasses which Dr. Jackson referred to 
so eloquently, it was “vegetable blas- 
pherny’”’ to compare them with the blue 
grass of Kentucky. He thought the pur- 
chase of Alaska for $7,500,000 had been 
made recklessly and heedlessly. Since 1891 
it had cost the Government $441,000, and 
to the “ Rev. Sheldon Jackson, D. D. and 
LL.D., missionary to the Aleuts and mana- 
ger of reindeer, $20,000 for spending his 
Winters in Washington and his Summers 
in Alaska.”’ 

The motion of Mr. Vest to strike out the 
first section was, by a yea and nay vote, 
defeated, 31—15. 

Section 2 of the bill was amended by the 
insertion of a declaration that “all such 
rights” (tide lands and beds of navigable 
rivers), ‘shall continue to be held by the 
United States in trust for the people of any 
State or States which may hereafter be 
created out of said district.”” And it was 
further amended by the adoption of the fol- 
lowing provision, offered by the commit- 
tee: ‘That all charges for the transporta- 
tion of freight and passengers on railroads 
in the District of Alaska shall be fixed, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Secretary of the 
Interior, and when so approved shall be 

rinted and posted, as required by Section 

of the act to regulate commerce, as 
amended on March 2, 1889, and new rates 
of charges may be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior from time to time as 
he may deem necessary.” * 

Without completing the bill, the Senate, 
at 5:45 P. M., adjourned. 


CANADIANS ON OUR SOIL. 


Indications of a Clash—Whites and 
Indians Have Trouble. 


SEATTLE, Washington, March 38.—Five 
steamers arrived from Alaska to-day—the 
Utopia, Hueneme, Del Norte, Protection, 
and Queen. The Queen brought the latest 
news, having left Skaguay last Sunday. The 
most important news brought down was a 
confirmation of previous reports that a Ca- 
nadian official has raised the British flag 
on what is regarded as American soil and 
the story of trouble at Skaguay with long- 
shoremen, who objected to Indians unload- 
ing freight from steamers. Only the pres- 
ence of United States troops prevented this 
trouble from being serious. A compromise 
was made with the white men to perform 
the work at 50 cents per hour. 

It is feared that serious trouble will re- 
sult from the Canadians’ attempt to collect 
duty on the summit of the White Pass and 
Chilkoot Pass, as the Americans will resist 
the payment on what they consider Amer- 
ican ground. Another complication will 
result from the various tramways which 
are being constructed to carry freight over 
the passes. The officials of these tram- 
ways are reported to have declared that 
any interruption of their operation will be 
resisted, and it is believed that the Amer- 
ican authorities will claim sovereignty over 
those two places. Last Summer the bound- 
ary line was at Lake Bennett; then it was 
fixed at Lindermann, and now it is at the 
summit of the mountains, which is only 
twelve miles from salt water. 

Two days before the Queen left Skaguay 
the wind, which had blown from the north 
continuously for seven weeks, shifted and 
began to blow from the southwest, causing 
a general thaw to set in. The change in the 
weather caused hundreds of people who 
had been detained by the severe cold to 
start over these trails from both Skaguay 
and Dyea, and when the steamer left a 
general exodus from both towns was tak- 
ing place. Both trails are reported in ex- 
cellent condition. 

On the trip down the Queen passed the 
Cottage City a short distance south of 
Wrangel Narrows. The latter ship evi- 
dently had trouble, as her bow was smashed 
in and covered with canvass to keep out the 
water. 

The ship Corona, which went ashore 
on a reef off Lewis Island on the morning 
of the 23d of January, will be raised to-day. 

The ship Lucille, bearing the Government 
party, is slowly wending her way northward 
in tow of the tug Moloch. She was spoken 
by the Queen near Kennedy Island, and re- 
ported all well on board. 


VANCOUVER, March 3.—Commissioner 
A. B. Perry of the Northwest mounted po- 
lice, who returned from Lake Bennett this 
morning, said: 

‘“‘T] was present when the British flag was 
hoisted at Summit Lake. The police are 
collecting duties there. That Summit Lake 
is Canadian territory is not even disputed 
by the United States Government.”’ 


TO ABANDON KLONDIKE RELIEF,

VICTORIA, B. C., March 3.—Passengers 
arriving from Alaska report that several 
days ago two Canadian mounted police 
came into Skaguay with two sleds in tow, 
over which were strapped two dead men. 

The attention of the mounted police at 


Tagish was attracted by the dismal howls 
of a dog. After a short search they found 
the bodies of two men, They had been 
frozen to death. It is said they were re- 
turning Klondikers and had in their posses- 
sion $100,000 in paper and gold dust. Their 
Mames are not own. 


PASSENGERS FOR THE KLONDIKE. 


Four Steamers Sail with Large Par- 
ties of Miners. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 3.—The steam- 
ers Walla Walla and State of California 
sailed for the North yesterday. The former 
had 150 passengers and the latter 350.

PANIC IN A PUBLIC SCHOOL. 


A Mouse Started a Stampede in Allen 
Street, but Good Management 
Prevented Serious Harm, 


A m6@se began a stampede among 1,800 
public school children yesterday afternoon, 
but no limbs were broken and no lives were 
lost, because the habit of discipline and the 
moral power of cool, quiet courage prevailed 
over frantic panic. 

The incident which was so very near a 
tragedy occurred in Public School No. 42, a 
four-story brick building, which makes a 
high, broad L, the main part fronting at 32 
Allen Street, the wing fronting at 82 Hester 
Street. There cannot be in the whole of 
New York a more dangerous place for a 
panic than the school in Allen Street, and 
the results seem to give assurance to the 
many hundreds of thousands of parents 
whose children are in the schools that there 
is no reason to fear disagter from such an 
occurrence. The school has 2,400 pupils— 
the population of many a pretentious vil- 


lage. It is In the centre of the congested 
tenement district. 

Just after the noon recess yesterday Miss 
West, who has a class of forty small girls 
on the third floor, was at work with her pu- 
pils. The big building ways very quiet, de- 
spite its 2,400 busy inhabitants. Suddenly a 
mouse, deceived by the stillness or having 
some emergency errand, ran across the floor 
of Miss West’s classroom. Annie Levy, 
eight years old, of 5 Allen Street, following 
the traditions of her sex, promptly and prop- 
erly jumped up and shriek shrilly. Of 
course, a dozen other little girls immedi- 
atel rose and shrieked, and then another di- 
vision of little girls, having no notion what 
the trouble was, but naturally thinking and 
saying the worst possible thing, screamed 
“Fire!” at the top of their thin, high- 
pitched young voices. The screams of 
“Fire! ”’ rang through the hallways, broke 
the quiet of a dozen crowded rooms, and 
‘were promptly repeated throughout the 
building. 

All the teachers ran to the doors of their 
classrooms and began to round up their re- 
spective herds. Miss Connolly, who has 
charge of the 600 children on the top floor, 
got to the head of the stairs in front of the 
rush, and Miss Loss, the chief of the pri- 
mary department, who is an aunt of W. M. 
K. Oleott, was equally prompt on the lower 
floor. The soothing, reassuring, imperative 
voices of the teachers were so effective that 
the mob of bewildered, half-frantic chil- 
dren, as they reached the stairs, straight- 
ened out into single files, and the whole 
2,400 marched down in order without a jos- 
tle or fall. 

Somebody outside, hearing the cries, ran 
to the fire-alarm box at Hester and Allen 
Streets and pulled the lever. In less than a 
minute women wer@rushing to the front 
door of the school from every direction. 
Most of them are Jewish women, and many 
of them cannot speak or understand Eng- 
lish. They yelled for their children with 
unearthly clamor, tossed their arms about, 
and fought and struggled to get into the 
doors. Police Officer Burns of the Eldridge 
Street Station, who knows the district, had 
anticipated just what happened, and he in- 
terposed a stalwart body and a steady, im- 
passive face arainst the rush of the wo- 
men. Janitor Jamison was at the same 
time inside, working with the children and 
heading them off into the playground. 

It was all over in five minutes. The chil- 
dren were steadied down and got under 
control. Many of the women were persuad- 
ed to go home. Then one or two teachers 
fainted, having time and opportunity for 
that feminine privilege, and Policeman 
Burns caught his breath and swore to him- 
self in a general way. But the street could 
not be cleared until the school was dis- 
missed and the children of the mothers who 
know no English had been sent out to them, 
picked up, and carried home, hugged very 
close to the maternal bosoms.

Justice Roesch Orders the Complain- 
ant Out of Court. 


The case of a man defending his mother- 
in-law against the spite of one of her 
daughters, who tried to have her evicted, 
was & notable one yesterday in the Fourth 
District Municipal Court. Edmund Penker 
and Thomas McPherson married two sisters 
whose dispositions correspond to those of 
their respective husbands. Penker and his 
wife have e grocery at 166 East Seventh 
Street, and own a house at 418 East Tenth 
Street. They persuaded McPherson and his 


wife, who live at the latter place, to support 
the mother and brother of the two women. 
McPherson works for wages, and gets paid 
every fortnight. And, although Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson acts as housekeeper for her sister 
and brother-in-law, and the old mother does 
scrubb:ng about the house, McPherson pays 
rent tu his relatives. 

McPherson happened to be $3 in arrears 
for his nt, and his sister-in-law and broth- 
er-in-law promptly had him hauled up in 
court in dispossess proceedings. 

When Justice Roesch asked McPherson 
what he had to say, the latter replied: 
“Judge, I support Mrs. Penker’s mother, 
and ghe lives with me. These proceedings 
of Mrs. Penker are prompted by spite, and 
are directed against her own aged mother. 
We will all be turned out upon the street. 
I have some money owing me, but I'll not 
get my wages before tke 11th of the month.” 

“Ts it true that your own mother will be 
dispossessed? ’’ asked Justice Roesch, turn- 
ing to Mrs, Penker. 

“Yes, Judge,” she replied, “* but—” 

“And you are yourself a mother. I sup- 
pose that’s your child in your arms,” re- 
marked the Justice. 

“Oh, yes, that’s my darling baby,” 
plied the woman. 

“fand there was a time when your mother 
carried you in her arms, and nursed you 
ang watched over you, d now, when she 
is old and feeble and poor, you want to turn 
her out into the _ street,”” Justice Roesch 
went on to say, and then he added: “I want 
you to get out of this court room at once. 
I’ll take time to consider the case.”

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NEWS OF THE RAILROADS 
Statement of the Amount of Ameri- 


can Merchandise That Passed 
Through Canada in Bond. 


5,351,350 TONS WERE SHIPPED 


Every State and Territory Contributed 
to the Totals — The Freight Re- 
quired 443,875 Cars for 
Its Transportation. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—In view of nu- 
merous inquiries’ by members of Congress 
and others and the increasing interest in 
the subject, the Treasury Department has 
prepared a comprehensive statement show- 
ing the amount of domestic merchandise of 
the United States which during the calendar 
year 1897 passed through Canada in bond 
from one point in the United States to an- 
other. The statement shows that the law 
authorizing these shipments is in no sense 
local in its application to points on the 
Canadian frontier. On the contrary, it 
shows that every State and Territory in the 
Union has contributed to the totals in one 
or both directions 


The amount of domestic merchandise of 
the United States so shipped during the 
year is shown to have been 5,351,350 tons, 
requiring for its transportation 443,875 cars. 
The merchandise is classified as follows:

THE LAKE SHORE DEAL. 


President Depew Says the New York 
Central Can Issue Debentures 
for Acquired Stock. 


President Chauncey M. Depew of the New 
York Central Railroad replied in the nega- 
tive yesterday when asked if the purchase 
of the stock of the Lake Shore Road by the 
New York Central Company would fall 
through unless Senator Ellsworth’s bill ex- 
empting steam railroad corporations from 
the provisions of the Stock Corporation law 
limiting the issue of bonds pecame a law. 

“The situation is simply this,” said Mr. 
Depew, “‘the New York Central one-hun- 
dred-million-dollar mortgage issued under 
the refunding plan takes up all outstand- 
ing obligations, and leaves a surplus of 
nearly $20,000,000 for such uses by the com- 
pany as may arise. This condition leaves 
us under the law as it stands (without the 
Ellsworth bill) with the right to incur 
$100,000,000 of indebtedness without issuing 
a new mortgage. In other words, we can 
take up the stock of the Lake Shore Rail- 
road at the price agreed upon and issue our 
debentures therefor. 

“As a matter of fact, our experience in 
the matter of exchanging one class of se- 
curities for another has shown that in all 
such exchanges about 25 per cent. of the 
securities called in dribble along for sey- 
éral years before coming in. This is be- 
cause the securities are in the hands of ab- 
sentees, or minors, or administrators of es- 
tates who act deliberately. But that being 
the fact, we have just so much larger mar- 
gin in the amount immediately required to 
pay for tne Lake Shore shares. 

‘We believe, however, that the purpose 
of the Ellsworth bill exempting railroad 
corporations from the provisions of the 
Stock Corporation law is a good one. There 
is no good reason why a railroad company 
should not be thus exempted. A railroad 
company should be exempted from the re- 
strictions imposed by the Stock Corpora- 
tions law for various reasons. From the 
nature of its business a big terminal rail- 
road is constantly creating and assuming 
enormous obligations. A terminal road is 
always a large debtor to other roads be- 
cause it collects all the terminal charges, 
and some time must elapse before the dis- 
tribution is made. 

‘““A railroad corporation frequently finds 
it necessary to carry on great works of 
construction or acquire additional property. 
Much financial leeway is essential under 
such circumstances, inasmuch as large ac- 
quisitions have to be made quickly, and the 
roads should have a liberal margin of debt- 
making power. It has been the custom— 
largely so with some important Western 
railroads—to issue debenture bonds when 
carrying out plans of construction and ex- 
tension piecemeal, these debentures being 
held in abeyance until all the work is fin- 
ished and the proper time comes to issue 
a general mortgage taking them all up. A 
clause is usually inserted in such deben- 
tures stipulating that they shall be included 
in the general or consolidated mortgage 
when issued. The New York Central had 
about $15,000,000 of debentures outstanding 
which were taken care of by the consoli- 
dated mortgage.’’ 

President Depew said that he did not an- 
ticipate any trouble in the carrying out of 
the New York Central-Lake Shore plan, no 
matter whether the Ellsworth bill gets on 
the statute books or not. 


The Ellsworth Bill Passed. 


ALBANY, March 3.—In the Assembly to- 
day the vote of last TueSday which defeat- 
ed ‘the bill of Senator Ellsworth, amending 
the corporation law so as to exempt rail- 
road companies from the provisions of the 
law restricting corporations from incurring 


indebtedness greater than their paid-up cap- 
ital stock, was reconsidered, and the bill 
was passed. The bill has passed the Sen- 
ate, and now goes to the Governor. 


TRA NSCONTINENTAL RATE WAR, 


Western Roads and the Préposed 


Meeting with Canadian Pacific, 


CHICAGO, March 3.—The Western roads 
say that in consenting to meet with the 
officials of the Canadian Pacific in regard 
to the rate situation, as suggested by Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents Roberts and Daniels, 
they in no manner have changed their po- 
sition in regard to the differentials de- 
manded by the Canadian Pacific or the 
reduced rates made by that line. 

Messrs. Daniels and Roberts telegraphed 
to the Western roads from Montreal after 
they had had a conference with the Cana- 
dian Pacific and while the Western lines 
were in meeting at Chicago, stating that of 
their own motion they had concluded to 
recommend to all concerned that all rates 
that had been disturbed in every direction 


be restored to tariff rates precedent to the 
meeting, and that a conference of all in- 
terested lines should be held to see if an 
agreement could not be reached; if not, the 
disputed questions should be arbitrated. 
There was nothing in the message that 
gave the_ slightest assurance that the 
Canadian Pacific had assented to the propo- 
sition or was committed in any sense to 
arbitration, and the conditions named by 
the message providing for a restoration 
of rates as ——— to a meeting were 
practically identical with the conditions 
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‘The fao- 
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ee the Canadian Pacific had previously 
made, 

The Western roads and their Eastern con- 
nection, the Grand Trunk, found them- 
selves unable to assent to the proposition 
of restoring rates, but did signify their 
willin ss to attend a meeting with the 
Canadian Pacific anywhere and no matter 
by whom called for the purpose of taking 
up the whole question, and this is the posi- 
tion which the Western lines take to-day. 

Rate clerks: of the Western roads were 
in session to-day preparing new _ sheets 
showing’ the reductions in rates made in 
consequence of the transcontinental rate 
war. The neral passenger agents have 
completed their arrangements in the mat- 
ter and have made their arrangements for 
applying the reductions through all avail- 
able gateways. 


Louisville and Nashville Wages. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 3.—General 
Manager Metcalfe of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad, met a committee ap- 


pointed by the conductors, engineers, and 
firemen of that system, who asked for a 
restoration of the 10 per cent. cut_in their 
wages made in 1893. General Manager 
Metcalfe told the members of the committee 
that their request would be complied with 
in the course of a few months at most. 


Phenomenal Shipments of Corn. 


CHICAGO, March 3.—Traffic officials of 
the roads in the corn belt say that they 
never before have had so large an amount of 


corn to move. The amount, they say, is 
apparently limitless. The one great trouble 
in the matter is-that the rates are so bad- 
ly demoralized that there is comparatively 
little profit in the business. 


AN AGED LAWYER ACCUSED. 


W. A. Cook Locked Up in the Tombs, 
Charged with Misapproprating 
Fands from an Estate. 


William A. Cook, a lawyer, who lives at 
403 Franklin Avenue, Brooklyn, and has an 
office at 245 Broadway, Manhattan, was ar- 
raigned in the Centre Street Police Court 
yesterday on a charge of misappropriating 
$3,000 from an estate for which he was the 
executor. 

Roswell Keene, a lawyer living at 629 
Leonard Street, Brooklyn, is the complain- 
ant. He alleges that Charlotte E. Harries 
of Smithtown, L. I., died Feb. 27, 1872, and 
left an estate worth $50,000. She left the 
property. in trust for her two daughters, 
Lydia M. Harries and Mrs. Marcia W. 
Smith. By the terms of the will the prop- 


erty at their death was to goin bulk to their 
children, if they had any. J. Lawrence 
Smith was appointed executor of the will 
Mr. Smith died on March 17, 1879. Mr. 
Cook was then appointed in his place, ac- 
cording to the terms of the will. 

In the same year Mr. Keene, counsel for 
the estate, alleges that he paid over to Mr. 
Cook $40,920 in cash, six railway bonds val- 
ued at $6,869.16, and a check for $587.09. On 
Feb. 3 last the estate was in litigation, and 
the Supreme Court appointed Prescott Hall 
Butler of 52 Wall Street, a lawyer, receiver 
for Marcia W. Smith, the only grandchild of 
Mrs. Harries by either daughter. Mr. Cook 
was ordered to turn over all the estate to 
Mr. Butler, 

Mr. Keene learned that Mr. Cook was 
finding some difficulty in turning over ail 
the estate. He went to Mr. Cook’s office. 
Mr. Cook was not in, but his son was, and 
the latter turned over to Mr. Keene $35,000 
in bonds and mortgages. Mr. Keene then 
made an examination of the affairs of the 
estate, and discovered, he alleges, a short- 
age of about $12,000. The specific charge is 
that on Dec. 20, 1897, Mr. Cook received 
from Willard A. Bayliss a check for $1,000, 
a bond for $1,000, and coupons on bonds ac- 
cumulating, $1,000, of which there is no rec- 
ord in Mr. Cook’s accounts, 

Mr. Cook is seventy-three years old. When 
questioned in court he said that he did not 
wish to say anything at present, as his 
memory was very poor. ‘‘ There is nothing 
wrong in this,” he said, ‘‘ but I have not 
been well mentally for some time. Perhaps 
I did not keep my books so that any one 
else could understand them. The excite- 
ment is too much for me. I cannot collect 
my thoughts. I cannot account for the 
twelve-thousand dollar deficit, but I’m sure 
it will be found all right. 

Magistrate Poo) fixed bail at $5,000. The 
prisoner said he could furnish only $3,000, 
The Magistrate refused to lessen’ the 
amount, and Mr. Cook was locked up in the 
Tombs. The case was adjourned to next 
Tuesday afternoon. 


Unrest in Salvador. 


Among the passengers who arrived yes- 
terday on the steamship Allianca from Co- 
lon were Gen. Thomas Moonlight, ex-United 
States Minister to Bolivia, and Charles 
Gray of Bloomington, Ill. who has spent 
the last two years in Salvador. Mr. Gray 
says that there is much unrest in Salva- 
dor, where the price of coffee has fallen off 
more than 5) per cent. because of Brazilian 
competition, and where they are suffering 
also from the depreciation of silver. They 
must pay heavily for imports, and they 
get little for their coffee. This state of 
affairs acts against the Government, and 
there are threats of overthrowing President 
Guiteras,

HARBOR IMPROVEMENT URGED 


Letters Received from Secretary Sher- 
man on Trade with China and 
the Bureau of Ameri- 
can Republics. 


President Alexander E. Orr called the 
March meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce to order yesterday. On the recom- 
mendation of the Executive Committee, A. 
Foster Higgins, James B. Baker, and Sam- 
uel D. Coykendall were suggested for ap- 
pointment by Gov. Black on the commis- 
sion to investigate the State canals, such 
recommendation having been solicited by 
the Governor. 

Gustav H. Schwab, for the Committee 
on Foreign Commerce and the Revenue 
Laws, submitted a report on the bill pend- 
ing in the United States Senate to estab- 
lish a commission of public health and de- 
fine its duties, and the following preamble 
and resolutions submitted by the commit- 


tee were adopted: 

Whereas, This Chamber has, on previous oc- 
casions, urged the National control of Quarantine 
as the most rational measure for the protection 
of the health of the people; 

Resolved, That this Chamber hereby records its 
hearty approval of the principles established in 
the Bill S. 3,438 introduced by Senator Spooner 
in the Senate of the United States, entitled ‘‘ A 
bill to establish a Commission of Public Health 
and to define its duties.’’ 

Resolved, That the Bill S. 2,680, introduced by 
Senator Caffery, and the Bill H. 4,863, intro- 
duced in the House by Mr. Hepburn, in the opin- 
ion of this Chamber would, if passed, defeat the 
efforts that have been made in the past for 
the establishment of a much-needed ational 
Board of Public Health. 

Resolved, That copies of this report, and of the 
resolutions attached to it, be sent.to each mem- 
ber of the Senate, and to each member of the 
House of Representatives, 


The report of the Committee on Harbor 
and Shipping as to the diversion of trade 
from the Port of New York, presented at 
the February meeting by A, Foster Hig- 
gins, was adopted with these resolutions: 

Resolved, That this chamber sympathizes in 
the effort made by our fellow-merchants of the 
Produce Exchange to obtain a correction of the 
evident ney done to thé gommerce of this city 
by the ‘“‘ differentials”’ existing in the rates of 
freight to Philadelphia, Baltimore, and Newport 
News from Western — of shipment, and join 
in the request that the same may be abolished. 

Resolved, That this chamber again most earn- 
estly urges upon Congress and the Government 
authorities the speedy adoption of measures by 
which the channels from the ocean to this port 
may be deepened and widened so as to accom- 
modate at all stages of tide the increased de- 
mand for additional depth of water existing, and 
constantly being added to by the class of ocean 
freighters and passenger steamers plying to this 
port and those now in process of construction. 
And our Senators and Representatives are re- 
spectfully asked to direct their best efforts to 
the accomplishment of this object, and not to 
cease them until the end be reached, whereby 
not only this port, but the whole country will be 
benefited. 

Resolved, That this chamber reiterates its ex- 
pressed opinion of the very great value which 
the enlargement of the Erie Canal will have to 
this port, this State, and the entire Western 
States, and prays that by wise and judicious 
action the same may be speedily, economically, 
and honestly undertaken and carried out. 

On motion of Mr. Higgins the bili in the 
State Legislature providing an amendment 
to the Constitution by which the State ca- 
nals may be sold or leased to the United 


States was referred to the Committee on 
Internal Trade and Improvements, and the 
bill before Congress providing for the grant- 
ing of a charter for an international bank 
was referred to the Committee on Finance, 

The ae letter from Secretary Sher- 
man of the State Department was sub- 
mitted by President Orr: 

The President has referred to this department 
the memorial of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of New York, dated the 3d instant, in re- 
gard to the effect upon American trade of the 
changes now going on in the relations of Buro- 
pean powers with the Empire of China. 

This Government having been the first to bring 
about the opening of the ports of China to for- 
eign commerce, and the commercial relations of 
the United States with the Chinese Empire hayv- 
ing been of large and growing importance during 
the forty years since its treaties with that em- 
pire went into effect, this department necessarily 
feels a deep interest in conserving and expanding 
the volume of trade with that country. I have 
pleasure, therefore, in assuring the Chamber of 
Commerce of the State of New York that this 
subject is being given the most careful con- 
sideration. 


Another letter from Secretary Sherman, 
submitted by Mr. Orr, related to the action 
of the Chamber of Commerce on the pub- 
lications of the Bureau of American Re- 
publics, and said in part: 

The department is informed that in a letter ad- 
dressed to the Chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Commerce and the Revenue Laws, on the 
20th of January, the late Director of the Bureau 
of the American Republics, Mr. Joseph P. Smith, 
informed the committee that the prospectus con- 
taining the announcement to which objection has 
been made, had been withdrawn. In pursuance 
of this announcement, the acting Director of the 
bureau, an official of this department who was 
designated to take charge of the bureau immedi- 
ately efter Mr. Smith’s death, has already taken 
measures to amplify the lists of names to be 
printed in the second volume of the directory, so 
that it will include, so far as possible, the rep- 
resentative firms, engaged in manufacturing and 
in the export trade of the United States. It is 
proposed to obtain these lists from representative 
business organizations, such as your own body, 
the National Association of Manufacturers, the 
Philadelphia Museum, and others, and to state 
the fact explicitly in the directory, together with 
the announcement that the Bureau of the Ameri- 
can Republics does not undertake in any case to 
certify to the business standing of firms. I may 
add that other steps will be taken to remove, so 
far as possible, all objections to the work of the 
bureau, and to insure its development on proper 
lines, in harmony with the general policy of the 
late Director, whose work, covering but a brief 
period and carried on under most disadvantageous 
conditions, has undoubtedly resulted in a great 
increase of the bureau's usefulness. 


JOHN WILLIS BAER DECLINES. 


He Will Not Accept the Rev. Dr. 


Charles L. Thompson’s Offer. 


BOSTON, March 38,—The Presbyterian 
Board of Home Missions in New York is 
trying to secure the services of John Willis 
Baer of Boston, who for eight years has 
been the General Secretary of the United So- 


ciety of Christian Endeavor. Mr. Baer, when 
interviewed to-day, admitted that a letter 
had passed between the Rev. Dr. Charles I. 
Thompson of New York and himself, and 
authorized the following statement: 

‘““Dr. Thompson, the newly-elected execu- 
tive of the Presbyterian Board of Home 
Missions, by letter, Feb. 21, invited me to 
become associated with him in his work 
upon which he had just entered. After 
consulting my associates here and others 
interested, I wrote Dr. Thompson, March 1. 
respectfully declining his kind invitation. I 
am an ardent believer in homemissions, and, 
while I am a loyal Presbyterian and do not 
want any one to feel that I have been un- 
mindful of the privileges offered by my own 
denomination to labor exclusively through 
her channels, yet I have been reminded by 
friends that my present position gives an 
ample field of opportunity to do good 
service.”

“Grand Reception and Ball” in Honor 
of Leaders on Staten Island a 
Failure. 


The Colored Democracy of Richmond Bor- 
ough announced a demonstration for last 
night, but distinctly failed to demonstrate. 
Engraved cartis of invitation to a “ grand 
reception and bell in honor of Edward B. 
Lee and Henry H. Anderson, leaders of the 
Colored Democracy of Greater New York,” 
were issued, sigred by E. F. Dudley, Chair- 
man of the Committee of Arrangements. 
The affair was to occur in the German 
Club Rooms, Stapleton, 8S. I., and proceed- 
ings were to begin at 8 o’clock. 

Ten or twelve colored men from this city 
and a few from Flushing, Astoria, and oth- 


er outlying provinces found their way to 
Stapleton, and distributed themselves about 
the hall. At 9:80 o’clock the total attend- 
ance numbered between twenty-five and 
thirty. Eight tickets for the ball had been 
sold at the box office at 25 cents each. The 
stage manager began to turn out the lights 
and the Colored Democracy of Greater New 
York wandered discursively out and in- 
quired its way to the railroad station.

SUING THE POLICY HOLDERS, 


Effort to Make Members of a Dead 
Assessment Company Pay. 


BOSTON, March 3.—A petition for an or- 
der requiring the receivers of the Massa- 
chusetts Benefit Life Association to levy 
an assessment on the ex-policy holders of 
that institution has been filed in the Su- 
preme Court by L. D. Garrett of New York 
City, attorney in fact for the beneficiaries 
of certain deceased members of the asso- 
ciation who did not recover on their policies 


from the association, and who receive a 
dividend of only about 40 per cent. from 
the funds now in the receiver’s hands. 

This marks the beginning of what will 
probably be an extended litigation, the re- 
sult of which is likely to be a determining 
factor in the future of mutual assessment 
life institutions, The Massachusetts Bene- 
fit Life Association failed some time ago 
with unpaid death claims amounting to over 
$1,000,000, the failure being precipitated by 
the refusal of the policy holders to further 
respond with the periodical assessments 
provided for in their policies to meet the 
death claims of the association which had 
accumulated. Such assets as were turned 
over tu the receivers are now tied up, pend- 
ing a determination by the courts of cer- 
tain questions raised as to the claims enti- 
tled to participate therein. The present pro- 
ceeding is brought on a policy of $10,000 is- 
sued on the life of Samuel H. Kerfoot, a 
well-known banker .of Chicago, who died a 
= time prior to the failure of the asso- 
ciation. 


THE CONGRESSIONAL CAMPAIGN. 


Republican Executive Committee 


Named—No New Platform, 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The Executive 
Committee of the Republican Congressional 
Committee was announced to-day as fol- 
lows: Representatives J. A. T. Hull of Iowa, 
J. G. Cannon of Illinois, D. H. Mercer of 


Nebraska, Senators Redfield Proctor of Ver- 
mont, J. H. Gallinger of New Hampshire, 
John L. Wilson of Washington, and Repre- 
sentatives J. T. McCleary of Minnesota, H. 
Cc. Loudenslager of New Jersey, and Rich- 
mond Pearson of North Carolina. It was 
announced that Representative McCleary of 
Minnesota will have charge of the literary 
lepartment of the Congressional Committee, 
Chairman Babcock of the Congressional 
Committee said to-day: “‘ The coming cam- 
paign will be fought out on the lines of the 
platform adopted at St. Louis. That will 
be our only guide, save as new issues are 
created, as contingencies arise, and new 
volicies are made in Congress. No com- 
mittee has a right to make a platform for 
the party, and so we will be governed by 
hat adopted in 1896.’’ 


Decision Against Town Officials. 


Supreme Court Justice Garretson has con- 
firmed the report of experts Timothy M. 
Griffing and James R. Willetts. They in- 
vestigated alleged illegal charges, made 
principally for the commitment of tramps, 


and reported that many bills audited by 
the Hempstead Town Board should not be 
paid. Judge Garretson’s decision is a very 
hard blow to the officials. He restrains the 
board: from paying Justices of the Peace, 
private individuals, and country newspapers 
bills rendered by them, amounting to over 
$5,000. The costs of the suit, amounting 
to $1,031.25, by the Justice’s direction are 
saddled upon Supervisor George W. Smith. 
Justices of the Peace, and the Board of 
Auditors, as individuals.

KOERNER’S FATHER TESTIFIES. 


THE LATTIMER MURDER TRIAL. 


Last Witness for the Defense Exam- 
tined—End ‘of the Trial Seems 
to be at Hand, 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., March 3.—The 
trial of Sheriff Martin and his deputies for 
the shooting of the strikers at Lattimer on 
Sept, 10 last is nearing its end. The last 
witness for the defense was heard this aft- 
ernoon. The prosecution will call a few 
witnesses in rebuttal to-morrow. 

As soon as all the witnesses have been 
heard the defense will ask Judge Woodward 
to give binding instructions to the jury to 
bring in a verdict of not guilty for all the 
defendants, 

Attorney George A. Coxe of Philadelphia, 
representing the Austrian Government, 
made his first appearance to-day since the 
trial commenced. Mr. Coxe stated that his 
visit was purely an unofficial one, as he had 
had a representative here all the time, and 
had been kept well informed on the case. 

Among the witnesses to-day was a Charles 
J. Haens. 

“I fired one shot,” said Mr. Haens. He 
was the first of the deputies to admit that 
he had done any shooting. 

“* At Lattimer,” he said, “I saw the Sher- 
iff hold up both hands to stop the strikers. 
In one hand he held a paper. I saw him 
grab for a man, and I also saw two strikers 
with revolvers thrust them at the Sheriff, 
while another made a dig at him with a 
knife, Then they rushed upon us, and when 
they got within ten or fifteen feet of us I 
raised my gun and fired. I thought my life 


was in danger, and felt if they got at us 
they would Kill us.’”’ 

On cross-examination the witness said he 
did not fire at any particular point of the 
men’s bodies; that he did not take aim, 
and that he did not desire to kill, and did 
not think he shot to take life. 

Thomas Hall, who organized the posses for 
Sheriff Mart told how the Sheriff had 
told him to get together a lot of men. He 
had done so, and they had been sworn in 
by Sheriff Martin, who had instructed them 
not to shoot unless their lives were in dan- 
ger. 

‘“‘T heard two shots before the volley,’ 
said the witness. ‘‘ They sounded like re- 
volver ghots. When I saw the Sheriff sur- 
rounded I thought he was gone, and when 
the strikers charged on us I thought they 
would at least disarm us. I did not shoot.’ 

Sheriff Martin was recalled at this point, 
and was asked if he observed any weapons 
on the strikers at West Hazleton. He an- 
swered that he saw three men with revol- 
vers in their hip pockets. 

T. M. Coniff, a tipstaff, said that on the 
night of the shooting he met Sheriff Mar- 
tin in the court house about 8 o’clock. The 
Sheriff had a bruise on his cheek and a 
scratch on his neck. 


NEWFOUNDLAND’S CONTRACT. 


Gov. Murray Signs the Reid Railway 
Agreement, Breaking the Dead- 
lock—Its Provisions. 


_ST. JOHN’S, N. F., March 3.—The Gover- 
nor, Sir Herbert Murray, acting under in- 
structions from the Colonial Office, signed 
the Reid railway contract to-day, thus 
breaking the deadlock. 

The measure has passed all stages in the 
Assembly by a vote of 27 to 8, and was 
sent this afternoon to the upper House, 
where it will be read a second time to- 
morrow. 

The Government claims that the contract 
will effect a saving of $80,000 a year, in ad- 
dition to promoting the development of the 


interior, with a consequent increase of 
revenue. 


The contract which the Newfoundland 
Jovernment has entered into with Mr. Reid 
is one to build a railroad across the island 
and to work tthe entire railway system of 
650 miles for fifty years, receiving a sub- 
sidy of 2,500 acres of land per mile. Mr. 
Reid pays $1,000,000 now, which becomes 
$7,000,000 at the end of the period, when the 
colony takes the money and the contractor’s 
representatives will take the railway. If he 
should make default in carrying out the 
contract during ‘the period, both the money 
and the railway are forfeited to the colony. 

Mr. Reid purchases St. John’s dock for 
$350,000 and the Government telegraph lines 
for $125,000. He also undertakes to build 
seven mail steamers, to ply in the great 
bays, receiving. a subsidy of $100,000 for 
thirty years. Mr. Reid secures certain coal 
areas, which he agrees to work, as also pulp 
and lumber mills, and copper and other 
minerals, being protected by a dollar duty 
to be imposed on imported coal. Further- 
more, he contracts to build an electric rail- 
way in St. John’s, and to pave the main 
streets in the city for $140,000. 

The contract, which represents $15,000,000 
to the colony, is expected to prove an im- 
mense stimulus to its industries, 


Harlem Builders’ League, 


The Builders’ League of Harlem met in 
its headquarters, at 74 West One Hundred 
and Twenty-sixth Street, to consider the 
several bills now pending in the Legislature 
which affect the various interests of the 
members of the league. The amendments 


which change the lien laws, the fire-proof 
laws, and the laws regulating the heights 
of buildings were unanimously opposed. An 
amendment, making it impossible for a per- 
son to hold more than one office, was ap- 
proved, 


Mrs. Storm als a Divorce. 


Justice Kellogg in the Supreme Court yes- 
terday granted to Mrs. Lelia Storm a decree 
of absolute divorce from her husband, Wal- 


ton, on the charge of unfaithful conduct. 
Storm did not appear and defend the ac- 
tion, He was a former Assistant District 
Attorney. The co-respondent named was 
Miss Minnie Mackey. 


Appeal Against the Chemical Bank, 


CINCINNATI, March 3.—Receiver David 
Armstrong of the defunct National bank 
announces that he will file in the United 


States Circuit Court of Appeals a petition 
for an appeal to the United States Supreme 
Court in the case which he lost to the 
Chemical National Bank of New York and 
which involved $200,000. 


Outlaws Kill a Stock Grower. 


VERNAL, Utah, March 3.—News has been 
received from Browns Park of the killing 
of V. S. Hoy, a well-known stock grower, 


by outlaws, One of the gang named Ben- 
nett was captured, and the others are sur- 
rounded in the mountains with little pros- 
pect of escape. A lynching is possible. 
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His Story Is that His Son Has Been @& 
Remarkable Example of a De- 
generate. 


According to William H. Koerner, the 
father of William J. Koerner, the sketch 
artist on trial before Recorder Goff in Gen- 
eral Sessions for the murder of Rose Alice 
Redgate, the defendant has been a remark- 
able example of a degenerate. The father 
went on the stand yesterday afternoon, and 
according to his testimony his son was 
either taking drugs or falling and seriously 
injuring himself nearly all his life. 

The witness testified that one of his own 
brothers had died since the trial, that an- 
other brother, Henry Clay Koerner, was in 
an insane asylum, and that a third brother, 
Robert, had epilepsy. A brother of the wit- 
ness’s wife had stabbed himself to death in 
an insane asylum nine years ago Sophie 
Leffler, the prisoner’s grandaunt, had died 
in the Pittsmount (Penn.) Insane Asylum in 
1870 after being there five years. Mrs, Julia 
Barth, a grandaunt of the prisoner, had 
been in the West End Hospital for Insanity 
in Pittsburg. 

The witness went onto testify that the de- 
fendant in this second year had fallen from 
a wagon, and seriously hurt nis head. In 
his ninth year he had fallen into a cellar- 
way thirteen feet deep, and seriously hurt 
himself about the head and body. Through- 
out his childhood he had been afflicted with 
typhoid fever, scarlet fever, and_ several 
other diseases.

He had used belladonna to put in 
his eyes to make them bright.

BOTH PARTIES SUPPORT IT 


The Democrats Charged by Mr. Nixon 
with Changing Their Position on 
the Measure at the Dicta- 
tion of a Boss. 


_ ALBANY, March 3.—In the Assembly to- 
@ay a call of the House was moved, and 
the biennia) sessions resolution was called 
up by Mr. Litchard. Mr. Litchard spoke 
briefly on the resolution. The State, he said, 
Was hampered by too much legislation, and 
there was no doubt that the mass of the 
people wanted biennial sessions. 

Mr. Oliver and Mr. Green spoke in de- 
fense of the measure, the latter calling at- 
tention to the fact that he had introduced 
a biennial sessions resolution a year ago. 

Mr. Nixon charged the members of the 
minority with changing their position since 
last week, and declared that they had 
changed at the dictation of a boss. 

A vote was ordered, and various members 
explained their reasons for voting in the 
affirmative. Assemblymen Collins, Palmer, 
Donnelly, and Green declared they bowed 
to the caucus of their party, and voted aye. 

Assemblyman Fish was the only Repub- 
lican who explained his vote at length. He 
denounced the proposed Constitutional 
amendment as a dangerous innovation upon 
the policy of the State for more than a 
century. The proposition was unrepublican, 
undemocratic, and purely autocratic in its 
tendencies, and would bring about neither 
greater economy nor better legislation. 

The resolution was adopted by a vote of 
140 yeas to 5 nays, those voting in the 
negative being Assemblymen Stedman, 
Coughtry, McEwan, and Kelly, of Albany, 
and Cullen of Kings. 

The resolution already has passed the 
Senate, but as it proposes to amend the 
Constitution it will have to be passed by 
the next Legislature and then be _ sub- 


mitted to a vote of the people at the gen- 
eral election in 1899.

Mr. Cottle Proposes to Elect Them by 
Congressional Districts. 


ALBANY, March 8.—Assemblyman Cop- 
ple of Onondaga, erstwhile an independent, 
but now a recognized ‘“‘ machine ’’ Repub- 
lican, introduced to-day a bill which is 
construed here of large political import. 

The bill provides for the choice of only 
two of New York’s thirty-six Presidential 


Electors at large, the remaining thirty-four 
to be elected one in each Congressional 
district. 

By the Democrats this is looked upon 
as a scheme on the part of the Repub- 
licans to save something from the wreck 
which they see impending, and a confession 


.that they not only expect to be beaten this 


Fall, but fear that they may not be able to 
carry the State in 1900. 


PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 


Bills of General Interest Introduced 
in Senate and Assembly. 


ALBANY, March 3.—The following bills 
of general interest were introduced to-day: 

Senatcr Ahearn—Amending the insurance 
law so as to provide that any title guar- 
antee corporation shall have the right to 
guarantee the correctness of seafthes for 
all instruments, and to guarantee or insure 
bonds and mortgages, and the owners of 
real property and chattels, and others in- 
terested therein, either generally or as to 
specific periods, against loss by reason of 
defective titles thereto and other incum- 
brances thereof. 

Mr. Green—Prohibiting domestic corpora- 
tions from making any general assignment 
for the benefit of creditors, and providing 
that such an assignment of a foreign cor- 
poration shall be invalid in this State. 


AGAINST DEPARTMENT STORES. 


A Bill Introduced to Prevent Them 
from Selling Liquors, 


ALBANY, March 3.—A bill which is in- 
tended to stop the sale of liquors by de- 
partment stores made its appearance in the 
Senate to-day from the hands of Senator 
Page. It amends the excise law as fol- 
lows: 

“No corporation, association, copartner- 
ship, or person which carries on in a build- 
ing or in buildings adjoining and com- 
municating, the combined business of deal- 
ing in furniture, household furnishing goods, 
dry goods, groceries, and provisions, or any 
three of these branches combined, shall be 
assessed under Subdivisions 1 or 2 of Sec- 
tion 11 of this act, or receive a liquor tax 
certificate under Subdivisions 1 or 2.” 

The proposed amendment is understood to 
be backed by the liquor dealers, who are 
jealous of the competition of the depart- 
ment houses. 


NO ACTION ON DOLLAR GAS, 


Senate Committee Lacks a Quorum— 
An Assembly Hearing. 


ALBANY, March 3.—No decision has been 
reached upon the question of dollar gas for 
New York City. The Senate Committee on 
Miscellaneous Corporations, which had an- 
nounced that definite action would be taken 
upon the subject to-day, failed to secure a 
quorum. Senator Brown, Chairman of the 
committee, says that a meeting of the com- 
mittee will be held immediately after ad- 
journment to-morrow morning. 

Senator Cantor’s dollar gas bill was dis- 
cussed before the Assembly Committee on 
Electricity, Gas, and Water tnis afternoon. 
Attorney David McClure of the Consoli- 
dated Gas Company; W. R. Bronk of the 
Mutual Gas Company, and L. W. Naylor, 
representing stockholders of Brooklyn gas 
companies, appeared against the bill. As- 
semblyman Donnelly and Senator Cantor 
spoke in favor of the measure. The com- 
mittee took no action. 


BANKING LAW AMENDMENT. 


Provision for Investment of Deposits 
in Railroad Securities, 


ALBANY, March 3.—The State Banking 
law is amended by a bill introduced in the 
Assembly to-day by Mr. Miller of Buffalo, 
which provides that deposits may be in- 
vested in the first mortgage bonds of 
any railroad corporation whose lines are 
located wholly or in part in Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode Island, Mas- 
sachusetts, Connecticut, New Jersey, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, Pennsylvania, Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Kentucky, Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, or Iowa. 

It is provided, however, that at no time 
twenty years next preceding the 
date of any such investment shall such 
railroad corporation have failed regularly 
and punctually to pay the principal and 
interest of all its mortgage indebtedness, or 
dividends upon all its outstanding capital 
stock at a rate not less than 4 per cent. per 
annum, and further, that at the date of 
every such dividend the outstanding capital 
stock of any such railroad corporation 
shall have been equal to at least one-half 
of the first mortgage indebtedness of such 
railroad corporation, including all bonds 
issued or to be issued under any mortgage 
securing any bonds in which such invest- 
ment shall be made, 


GOOD ROADS LEGISLATION, 


Favorable Report Ordered on the 


Higbie-Armstrong Bill. 


ALBANY, March 3.—The Assembly Com- 
mittee on Judiciary agreed to-day to report 
favorably the Higbie-Armstrong Good 
Roaas bill, which is indorsed by the League 
of American Wheelmen and which provides 
for improvement of roads upon the request 
of Boards of Supervisors, the expense to 
be borne 50 per cent. by the State, 35 per 
cent. by the county, and 15 per cent. by the 
town or the particular property benefited. 

The Good Roads bills introduced by Sen- 
ators Guy and Burns were discussed before 
the Senate Finance Committee this after- 
noon, but no action was taken on them. 
The Guy bill provides for the improvement 
of the roads by the State at large, under 
the direction of the State Engineer and Sur- 
veyor, makes an appropriation of $500,000 
for the first year’s. work, and limits the 


cost of roads per mile to $3,000. The Burns 
bill provides for the issuing of bonds by the 
State, not to exceed $12,000,000, for road im- 
provement, the payment of half the expense 
of road construction by the State, 30 per 
cent. by the counties, 15 per cent. by the- 
towns, and 5 per cent. by the property ben- 
efited. 

Mr. Fuller’s bill, regulating the payment 
of money for highway repairs by providing 
that the State shall pay one-fourth of the 
cost of repairs when the money instead of 
the day-labor system is adopted by towns, 
‘was reached on theyorder of third reading 
in the Assembly to-day, but failed to pass. 
The vote was 74 yeas to 63 nays, 76 af- 
eve votes being necessary to pass the 


AGAINST THE ELLSWORTH BILL. 


Ellict Danforth Says All Democrats 
Ought to Oppose It. 


ALBANY, March 3.—Elliot Danforth, 
Chairman of the Democratic ‘State Com- 
mittee, was in Albany on private business 
to-day. Asked if he was opposed to the 
Ellsworth Newspaper bill, Mr. Danforth 
said: 

“Yes, I have no hesitation in saying that 
I am opposed to the Ellsworth bill. I fail 
to discover the wisdom of the Democrats 
pulling Republican chestnuts out of the fire. 
The Democrats, as a rule, have no griev- 
ances against the press of the State, and it 
has been their traditional policy to always 
defend the freedom of the press whenever 
it has been attacked. That has been their 
invariable record, and it ought not to be 
changed now. 

‘“‘If the Republicans have any grievance 
against any or all of the news rs, and 
want to curtail their powers and privil 
they should be permitted to enact eir 
legislation without any help from us. The 
support of the Elisworth by Democrats 
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ten days ago. at po 
been reversec., and any pocy which now’ 
favors the Ellsworth bill should be re- 
versed, also. 

“I regret to differ with some party friends 
upon this question, but a great opportunity 
will be lost if the Democracy does not line 
up against this bill.” 


Ex-Congressman Franklin Bartlett said 
last night that the Ellsworth bill was clear- 
ly unconstitutional, and that as soon as it 
became a law a test case would be made 
for its submission to the highest courts. 


NEW YORK SANITARY CODE. 


A Bill to Submit Its Provisions to the 
Council, 


ALBANY, March 3.—Mr. Gallagher of 
Kings to-day introduced a general amend- 
ment to the New York Charter relative to 
the public health. It provides that new 
provisions, amendments or additions to the 
sanitary code shall be proposed by the 
Board of Health. and submitted to the 
Council of the City of New York. Within 
thirty days thereafter the Council. shall 


take a vote upon the adoption of said pro- 
visions, and, if adopted by a majority, they 
shall become law. The present sanitary 
code shall be submitted. within sixty days 
after the passage of this act for adoption 
or rejection by said Council. 

The members of the Board of Health, 
the Health Commissioners, the Sanitary 
Superintendent, the Assistant Sanitary Su- 
perintendent, and any of the sanitary in- 
spectors and such other officers or per- 
sons as may at any time be authorized 
by the Board of Health, may, upon due 
notice to the owner thereof and with his 
consent, enter, examine, and survey all 
grounds, erections, vehicles, structures, 
Sper uments, buildings, and every part there- 
o Should said owners decline to permit 
such entry and survey and examination, 
then the health officials may apply to any 
Justice of the Supreme Court or any Magis- 
trate of the City of New York, who may 
issue a warrant authorizing the entry and 
examination. 


MARKING OF SILVERWARE, 


Amendments to the Penal Code Re- 
ported to the Senate. 


ALBANY, March 3.—Senator Ford’s two 
bills amending the provisions of the Penal 
Code in relation to stamping or marking 
articles manufactured of silver were report- 
ed favorably to-day from the Senate Com- 
mittee on Codes and took their place on 
the calendar. Similar bills are pending in 
the Assembly, but it is the plan of those 
interested in the legislation to let the Sen- 
ate bills reach the lower House first. 

Mr. Ford’s first bill amends the Penal 
Code so as to extend the regulations con- 
cerning the marking of silver goods with 
the words “sterling”’ or “ sterling silver,’’ 
“coin” or “ coin silver,” to articles whose 
component parts are made of the same 
metal, soldered together, articles composed 
of leather, shell, ivory, celluloid, pearl, 
glass, porcelain, pottery, steel, or wood to 
which is applied or attached a metal mount- 
ing, and articles composed of works or 
movements and a case or covering attached 
thereto. It also makes the law cover “ any 
person, firm, corporation, or association ” 
making or handling such goods or articles. 

The second bill provides that any manu- 
facturer of or wholesale or retail dealer in 


silverware may, on the payment of a fee of 
$15, file a bond in the sum of $5,000 for 
faithful compliance with the provisions of 
the code as to marking silver. In case pro- 
ceedings are begun against any person or 
corporation for violation of these provisions, 
and the defendant can show that he has 
given the require? bond, and that the arti- 
cle was not made or aliered by him and 
that he acquired ia in good faiah, he must 
be discharged, provided the person or corpo- 
ration from whom he obtained the goods is 
within the jurisdiction of the court and has 
also filed the required bond. On satisfac- 
tory proof of a violation of the law the Dis- 
trict Attorney is directed to declare the 
bond of the convicted person or corporation 
forfeited and proceed to recover the full 
amount, providing the defendant has not 
already been convicted in a criminal prose- 
eution for the same viciation. Recovery of 
the amount of the Lond in any case may 
act as a bar toe any subsequent criminal 
presecution. 

The indications are that both these bills 
will become law. Last year the manufact- 
urers and the department stores, who are 
chiefly interested, were at odds on the ques- 
tion. This year they are united in approval 
of the proyosed legislation, and no serious 
opposition is expected from any other 
source. 


Injury to Unoccupied Lands, 


ALBANY, March 3.—Gov. Black to-day 
signed Chapter 32 of the Laws of the pres- 
ent session. It is Assemblyman McLaugh- 
lin’s bill, amending the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure relative to evidence in actions for 


injury to unoccupied lands and to timber 
thereon, providing that in such actions, ex- 
cept an action in which a county, or a 
State or county officer, board, or commis- 
sion, is a party defendant, the plaintiff 
may show title to the land for thirty years 
to himself, which shall be presumptive evi- 
dence of ownership, but such presumption 
may be rebutted by defendant's evidence 
showing ownership in some other person 
at the time of the trespass or injury to the 
lands. The law goes into effect Sept. 1 


next. 
Gen. Butt’s Commission Ready. 


ALBANY, March 3.—Adjt. Gen. Tilling- 
hast to-day announced that by direction 
of Gov. Black he had summoned Col. Mc- 


Coskry Butt, the newly elected Brigadier 
General of the First Brigade, to Albany. 
Col. Butt will arrive to-morrow, and will 
then receive his commission as a Brigadier 
General from the Governor. 


Legislative Notes. 


Tie Assembly yesterday adopted a rule limit- 
ing debate on any measure to ten minutes for 
the remainder of the session. 


The Assembly Judiciary Committee has agreed 
to report favorably the bill giving jurisdiction to 
the State Board of Charities over the placing out 
of children. 

The Serate Committee on Judiciary has decided 
to report favorably the bill of Senator Ford to 
prevent installment dealers from seizing poor 
people’s goods without due notice to them. 


The bill redistricting the wards of Syracuse 
was returned to the Legislature yesterday with 
the disapproval of the Mayor of that city, and 
was repassed by both houses, the vote in the 
Senate being 34 to 10 and in the Assembly 79 
to 59. 

In the Assembly yesterday the adverse vote on 
Mr. Marshall’s bill, giving the right of way to 
railroad companies in cities of the first class 
along the surface of streets through which they 
pass on elevated or depressed tracks, was re- 
considered, and the .bill passed. 


The Senate Committee on Judiciary has de- 
cided to report favorably the bill of Senator 
Cantor providing that no stock corporation, ex- 
cept a moneyed corporation, shall create any 
debt, if thereby its total unsecured indebtedness 
shall exceed the fair value of its assets. 


Senator Wray’s bill providing that the certifi- 
cate of authority to do business granted to a 
foreign corporation by the Secretary of State 
shall not be construed as conferring any greater 
powers in this State that such corporation has 
in the State where it was incorporated will be 
reported favorably by the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

The Senate Committee on Canals has decided 
to report a substitute for the bill transferring to 
the City of Buffalo the Main and Hamburg 
Street Canal. The substitute bill provides that 
the City of Buffalo shall pay to the State $100, 
this provision being inserted so as to give the 
city a perfeet legal title to the property. The 
bill further provides that the City of Buffalo 
shall agree to abate all nuisances existing in 
connection with the canal in consideratf of the 
transfer. 

The Assembly Judiciary Committee has agreed 
to report favorably Mr. Green’s bill relative to 
the sentencing of youthful criminals to the El- 
mira Reformatory. The bill was amended by 
the committee, and !t now provides that youths 
may be sent to the reformatory, under an inde- 
terminate sentence in accordance with the present 
system, but when they are transferred from the 
reformatory to a prison they shall be resentenced 
by the Court originally passing sentence for a de- 
terminate period. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee yesterday re- 
ported favorably the bill introduced by Senator 
Stranahan amending the public officers law so 
as to provide that a vacancy which shall occur 
during the session of the Senate in the office 
of an officer appointed by the Governor by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate shall 
be filled in the same manner as an original ap- 
pointment. Such a vacancy occu or exist- 
ing otherwise than by expiration of term while 
the Senate is not in session shall be filled by 
the Governor for a term which shall expire at 
the end of twenty days from the commence- 
ment of the next meeting of the Senate. 


Mr. Ives of St. Lawrence introduced in the Assem- 
bly yesterday a bill to — any city, town, or 
village which furnishes its inhabitants with water 
from a stream having its source in the Adiron- 
dacks, to apply to the Fish, Game, and Forest 
Commission to erect dams within the Adirondacks 
to equalize and keep pure the water supply. The 
State shall erect such dams, and shall also erect 
dams to equalize the flow for commercial pur- 
poses if two-thirds of the owners of the water 
power along such streams so petition. The cost 
shall be assessed equally upon the cities, vil- 
lages, persons, or corporations a benefit 
therefrom, but after the erection of the dams 
their maintenarce shal] be a State charge.

EARNINGS OF THE COMPANIES 


The Author of the Bill Alleges that 
They Are Excessive—C. C. Shayne 
Puts Responsibility on the 
Republicans. 


ALBANY, March 3.—The Finance Com- 
mittee of the Senate this afternoon gave a 
hearing upon the bill introduced by Senator 
Brush providing for lower telephone rates. 
The yearly rates fixed by the bill are as 
follows: Cities of 1,000,000 inhabitants and 
over, $125; cities of less than 1,000,000 and 
more than 500,000, $85; cities of less than 
500,000 and more than 100,000, $48; cities of 
less than 100,000 and more than 20,000, $36; 
Places of less than 20,000 and more than 
8,000, $30; places of less than 8,000, $27. 

A large delegation of New York business 
men appeared to advocate the bill, and the 
principal telephone companies of the State 
were represented. by counsel in opposition 
to the measure. Among those who favored 
the bill were Frank 8. Gardner, Secretary 
of the Board of Trade and Transportation; 
Cc. C. Shayne, representing the Merchants 
and Manufacturers’ Board of Trade; D. J. 
Osgood, William McCarroll, Silas M. Gid- 
dings, Andrew B. Rogers, H. D. Carey, 
William F. McConnell, J. Fred Ackerman, 
and R. M. Walters, 


Senator Brush’s Argument, 


Senator Brush made an extended argu- 
ment in favor of his bill. Among the rea- 
Sons which he advanced for its passage 
were the following: 

The company has an absolute monopoly in 


New York and many other cities of the 
State. 

Taking advantage of this situation, the 
rate in New York has been advanced from 
$60 per year in 1881 to $240 per year in 1895, 
or 400 per cent. in fourteen years. 

The telephone has become a necessity, and 
as such the charges should be regulated in 
the public interest. 

The rate in New York is higher than any- 
where in the world for the same service. 
In six years ending with 1887 the Metropol- 
itan Company mad@a profit of 473 91-100 per 
cent. on its original investment of $600,000. 

The capital of the Metropolitan Company 
in January, 1897, was $3,300,000. There had 
been no increase for several years. The 
earnings for the year ending Sept. 30, 1894, 
were $2,182,454; for the year ending Sept. 
30, 1895, $2,449,194, and for the year ending 
Sept. 30, 1896, $2,800,000. This shows an in- 
crease of earnings in two years, between 
aor and 1896, of $617,546 ‘on the same cap- 

al. 

_In January, 1897, the capital of the New 
York and New Jersey Telephone Company 
was $1,861,550. The earnings of that com- 
pany for the year ending Sept. 30, 1896, 
were $627,500. 

The capital of the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany of Buffalo in January, 1897, was 
$1,000,000, Its earnings in 1896 were $494,- 
500. In 1895 its earnings were $446,536. 

“The real facts of the cost of rendering 
the telephone service in New York will 
never be known to the public,’’ said Sen- 
ator Brush, ‘“‘but the experience of the 
Interior Department at Washington throws 
some light on the subject. In 1894 the In- 
terior Department paid the Bell Telephone 
Company from $60 to $125 each for sixty- 
one telephones, which, together with the 
salary of the operator at the central sta- 
tion, aggregated $4,883, being an average 
of a fraction over $75 per annum per in- 
strument. 

“The next year, 1895, the department 
put in a telephone system of its own, con- 
sisting of 140 lines connecting various build- 
ings in the city. They were attended by 
the same operator at the same salary as 
formerly, and, in addition to this, an elec- 
trician was employed to keep the lines in 
order, at an expense of $300 per year. BEsti- 
mating the interest and depreciation of the 
plant, the cost for each telephone is now 
$10.75 .per year, a saving of over $64.25 on 
each instrument in use. In other words, 
the Department of the Interior performs 
for itself the same service at one-seventh 
the price formerly charged by a private 
corporation for the same thing.” 


Responsibility with Republicans. 


Mr. Shayne reviewed some of the argu- 
ments presented by Senator Brush for 
cheaper rates and the efforts which mer- 
cantile associations had been exerting for 
several years to secure relief from what 
he termed excessive charges. Continuing, 
he said: 

“TI learn from good authority that the 
leader of the Democracy in New York has 
challenged the Republican majority to take 
up the telephone bill, and has guaranteed 
that the Democrats will vote for it if the 
Republicans do. This throws the whole 
responsibility upon the Republican Party, 
and they cannot evade it. I am a Republic- 
an, and I hope my party will do its duty 
to the telephone subscribers who have suf- 
fered so long and so unjustly. 

‘“‘It may be said that it is right for one 
who invents any great appliance for the 
public good to make all possible out of it. 
This is all rignt when the public domains 
are not interfered with, but if the streets 
are torn up for the purpose of laying wires 
and house tops are used for the purpose 
of stringing wires, and when the corpora- 
tion depends upon the people for its fran- 
chises and privileges, then it certainly be- 
comes subject to legislative control. 

“The time has arrived when the people 
must protect themselves from these mon- 
opolies if they ever expect to do so. It will 
not be easier to do so when these compa- 
nies have grown stronger. Every day lost 
is a chance gone, for the people are grow- 
ing weaker and more powerless, and the 
corporations more powerful.” 

Mr. Gardner read a letter from a New 
York subscriber who complained that his 
three telephones cost him $700 a year, and 
suggested that it would be a good thing 
to abolish telephones entirely. 

Chairman Higgins asked why the man 
did not throw out his telephones. 

Mr. Gardner replied that business condi- 
tions were such that a business man was 
obliged to have yoy omg in order to com- 
pete with others in his line. 

The arguments of the companies against 
the bill will be presented at another hear- 


ing next Thursday. 


Law Desired by Warehousemen. 


ALBANY, March 3.—At the instance of 
the warehousemen of New York und Brook- 
lyn, Senator Page has introduced a bill 
amending the lien law so as to require that 
a lienor, before a sale of personal property 
is held under a lien, instead of notifying the 
owner, as now provided, may simply serve 
notice upon ‘‘the person for whose account 
the same is then held porsenenty. provided 
such service can be made wit ue dili- 
gence within the county where such lien 
arose, but if such person cannot with due 
diligence be found within such county, 
then such notice shall be served by mailing 


it to him at his last known place of resi- 
dence or to his last known Post Office ad- 


dress.”’ 
Appropriation Bill Reported. 


ALBANY, March 3.—The General Appro- 
priation bill was reported from the Senate 
Finance Committee this morning. The total 
amount of the appropriation as it comes 
from this committee is $10,290,000. This is 
$19,400 less than the bill carried as it passed 
the Assembly. The principal reductions 
were made in the amounts allowed to the 
different State departments. As the bill 
passed the lower house it provided a con- 
siderably increased appropriation for each 
of these departments over the amount al- 
lowed last year. In nearly every case the 
increase has been stricken out by the Sen- 
ate committee. The increase in the total 
appropriation this year over the bill of last 
year $59,634. 


Independent Nominations, 


ALBANY, March 3.—The election bill in- 
troduced the first day of the session by 
Mr. Wallace of Queens, which required the 


signatures of 3 per cent. of the electors of 
the State to a petition for an independent 
nomination, is not to be reported from the 
Judiciary Committee, Mr. Wallace said to- 
day that he had no hope of getting it out. 
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Draft of the Measure Approved 
by the Governor and His 
Advisers. 


WILL BE INTRODUCED TO-DAY 


Delay Asked in Behalf of the Inde- 
pendents Refused—Position of the 
Committee of Fifty-three—Out- 
line of the Bill. 


ALBANY, March 3.—The Primary Elec- 
tion bill agreed upon by the regwar and 
independent Republican conferrees was 
submitted to a general conference of party 
leaders at the Governor's office in the Cap- 
itol to-night. It was gone over paragraph 
by paragraph and approved in its entirety 
without modification. In this form it will 
be submitted to a special meeting of the 
Judiciary Committee to-morrow morning 
and immediately after reported to the Sen- 
ate. 

The conclave of leaders who gave the 
final stamp of party authority to the meas- 
ure included Gov. Black, Lieut. Gov. Wood- 
ruff, Speaker O’Grady, Senators Lexow, 
Raines, Pavey, Stranahan, Krum, Brown, 
and Brackett, and Assemblymen Nixon, 
Armstrong, Hill, Perkins, Allds, Fish, and 
Weekes. 

The principal provisions of the final draft 
of the bill, which was before the conference 
in printed form, are substantially as fol- 
lows: 

Representation in party conventions to be 
based on the vote for Governor at the last 
general election. 

Temporary and permanent Chairmen of 
such conventions to be chosen by a roll call 
of delegates. 

Enrollment to take place on the four days 
of registration, 

Declaration of party allegiance to consist 
of an expression of sympathy with the 
principles of the party and its State and 
National nominees. 

Opportunity for any registered voter to 
enroll by vertificate during the December 
following registration days. 

A special enrollment for all parties on the 
soon Tuesday in May in every year after 

The seventh Tuesday before the general 
election day to be the annual primary day, 
with an additional day on the first Tues- 
day in June when a Governor is to be 
elected, 

Wards ard Assembly districts to be divid- 
ed into primary districts to consist of two 
contiguous election districts, the primary of 
the party casting the highest number of 
votes for Governor being held at the one 
place in one of these districts, and the pri- 
maries of all other parties at the polling 
place in the other election district, the Re- 
publican election Inspectors conducting one 
ne and the Democratic Inspectors the 
other. 

The regular voting booths to be used, with 
tickets of uniform color for each party. 

All unvoted ballots to be returned to the 
Inspectors. 


Special Provisions for New York. 


These are the main general provisions of 
the bill. The special provisions for 1898, 
however, are expected to attract most at- 
tention in New York City. These are: 


Enrollment by certificate from April 17 
to 30 this year. 

A general public enrollment for all parties 
on May 10. 

On June 7, a primary election for dele- 
gates to Assembly district conventions of 
the Republican and Democratic parties. 

These conventions to meet and organize 
June 14 and select members of a new Coun- 
ty Committee, consisting of at least one 
member for each Assembly district and one 
additional for each 1,000 votes at the last 
election for Governor. 

Each new County Committee is to meet 
June 21, organize, and adopt rules for the 
party. 

The Bureau of Elections in New York 
City is to provide places for the primaries 
and the Assembly District and County Con- 
ventions, apportion delegates to the elec- 
tion districts and members of the County 
Committee to Assembly districts, and to 
have the same control over the party re- 
oe that it has over general elec- 
tions. 

In cities of less than 800,000 inhabitants, a 
special provision is made that any voter 
who registered in 1897 may vote at the 
primary of his party this year. 

The provision for the separation of the 
two prties is the result of a suggestion 
made by Gov. Black. To provide two poll- 
ing places in each election district would 
be too expensive, it was urged, so the ex- 
pedient of combining two districts and let- 
ting each party use the polling place of 
one was hit upon. In this way the objec- 
tion that the so-called ‘‘ better element”’ of 
Republicans might be kept away from the 
primarics if they had to come in contact 
there with the Tammany “hoi polloi’”’ is 
removed. 


Republicans Refused to Delay. 


The fear entertained by the independent 
conferrees who helped to draw the bill 
is that the General Committee of the Fifty- 
three Organization, which is to meet Satur- 
day night, may reject it. The leaders of 
that organization have objected strenuously 
all along to the new enrollment this Spring, 
and in deference to their wishes Assembly- 
man Laimbeer endeavored to-night to get 
the conference to consent to hold the bill 
until Monday. In this, however, he was 
defeated. 

The bill in its present form represents the 
agreement reached by Gov. Black and 
Messrs. Lexow, Pavey, Cravath, Laimbeer, 
and Hotchkiss at their Tuesday night con- 
ference at the Executive Mansion. It con- 
tains departures from the text of the Union 
League Club bill, to which Messrs. Pavey 
and Laimbeer consented as being reasonable 
concessions to the organization. Mr. Cra- 
vath was willing to yield these points so far 
as he personally was concerned, it is said, 
but he did: not feel authorized to give the 
approval of the Union League Club and the 
Committee of Fifty-three. Lengthy confer- 
ences with the independent leaders in New 
York failed to bring about an adjustment of 
these matters, and Mr. Cravath returned to 
New York this morning, with a view to 
securing their acceptance of the compro- 
mise. He took with him a copy of the 
bill. 

The provision for a new enrollment and 
complete party reorganization in May was 
not in the Union League bill, but was in- 
sisted on by Gov. Black and Senator Lexow,. 
The alternative proposition was that the 
registration list of last year be used to start 
off with, any voter whose name appeared on 
that list to be allowed to participate in the 
first primaries on declaring his party affilia- 
tion. To this plan the objection was urged 
that it opened the door to unlimited frauds, 
substitutions, and ‘‘ repeating,’’ and that it 
would be worse than ‘the old discredited 


rolls. 
Position of the Fifty-Three. 


The objection to the proposed enrollment 
this Spring is that if it were generally par- 
ticipated in by the Republicans of New 
York City it practically would wipe out 
the new Republican organization launched 
by the Committee of Fifty-three. The men 
at the head of this movement do not feel 
that its mission will have been fulfilled 
so soon and are not prepared to subscribe 


to a bill which may result in the absorption 


of their own enrollment. 

As it is to bring back into the ranks these 
very men that a primary bill is being 
ushed by Gov. Black and the machine, 
he refusal of the Fifty-three’s organiza- 
tion to accept the measure drawn here 
might, it is feared, defeat the whole pur- 
pose of the movement. The only body au- 
thorized to speak for the new organization 
being its General Committee, which meets 
Saturday night, its final decision on the 
compromise measure cannot be known until 
then. By Monday it is hoped that the 
hitch in New York, which now threatens to 
be serious, may be straightened out. 


PRIMARY LAW PROBLEMS. 


Paul D. Cravath Talks Ajbout His 
Conferences in Albany with 
Gov. Black. 

Paul D. Cravath, Chairman of the Union 
League Club Committee on Primary Elec- 
tion Reform, returned from Albany yester- 
day. In reference to his visit to Albany and 
the condition of the primary law discussion 

he sald: 

“It is true that I apent yesterday and 
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the greater part »f the previous day in Al- 
bany, and, while I attended no such con- 
ferences as-are reported to have occurred 
by the morning newspapers, I did have sev- 
eral conversations with the Governor on the 
subject of primary election legislation. 

“There can be no doubt that it is the 
earnest purpose of the Governor to do what 
he can to secure the passage of a primary 
measure which will meet with the approval 
of the Republicans of New York whom 
Gen. Swayne’s committee and the commit- 
tee of the Union League Club are trying to 
represent. The recommendations of those 
committees have been before the Governor 
for several days, and there is every reason 
to expect that those recommendations will, 
in all substantial respects, be embodied in 
any primary election bill that may ‘be 
Passed. 

“There are, of course, honest differences 
of opinion regarding many questions of de- 
tail, more or less important. It must be 
remembered that the bill, if it becomes a 
law, will affect all parties in all parts of 
the State. It accordingly must be framed 
80 as to meet a great variety of conditions. 


It is that fact, rather than any serious 
difficulty of opinion, which has made so 
much deliberation necessary before a com- 
pleted measure could be put forward.” 

Mr. Cravath conferred yesterday with 
Elihu Root, William Houston Kenyon, 
Chairman of the Committee of Fifty-three; 
Gen. Wager Swayne, and others, about 
certain points in the proposed measure on 
which there is still no agreement. The 
greatest difficulty in the way of drafting a 
bill that will satisfy all concerned is in the 
scheme of enrollment. It is agreed that 
the Kentucky system of having the enroll- 
ment on the same day as the registration 
must be embodied in the new primary law; 
but while this is satisfactory in general, it 
is impossible for thig year. The registra- 
tion days, as provided by the election laws, 
fall in the third and fourth weeks prior 
to the election. The scheme of enrollment 
contemplated for the new law would not 
answer this year, therefore, for the official 
primaries in June and September, as the 
registration days occur after the primaries. 
It will be necessary to provide specially 
for the primaries this year.

Magistrate Kramer Believes the Oleoe 
margarine Measure Defective. 


Magistrate Kramer, in the Lee Avenug 
Police Court, Brooklyn, yesterday vigor« 
ously denounced the law relating to oleos 
margarine, and said it should be wiped 
from the statute books. His words were 
Prompted by the case against Christian 
Gabelman, keeper of a small restaurant at 
721 Wythe Avenue, who was accused by 
John McGuire, an inspector attached to 
the State Board of Agriculture, of serving 
him with oleomargarine instead of butter 
when he ordered a meal in Gabelman’s place 
three months ago. 

Gabelman testified that he purchased the 
substance in good faith from a near-by 


grocer, that he used about two pounds @ 
day, and that he had no reason to. doubt 
that the substance was anything else than 
genuine butter. Gabelman added that his 
profits were so small that he was not in 
a position to hire a chemist whenever he 
bought butter and have an analysis made. 

In holding Gabelman for trial at Special 
Sessions, Magistrate Kramer said that the 
law, aS amended in 1893, was unjust, and 
that it should be obliterated from the stat- 
ute books. He added that the persons who 
ought to be punished were the wholesale 
dealers in the substance and not the store= 
keepers. 

The Magistrate favors the summoning ine 
stead of the arrest of offenders, to court 
and cause them to give information which 
would lead to the arrest of the wholesalers 
and punigh them severely. He said further 
that if this were done, there would soon be 
only pure butter in the market.

HAVE YOUR COAL. WEIGHED 


The following scales have been designated by 
the Mayor as weighing stations for coal and coal] 
vehicles under the provisions of Chapter 174 of 
the Laws of 1897: 

Under this law every purchaser of coal in New 
York City has the legal right to send any load of 
coal so purchased to any of the following scales 
to be weighed, provided that the scales shall be 
not more than one-half mile distant from the 
place of loading or of the place of delivery of 
said coal. 

The weighmaster is entitled to a fee of 15 cents 
a ton, which must be paid by the purchaser, and 
which may be given to the driver or sent by any 
other person. 

After the loaded vehicle is weighed and the 
coal delivered to the purchaser the driver must 
take the empty vehicle back to the scales to be 
weighed, and the weighmaster ,will then send @ 
certificate of the weight to the purchaser,

In that portion of his Administration 
which: includes the exercise, direct and 
indirect, of the power of appointment, 
Mr. McKINLEy’s record for his first year 
has been curiously varied and even con- 
tradictory. He surprised his own party 
and delighted all good citizens early in 
his term by the extension of the merit 
system in subordinate appointments and 
the addition to the rules of requirements 
as to removals more radical than any 
President had contemplated, and he.has 
opposed a very steady resistance to the 
unintermitteé and strenuous pressure of 
the office seekers and office brokers to 
secure a partial abandonment of that sys- 
tem. In his direct appointments, nota- 
bly in his selection of the Secretaries 
of the Treasury and the Navy, and of 

. some of the higher diplomatic officers he 
adopted a high standard of character and 
ability. On the other hand, he has used 
the great body of appointments not with- 
in the civil service rules in open and 
unblushing conformity to the old spoils

system, 
Senatorial bosses of the various States 
and shirking all responsibility for the 
results, which, in many cases, have been 
shockingly bad. The purpose of such a 
policy would seem to be to secure.party 
harmony. Harmony between the Presi- 
dent who gives and the boss who re- 
ceives these lavish benefits at the cost 
of the people has been attained. Har- 
mony between factions, and harmony of 
Presidential action with sound and re- 
spectable principles, has not been 
reached. These facts, also, it is well now 
to recall, for though the conduct of the 
civil service is not a conspicuous general 
issue, it does affect the judgment of a 
large and influential class, and at any 
time may be controlling.

On the whole, making all fair deduc- 
tions for the things that have proved 
unsatisfactory, serious as some of these 
are, it is our judgment that Mr. McKINn- 
LEY stands better with the country than 
at the time of his election, and has given 
his fellow-citizens cause for substantial 
confidence which we profoundly trust 
will be increased and. rendered more sta- 
ble as time passes, 


ENTANGLING ALLIANCES, 

If we keep clearly in view the funda- 
mental difference between treaties of alli- 
ance and commercial treaties, ex-Secre- 
tary OLNEY’s lecture to the Harvard stu- 
dents presents no really new doctrine 
and is not in disaccord with WASHING- 
TON’s advice that it would be “ unwise in 
us to implicate ourselves in the ordinary 
vicissitudes of her [Europe’s] politics, 
or in the ordinary combinations and col- 
lisions of her friendships or enmities.”’ 
The Father of His Country never intend- 
ed that its commerce should be cramped 
by a narrow and hide-bound interpreta- 
tion of his Farewell Address. It is as an 
impediment to commercial expansion 
that Mr. OLNEY deprecates political iso- 
lation. Even when he approves of an 
alliance for the purpose of affording bet- 
ter protection to American citizens liv- 
ing abroad, or as a means of obtaining 
more prompt reparation in such a case 
as the ill treatment of our missionaries 
in Turkey, commerce is still the primary 
interest involved. If we undertake to 
trade with foreign countries we must be 
prepared to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of our citizens residing in those 
countries. 

JoHN ADAMs declared that the invaria- 
ble guide of his conduct ‘‘in all situations 
as Ambassador in France, Holland, and 
and as Vice President and 
was 


England, 
President of the United States,” 
“the principle that we should make no 
treaties of alliance with any European 
power; that we should consent to none 
but treaties of commerce.” That is as 
sound doctrine as ever it was. It is at 
bottom the doctrine of Mr. OLNEY’s lect- 
ure. There is a necessary addendum, 
however. Our commercial relations and 
interests have extended far beyond any- 
thing that WASHINGTON and ADAMS 
dreamed of, and the policies we ought 
to adopt for their protection and growth 
are such as would have been uncalled 
for and might have been dangerous in 
the infancy of the Republic. 

An alliance with Great Britain for the 
maintenance of open ports in China 
would be of the highest advantage to us 
if it happened to check the exclusive de- 
signs of Russia and Germany. Yet such 
a treaty, though purely commercial in 
its object, would touch so nearly the do- 
main of European politics and even of 
military possibilities that it would give 
grave concern to those who stick to the 
letter of.the Farewell Address. 

The Clayton-Bulwer treaty is the 
one exception to our rule of declining to 
treat with European powers for the set- 
tlement of American questions. Our ex- 
perience of its working is not so happy 
as to encourage us to make other ex- 
ceptions of that nature. But if our 
Minister at Berlin who participated in 
the conference about African questions, 
to which Mr. OLNEY refers, and declined 
to sign the report in order to avoid 
American responsibility, had committed 
us to full participation, should we not 
by mixing up with Old World affairs 
have given Europe good reason to claim 
representation in our Congresses for set- 
tling American questions? We want all 
the trade there is to be had with Africa, 
but we can have nothing to say about 
the government of the Congo Free State 
or the apportionment of spheres of influ- 
ence, 


THE PEOPLE AND. THE BOSSES. 

The Hon. Tuomas F, Grapy, in his 
speech in behalf of Senator ELLSWORTH’s 
bill to restrain the liberty of the press, 
entered into an encomium of the bosses 
of the city and the State, respectively, 
which seems to be worthy of more at- 
tention than it has received. Senator 
GrRaby observed, in the course of a dem- 
onstration of what an outrage it was that 
a licentious press should wound the sen- 
sibilities of the shrinking Senator Piatr 
and the sensitive Mr. CROKBER, that 
neither of those statesmen had eyer 
turned his back upon a friend or a foe, 
or words to that effect. Of course no- 
body would have been surprised if the 
eloquent Senator had confined his eulo- 
gium to his own boss, That gratitude 
which has been defined to be a lively 
sense of favors to come would have suf- 
ficed to account for any amount of praise 
of Boss CROoKpR from Senator Grapy. 
But why this ostensibly gratuitous and 
apparently impassioned tribute to Boss 
Piatt? Senator Grapy is not only a 
Tammany man, but, like a statesman 
whom he no longer venerates, “he is a 
Democrat.” To him, in that capacity, a 
Republican boss ‘s the incarnation of all 
evil, and one would expect him to de- 
nounce Piatt in the same breath in 


farming them out among the 


which he exalted Croker, instead of con- 
founding the two in a common eulogy. 

Nevertheless the Senator is quite right. 
It was long ago explained, by a political 
veteran of long experience in Albany, 
narrating a piece of rascality in which 
members of both parties were engaged: 
“You know, there is no politics in pol- 
ities.” There is no politics in politics 
now. Senator Grapy is a humble private, 
or promising subaltern, in the ranks of 
the tax-eaters of which the bosses are 
the honored leaders. So long as the Re- 
publican rank and file can be induced 
blindly to follow Puatr, and the Dem- 
ocratic rank and file to follow CROKER, 
the future of the tax-eaters is secure, 
whether they march with Grapy behind 
CROKER or with ELiswortH behind 
PuaTT. It is with the politicians now as 
it was with the Highlanders in old days, 
when Baillie Jarvie explained to his 
English guest that they might give one 
another ill words and now and then a 
shock with a claymore, “ but in the lang 
run they will join together against a’ 
decent folk that hae siller in their spor- 
rans, and breeks on their hinder eends.” 

The real enemy and dread of the boss 
is not the rival boss, whom he is sup- 
posed to hate, but the independent voter, 
upon whom he cannot count to vote the 
regular ticket, and who is liable to upset 
his calculations. A good many deluded 
persons in this municipality last Autumn 
were disposed to be indignant when it 
was pointed’ out to them that in voting 
for PLaTr’s man they were really voting 
for CROKER’Ss man. But they can now 
see in the eulogy with which Senator 
GrRapy extols the two bosses that the 
tax-eater does not care which boss os- 
tensibly wins. What he is really con- 
cerned about is that the “ decent folk” 
shall not have their way, and that gov- 
ernment of the bosses by the bosses for 
the bosses shall not perish from the 
earth. 


THE SPANISH JINGOES. 

We ought not to forget, in imposing 
moderation upon ourselves with refer- 
ence to the loss of the Maine, that the 
Government and the decent people of 
Spain have their own jingoes to contend 
with. They will make it as hard as they 
ean for Spain to act with justice and 
moderation. The more reason why we 
should make it as easy as we can. 

The Spanish jingoes are worse than 
ours, because they are more brutal, not, 
of course, in the sense of being more 
crude, but in the sense of being more in- 
humane. This is a racial difference that 
was to be expected. It is the same inhu- 
manity which depopulated Cuba of its 
aboriginal inhabitants that has lost 
Spain every one of her American posses- 
sions except Cuba. Of Spanish barbarity 
and inhumanity WEYLER is perhaps the 
most conspicuous living exemplar. His 
administration in Cuba was as contemptl- 
ble as it was cruel, and yet his mere 
cruelty, in the absence of any military 
or political ability, in spite of a huge 
military and political failure, has raised 
him up a party in Spain. It is a small 
party, according to all the evidence ac- 
eessible, but it is large enough to have 
an organ in the press. This organ openly 
exulted, until its exultation was sup- 
pressed by the Spanish censorship, in the 
destruction of the Maine and the mas- 
sacre of her crew, and assumed the re- 
sponsibility of it for Spain. One cannot 
imagine such a thing here. The “ boyish 
unluckiness ”’ of our jingoes has nothing 
to do with this fiendish spirit. If the 
Vizcaya has been blown up and sunk 
while she was in this harbor, we do not 
believe that The New York Journal 
would have been capable of publishing 
such a commentary on the disaster, even 
after the provocation furnished by the 
destruction of the Maine, as its Madrid 
analogue tried to publish upon the loss 
of the Maine without any provocation 
whatsoever, 

But it is to be borne in mind that this 
inhuman newspaper no more represents 
the public opinion of Spain than our own 
reckless jingo press represents the public 
opinion of this country. The remarks of 
the jingoes on each side are communicat- 
ed to the other, because they are of a 
more sensational interest than the utter- 
ances of justice and reason. We find the 
brutal insolence of the Spanish jingoes 
very hard to bear, as Spaniards find the 
reckless insolence of our jingoes hard to 
bear. We are apt to forget on our side 
the calmness and reasonableness with 
which the Spanish press in general has 
treated a difficult situation, just as Span- 
iards are apt to forget in the howls for 
war at any price that are wafted to them 
that the howlers are comparatively few. 
“The noise of a savage signifies nothing 
but his hunger.” It is our business to 
rely upon the good sense and the sense 
of justice of Spain, until the reliance has 
been proved to be vain, as it is the busi- 
ness of sensible Spaniards to rely upon 
ours. 


SECRETARY LONG AND “EXTRAS.” 


We observe with interest that our es- 
teemed freak contemporaries are deeply 
disgusted with the behavior of the Hon. 
JoHN D, Lona, Secretary of the Navy. 
Secretary LONG observed casually and 
personally and unofficially, as he was 
careful to explain, and without any in- 
formation that was not accessible to 
everybody, as he was careful to add, 
that, in his judgment, “the element of 
Spanish official responsibility had been 
eliminated from the incident of the dis- 
aster to the Maine.” Truly, the Secre- 
tary should have been even more guard- 
ed than he was, although he was very 
guarded. He should have explained that 
what he meant by the elimination of 
“Spanish official responsibility” was 
that there was no evidence accessible to 
the public upon which the complicity of 
the Spanish Government or of any of its 
authorized agents in fhe disaster to the 
Maine could be charged, or from which it 
could be assumed. It did not follow that 
the Spanish Government might not be 


“ officially responsible” for allowing the 


Maine to be approached and destroyed’ 


while she was under the protection of the 
Spanish Government in the harbor of 
Havana. 

But this is not the main point with our 
esteemed freak contemporaries, The main 
point is that the Secretary expressed his 
personal opinion while explaining that he 
had no information which was not in the 
possession of the public. His statement 
reassured the public, and the public re- 
assurance was reflected in the stock mar- 
ket. Thereupon our esteemed freak con- 
temporaries not obscurely charge him 
with having gone into a “ bull pool” to 
which his contribution was the reassur- 
ance in question, and of which the net 
profit was $20,000,000. They further al- 
lege that his “elimination of Spanish 
treachery ” in the Maine affair is incom- 
patible with his activity in making 
“ preparations for war,” and they produce 
the wildest zebras of Congress, JAMES 
HAMILTON Lewis of Washington and 
LEonrpDAS F. LIVINGSTON of Georgia, to 
declare that the Secretary has “ exceeded 
his powers.” 

It is easy to see why our esteemed freak 
contemporaries should be touched and 
grieved. The most infuriating point of 
the Secretary’s statement to them is his 
declaration that he knows no more about 
the facts than anybody else. The theory 
upon which our esteemed freak contem- 
poraries have been operating for the past 
fortnight is that the President, as well 
as every member of the Cabinet, is seeth- 
ing with private information about the 
loss of the Maine, and that the Secretary 
of the Navy in particular knows aU 
about it, and has an exclusive photograph 
of Marshal BLANCO in a diving suit pre- 
pared to blow up the American battle- 
ship. If Secretary LONG, instead of say- 
ing, unadvisedly and prematurely, that 
“the element of Spanish official respon- 
sibility had been eliminated,” had simply 
said that he had no more information 
about the loss of the Maine than every- 
body else had, he would equally have 
disgusted our esteemed freak contempo- 
raries, because ‘he would have shown 
that the tremendous rub-a-dub they have 
been making “has nothing to do with 
the case.” Their real grievance against 
him is not that he has been bulling 
stocks, but that he has been bearing “ ex- 
tras.” Nobody will believe that our es- 
teemed freak contemporaries are better 
informed about the loss of the Maine 
than the Secretary of the Navy. 

That they should resent Mr. Lona’s in- 
terference with their business is perhaps 
not unnatural. But that they should 
give scurrilous expression to their resent- 
ment is indiscreet. They seem to forget 
that there is a bill pending at Albany to 
restrain the liberty of the press for which 
their own behavior furnishes the pretext. 
Is it prudent or businesslike for them at 
this juncture to furnish additional pre- 
texts for the passage of this outrageous 
measure? 


The manifesto of the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Legislature, framed by a 
committee of a caucus, contains only one 
feature of much real importance. This 
is the decleration in favor of the policy 
of home rule. That is a matter in which 
the people of New York are deeply inter- 
ested and as to which they have well de- 
fined views, and it is one on which the 
two great parties in the State are di- 
vided so that it can constitute a political 
issue in State politics. The other ques- 
tions of Trusts and gas and telephone 
rates will influence some votes, but not 
many, because they cannot really be 
made distinct issues. Both parties pro- 
fess the same purposes regarding them, 
and neither party has a very definite rec- 
ord of action regarding them. They are 
of the class of subjects which are be- 
lieved by politicians to excite a good deal 
more interest than is actually felt about 
them. Home rule is a practical matter, 
on which, so far, the record of the Re- 
publicans is not good, and if the Demo- 
crats expect to get any political advan- 
tage out of that fact, they must avoid, 
as they would avoid the defiling pitch all 
deals of every sort with the Republic- 
ans. That at present is their real danger. 

—_———__.— 

It does not appear clear to the lay mind 
that the appeal made to the Court of 
Appeals in the coal companies’ case is 
likely to result in any final decision. If, 
however, the court shall conclude that 
the case requires a judgment on the con- 
stitutionality of the law, its determina- 
tion will be of great interest. It is at 
present the view of the minority in the 
Legislature that the Republican Party 
failed purposely to make the Lexow 
Anti-trust bill effective. There is much 
more reason to think that the authors of 
the bill intended to make it very effective 
indeed, not to suppress Trusts, but to 
blackmail corporations accused of being 
Trusts. They were disappointed by the 
vigorous resistance offered by the first 
corporations against which operations 
were directed, and by the prompt man- 
ner in which Justice CHESTER poked the 
fingers of the court through all the weak 
places of the statute. It would be a 
great advantage to the State if the Court 
of Appeals should see its way clear to 
making a decision that would guide pub- 
lic opinion on the question of what can 
and cannot be done by the Legislature 
on this subject. At present it is the foot- 
ball of shallow demagogy for both par- 
ties in the Legislature. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Unofficial reports of happenings at 
Vassar, it is to be feared, are more often 
inspired by a desire to be amusing than 
by the determination to state facts and 
nothing else. Cautious people, therefore, 
will suspect the existence of some exag- 
geration in the current stories about a 
great rebellion among the students against 
the rule under which all lights must be 
extinguished at 10 o’clock. But despite the 
evidences of undue emphasis, plainly ap- 
parent to anybody who knows the high 
average of seriousness characterizing Vas- 
sar minds, there is one detail common to 


all the accounts—a detail so human and, 


alas, so feminine, that it lends plausibility, 


"or at least credibility, to other details which, 


on general principles, would be open to 
doubt. The demand for the rule’s abroga- 
tion, we hear, is confined entirely to the 
lower classes, while the seniors, who are 
soon to,be free from all professorial re- 
strictions, assert that it is a very good 
rule, indeed, and that the younger students 
will profit much from its enforcement. It 
is ungracious to say that this is just like a 
woman for all the world, but isn’t it? Im- 
measurably self-sacrificing in certain direc- 
tions, the fairer half of humanity does see 
the relational aspects of justice, and even 
of propriety, more easily than the absolute 
aspects. It was to be expected, consequent- 
ly, that the Vassar students would divide 
on this issue exactly as the correspondents 
say they have divided.’ As to the merits of 
the controversy, a masculine opinion is of 
little value, perhaps, but it does seem 
rather absurd that young women, presum- 
ably competent to pursue advanced studies, 
should be sent to bed so soon after sunset, 
as if they were children or chickens. 


—As queer a bill, probably, as was ever 
drawn is now awaiting action by the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature. Its object is to pro- 
tect from threatened extermination within 
the State’s limits the plant known to some 
New Englanders as the trailing arbutus and 
loved by them all as the mayflower. To 
accomplish this almost pious end the Dill 
provides a fine of $20 or imprisonment for 
twenty days as alternative punishments 
to be inflicted upon anybody who, in any 
town of which he or she is not a resident, 
“disturbs, gathers, and carries or sends 
away’ a single root, leaf, or flower of 
this species. At a recent committee hearing 
advocates of the measure stated that in 
Southeastern Massachusetts it wag common 
for Italians and Portuguese to make in- 
vasions on private lands and gather the 
mayflower to send away for sale. They not 
only took the flower, but the roots as well, 
and their depredations were having a sad 
effect on the supply of this New England 
favorite. The foreigners, however, are 
not the only offenders, for it was also as- 
serted that in Hamoshire County girls from 
Smith and boys from Amherst gathered 
vast quantities of mayflowers, and took no 
care to avoid exterminating the plants in 
any locality to which they had access. 


— Now that the plans for carrying pro- 
visions to the moderately well supplied 
Klondike miners have been given up, there 
can be no particular harm in expressing 
doubt as to the wisdom of making the in- 
troduction of reindeer an essential part of 
the Government’s scheme. Reindeer cer- 
teinly have their uses—to people near the 
bottom of the scale of civilization. There- 
fore the chances are that the Alaskan 
natives will find them a valuable addition 
to the fauna of their desolate land, both 
as beasts of burden and as a means of in- 
creasing the available food supply. What 
the miners could do with reindeer, however, 
except to eat them up at once, it is rather 
hard to see. One railway will transport 
more freight and passengers, and do it 
more cheaply, as well as more quickly, than 
all the reindeer Alaska can support, and 
there seems to be no reason why railways 
cannot be built and operated over any of 
the passes. The development of the Klon- 
dike region is to be rapid and on lines far 
removed from those suggested by the meth- 
ods of Lapland. The reindeer, therefore, 
should be given to the poor Indian, whose 
untutored mind leaves a lot of time on his 
hands, while the civilized invaders of the 
new gold fields may safely enough be left 
to their own far from insignificant re- 
sources, 


PERSONAL. 


—Facts in relation to the Drreyrus fam- 
lly that tended to remove the presumption 
of guilt from the accused Captain were, of 
course, ignored and, whenever possible, sup- 
pressed, both at the trial of Dreyrus him- 
self and at that of ZoLa. They are slowly 
coming out, however, and they have much 
weight in enabling one to reach a conclusion 
as to whether justice as well as law was 
violated by the unhappy man’s condemna- 
tion. At the close of the Franco-Prussian 
war the four DREYFUS brothers—JACQUES, 
LEON, MATHIEU, and ALFRED—were, like 
all other Alsacians, compelled to choose 
between French and German citizenship. 
The selection of the former was, naturally, 
a serious matter for a man with large busi- 
ness interests in the conquered province, 
and, therefore, the oldest brother, who had 
already passed the age for military service, 
reluctantly became a subject of the Kaiser, 
The other three brothers decided without 
hesitation to retain their old allegiance, and 
to remain Frenchmen, as they always had 
been. The head of the family showed that 
he acted entirely from business considera- 
tions, for he resolved that ‘this six sons 
should each take the oath to France as soon 
as the German law permitted, which was 
on reaching the age of seventeen. In 1894, 
when the charge of treason was brought 
against their uncle, two of these lads were 
preparing respectively for the Ecole Poly- 
technique and St. Cyr. They were not al- 
lowed to present themselves for examina- 
tion. In 1895 and 1896 two of their brothers 
reached the prescribed age, and, in spite 
of the disgrace attached to their name, went 
to France. Finally, JAcQUES DREYFUs him- 
self abandoned his home and his business, 
settled at Belfort, and petitioned to be re- 
admitted to French citizenship. All this 
proves little, indeed, but it does show that 
the Dreyrus family was not one likely to 
take small bribes from Germany, 


—A man has been found in Rome who 
once endured for several years the torture 
of imprisonment on the Ile du Diable. He 
is Gen. PAoLo TIBALDI, who, with LEpRu- 
ROLLIN, MAzzIniI, and CAMPANELLA, was 
condemned to deportation for life on the 
charge of conspiring against NAPOLEON ITI. 
He says that, in his day, the island was a 
bare rock, without a tree or a blade of 
grass, and each of the prisoners had no 
shelter from the sun until he made a hut 
of driftwood. The Government provisions, 
sent daily from the adjacent Royal Island, 
consisted of a pound and a half of the worst 
bread for each convict, a piece of old meat 
or salt fat, beans or rice, a little oil, and 
six centiliters of tafia, a kind of spirit. ‘It 
is impossible,” says the General, “to de- 
scribe the sufferings to which we were sub- 
jected by our cruel keepers. According to 
their caprice we were chained and kept for 
months on bread and water, or beaten al- 
most to death with ropes, and so obliged to 
remain in bed for weeks at a time, suffer- 
ing horribly. In 1857, $5,000 was raised to 
organize an expedition to rescue me, but 
several attempts of the kind only served to 
make my situation worse. Finally, however, 
the press and public opinion in France 
claimed my liberation, which I obtained at 
last, arriving in time to fight for the French 
Republic, and to have the sad privilege of 
signing with TrRocHu the capitulation of 
Paris to the Germans.” 


AGES OF GRADUATES. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

How has it come about that the average 
graduate of an American college is about 
twenty-three years old when he should be 
about twenty? In this morning’s paper you 
comment upon an address by Prof. Remsen 
of Baltimore, in which, as it appears, the 
responsibility for this condition of affairs 
is traced back to the German universities. 
I have not yet seen the address of Prof. 
Remsen, and shall take great interest in 
reading what he has to say. Meanwhile I 
venture to express the opinion that there 
must be something wrong with-his general 


diagnosis, (as I gather it from your 


edito- 
rial,) because when all has been said that 
can be said about the adoption of German 
ideas in American education, the fact re- 
mains that the German boy is graduated 
from the gymnasium or realschule at the 
age of about nineteen. He then goes to the 
university or the technical school and 
spends from three to five years in his pro- 
fessional training. In other words, the evil 


of which THe Times very justly complains 
does not exist in Germany. How, then, can 
imitation of the Germans be made responsi- 
ble for its existence in this country? To 
say the least, we must have imitated our 
model very awkwardly. 

But what is of more importance than a cor- 
rect historical explanation of the evil is the 
pression: question of a remedy. What should 

e done? That something should be done is 
becoming more and more evident, and THE 
Times is performing a public service in 
agitating the question. ere are many of 
us, however, who think that the right rem- 
edy is not to be sought in any general low- 
ering of the requirements for admission to 
college, but, first, in a shortening of the col- 
lege course itself. Many of our best insti- 
tutions ‘have already started in this direc- 
tion by making arrangements whereby the 
work of the senior year is permitted to lap 
over into the domain of professional study. 
But this is only a partial remedy. The 
time must come when a three years’ course 
will be deemed sufficient for the bachelor’s 
degree, if that degree is to be retained in 
American education. 

In the second place, attention must be di- 
rected strenuously and systematically to the 
saving of time in the lower grades. When 
we compare the schools of Europe with our 
own, gs these have grown up much more 
in imitation of England than in imitation 
of Germany, it is not so very difficult to 
locate our weakness. The American boy’s 
time is lost between his sixth and his four- 
teenth year. It would make this letter too 
long if I tried to show just how and where 
and why the time is lost, but the general 
fact is as I have stated. Even now a 
fairly competent private teacher would have 
no difficulty in taking a boy of good ca- 
pacity at the age of six and getting him 
ready for Harvard or Columbia in ten 
years. He can do it “hands down,” and 
give the youngster a plenty of time for 
play all along the route. Why cannot the 
schools do the same thing? This is not an 
easy question. On the contrary, it is a very 
hard question which is connected ultimately 
with our social organization. Unlike the 
children of Europe, American children can- 
not usually be labeled at the age of six or 
eight as candidates or non-candidates for 
a liberal education. But, however great the 
difficulties which beset the matter, it is 
here, I am persuaded, that the problem in 
which THE TimEs is interested must be at- 
tacked.

POSSIBILITIES OF AN ACTUAL 
WAR. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The jingo organ informed us last night 
that our auxiliary navy consisted of sixty- 
one merchant steamers, and that their 
armaments were ready to be put on board. 
It is not supposed that this popgun flotilla 
will be employed in the reduction of forts or 
in the bombardment of cities. They are con- 
fessedly mere ‘‘commerce destroyers.” If 
Spain is actuated by the same patriotic de- 
sire to destroy commerce, she may likewise 
fit out sixty-one vessels of the same de- 
scription for the same purpose. 

Now let us see what these 122 destroyers 
may accomplish. They are intended to 
sweep all Spanish and all American mer- 
chant ships from the seas. Even if they 
maintain their present status there are very 
few of them to be swept off anyway, for 
the merchant marines of Spain and of the 
United States are among the smallest of 
civilized nations, thanks in our case to re- 
strictive navigation laws. 

But how long will these vessels remain 
Spanish or American? Not one day in 
either case, after a declaration of war. 
Their owners will adopt the same methods 
which we availed ourselves of when the 


civil war broke out. We transferred our 
ships to foreign flags,-and they were safe 
from capture. All the occupation the 122 
steamers would have would be that of 
fighting each other, and this would be more 
serious business than that of merely firing 
a gun to bring to an unarmed merchant- 
man. That would not harm the auxiliary 
cruiser, whereas ‘broadsides from two such 
vessels might result in sinking them both— 
that is to say, each one would be likely to 
sink herself. 

It is generally understood that this war 
is to be fought out by iron-clads. There will 


be none of the old-fashioned seamanship ' 


like that exhibited by Hull, Perry, Deca- 
tur, and Bainbridge, that was as instru- 
mental as gunnery in achieving victory, but 
it will be a mere question of the calibre of 
guns and of the thickness of iron. The 
Spanish iron-clads will be supposed to bom- 
bard Portland, Boston, New York, Balti- 
more, and Charleston, and ours will bom- 
bard Havana, Cadiz, Malaga, and Barce- 
lona; for those are the principal points d’ap- 
pui. Then we must not forget Manila, which 
can be approached from the west coast. 
Naturally, we shall annex Cuba, and that 
is perhaps the greatest misfortune the war 
can bring upon us, but it will please the 
jingoes, and they will be still further 
pleased if the iron-clad that starts on her 
mission to reduce Manila should have under 
her convoy a large fleet of steamers carry- 
ing troops to subdue and occupy the Phi- 
lippine Islands, that are at about the same 
distance from our future outpost of Hawaii" 
that Hawaii is now from the United States. 

I have set down these various evolutions 
as possibilities, but the only sure thing 
about them is the conquest of Cuba, which 
would be so disastrous to ourselves and at 
the same time on the whole so satisfactory 
to Spain inasmuch as she is bound to lose 
it, and would prefer to get rid of it honor- 
ably after a fight. I don’t believe that a 
Spanish iron-clad would dare to approach 
one of our great seaports. They will have 
a wholesome fear of torpedoes, which are 
more formidable weapons of war than any 
that they themselves carry. . 

It will be remembered that in the late 
war in the Levant the Greek fleet wag infi- 
nitely superior to that of the Turks, and 
yet it accomplished nothing. It was scarce- 
ly more than a day’s sail from Constanti- 
nople. If it had made its appearance off 
that city the Admiral could have dictated 
his own terms of peace. But he knew that 
the channel of the Dardanelles was strewn 
with torpedoes, and he dared not take the 
chances. This is only another illustration 
of the lesson I endeavored to inculcate the 
other day that the building of iron-clads 
and battleships beyond what we now have 
is a waste of money, and sometimes of the 
lives of those who man them, and tht our 
main reliance is to be placed in taking 
methane to prevent their, approaches to our 
shores.

The Navajo is one of the quickest 
of all Indians to learn, too, and is a good 
worker in iron, silver, and copper, which 
he has himself acquired knowledge of.

Earl of Denbigh Fails to Defeat J ohn 
Burns in Battersea—Earl Russell 
Defeated — Extreme Social- 
ists Returned.

LONDON, March 3.—The elections for the 
County Council to-day have passed off with 
mo notable incident. The attempt of the 
Bar] of Denbigh to oust John Burns in 
Battersea failed. BWarl Russell, Progressive 
Candidate, was defeated at Hammersmith. 
‘Among those re-elected are the Earl of 
' Hardwicke, Baron Monkswell, Sir Horace 
 Warquhar, M. P.; the Right Hon. G. J. 
Shaw-Lefevre, end Sir J. Blundell Maple, 
M. P. 

The latest returns show that the Progress- 
fves have elected sixty-seven of their candi- 
dates and the Moderates forty. A recount 
will be necessary in Chelsea, and the results 
in the city, (@proper,) Fulham, and Wands- 
worth will not be declared until to-morrow, 
Thus far the Progressives show @ net gain 
of thirteen seats. The Moderates have only 
gained two seats in Central Finsbury, and 
this was owing to a split in the Progressive 
ranks, 

The polling showed no marked increase 
ever previous elections, but the return of a 
number of extreme Socialists is a feature 
of the result. It is expected that the Pro- 
gressives will have a majority of at least 
twenty-four in the new County Council. 

Despite the disagreeable sleet and rain 

eat crowds awaited the results in Fleet 

treet, at Battersea, and other centres of 
exciting contests. There was a great gath- 
ering of Liberal politicians at the National 
Liberal Club, where the Progressive victo- 
ries were hailed with delighted cheering. 

Although the Conservative Party made 
strong attempts to infuse politics into the 
contest, resulting in a somewhat increased 
poll, the increase was not in the direction 
they desired. The Progressives secured 
15,000 votes increase, against an increase of 
5,000 for the Moderates, thus improving 
their position almost everywhere, in addi- 
tion to the seats gained.

FOR A HUDSON BAY ROUTE. 


Says It Is Open 
Six 


Admiral Markham 
Four Months and Possibly 
Months a Year. 


LONDON, March 3.—In the course of an 
interview to-day Rear Admiral Albert Mark- 
ham, the well-known explorer of Hudson 
Strait and Bay, expressed his surprise at the 
account received from Ottawa of the ex- 
periences of the exploring steamer Diana, 
while along the Labrador coast and in 
Hudson Strait and Bay. 

This account, he said, was at variance 
with all previous experience. In his opinion 
the Hudson Bay route is open certainly four 
months, and possibly six months, a year. 
He declares. that it would be an immense 
boon to commerce, cheapen the transport of 
cattle and wheat to Great Britain, be in- 
valuable from an Imperial standpoint in 
saving time in the transport of men and 
stores to the naval base at Vancouver, and 
afford a duplicate British route “ should the 
Canadian Pacific Railway be seized by 
America in time of war.” 


According to the report which is the sub- 
gect of Rear Admiral Marknam’s observa- 
tions, the Diana was only able to reach the 
mouth of Hudson Strait as late in the sea- 
pon as June 23. Even then the passage 
was badly blocked with ice. The steam- 
er’s daily journal from that date furnishes 


a terrible record of hardships and_ diffi- 
culties in making the passage. The Diana 
stuck fast in the ice for days together, and 
was frequently jammed anda crushed in the 
terrible ice floes. 

Her rudder was lost, her screw smashed, 
and the vessel was frequently thrown en- 
tirely out of water. At times her situation 
was so critical that the lifeboats were made 
ready to quit ship. Capt. Wakeman, her 
commander, says that no heavy vessel could 
have withstood the ice, which was often 
from twenty to thirty feet thick. The 
whole time until July 16 was occupied in 
pressing through the strait into the bay.

NEW ISLAND NEAR BORNEO.

PARIS, March 3.—An island, it is an- 
nounced here, has suddenly appeared on the 
northwest coast of Borneo, opposite the 
town of Labuan. Its apparition appears to 
be due to the earthquake which happened 


in September near Kudat, in British Borneo. 

The island is composed of clay and rock. 
It measures 200 yards in length by 50 in 
width, and it has gone on increasing since 
its first apparition.

Cardinal Van- 
nutelli celebrated mass, and at its con- 
clusion the Pope intoned the Te Deum and 
pronounced the apostolic benediction, There 
was an immense congregation present, and 
his Holiness was warmly acclaimed. 


POLISH FESTIVITIES PROHIBITED 


Police Will Not Permit Poet Mickie- 
wicz'’s Birthday Celebration. 


BERLIN, March 3.—A dispatch to the Lo- 
kal Anzeiger from Warsaw says the police 


have prohibited all festivities in connection 
with the centenary of the birth of the Pol- 
ish poet Adam Mickiewicz. 

The prohibition has made a great sensa- 
tion, 


Mickiewicz, the Polish poet, was born in 
1798 and died in 1855. In 1825 he visited the 


Crimea, which inspired a collection of son- 
sets greatly admired for elegance of rhythm 
and rich Oriental coloring. Three years 
later appeared his “‘ Konrad Wallenrod,” a 
narrative pose describing the battles of 
Knights of the Teutonic Order with the 
heathen Lithuanians. Here, under a thin 
veil, he represented the sanguinary passages 
of arms and burning hatréd that had char- 
acterized the long feuds of the Russians and 
Poles. The objects of the poem, though 
evidently many, escaped the Russian cen- 
sors. and it was suffered to appear. With 
his ‘“‘ Pan-Tadeusz,” usually considered his 
masterpiece, it did much to stimulate the 
efforts «f the Poles to shake off their Rus- 
sian conquerors. 


TOWED INTO HALIFAX. 


The Disabled Steamer Maria Richmers 
Assisted by the Alpha. 


HALIFAX, March 3.—About 5 o’clock this 
morning the steamer Alpha, Capt. Dekher, 
of Amsterdam, arrived here having in tow 


the steamship Maria Richmers, owned by 
the Richmers Company of Bremerhaven, 
with a broken tail shaft. The Alpha is 
bound from Baltimore for Baltic ports, via 
Queenstown, 

The Maria Richmers is a new vessel on 
her maiden voyage. She left Bremen Feb. 
10, calling at Southampton on the 16th, and 
is bound for Baltimore, with a general 
cargo and 160 steerage passengers, all Ger- 
mang. She has a crew of fifty. She is a 
vessel of 4,480 gross tons. 

The accident to the Maria Richmers oc- 
currei1 last Sunday morning at 6:30 o’clock 
in latitude 30.30 north and longitude 63.30 
west. An immense wave struck the ves- 
sel, snapping off the main shaft as far aft 
as the box. An examination was made and 
it was seen that the steamer was helpless. 
About 7 o’clock the Alpha hove in sight, and 
the Captain of the Maria Richmers signaled 
for assistance, and the Captain consented to 
take the Richmers in tow. Halifax being 
the nearest port, it was decided to come 
here immediately. 

The disabled boat has an extra shaft on 
board, and will go into dock in order to ef- 
fect repairs. The Alpha will proceed on her 
voyage at once. The pessengers on the 
Maria Richmers are all und for the west- 
ern part of the United States, and will stay 
here until the stearrer is repaired, going 
forward with her to Baltimore. The agents 
expect to have her ready the first of next 
weelt,

Those who expected that this 
public would go into hysterics over young 
Hofmann must recollect that it took three 
or four concerts by Paderewski before we 
were, as the politicians phrase it, ‘‘on the 
run.’”’ We may possibly come to it yet in the 
present case, but there were no indications 
of anything of the kind yesterday. The 
young pianist had a solid and satisfying 


success. The audience acted toward him 
in a distinctly sane manner, yet there was 
ebundant proof that he haa made a deep 
impression. 

His programme was as follows: Bach's 
prelude and fugue in D major; Beethoven's 
sonata, opus 101; three of Mendelssohn’s 
songs without words—A minor, F major, and 

major (‘‘Spinnerlied ’’)—variations and 
fugue on an oiginal theme by the pianist 
nocturne in E major, three preludes—G 
major, B major, and E flat major, and the 
lonaise in A flat of Chopin; the Schubert- 
iszt ‘‘Gretchen am Spinnrade,” and “ Erl- 
KG6nig,” Rubinstein’s barcarolle in A minor, 
and t’s-sixth Hungarian rhapsody. 

This programme was one suited to a tol- 
erably full revelation of the powers of any 
pianist, and while its performance showed 
clearly the limitations of young Hofman 
it stamped him as a virtuoso of the highest 
rank, he promise of the genius of the lit- 
tle boy of ten has been fulfilled as far as it 
could possibly be in the young man of twen- 
ty. The development of this remarkable boy 
is apparently perfectly normal. His tem- 
perament and his intellect are healthy, and 
are growing naturally. There is nothing 
weird or unusual about the present state 
of the young man’s inner life, so far as can 
be judged from his piano playing; and this 
fact leads to a proper estimate of his limi- 
tations. 

At the age of twenty Josef Hofmann is a 
true pianoforte genius, but he does not play 
like one who had sounded the depths of hu- 
man experience. Intelligence, insight, feel- 
ing, passion, are al] present in his work, but 
the artistic conception is still lacking in 
that calm survey, that broadened view, that 
all-embracing sympathy combined with 
completed measure of proportions which are 
the fruit of artistic maturity as much in 
the heaven-born genius as in the ploddin 
talent. Beethoven did not write the fift 
symphony, nor Mozart his ‘‘ Don Giovanni,” 
nor Mendelssohn his “‘ Elijah”’ in boyhood. 

But the elements of the ability to express 
all that can now be expressed through the 
medium of the piano are in this boy, and in 
such compositions as adapt themselves to 
the present state of his artistic conceptions 
he reveals himself as a master. It will read- 
ily be undrestood that these compositions 
are such as appeal to his youthful ardor, his 
impetuosity, the glowing warmth of the 
early Summer of his young manhood, and— 
may it be added?—to those fond fancies 
and ypeatyings which ought naturally to 
breathe themselves through his secret 
thoughts. The thunderous proclamation of 
the Bach fugue Hofmann uttered tremend- 
ously. The octavo passages of the Liszt 
rhapsody he played with precisely the same 
overwhelming vigor and technical daring. 

The Beethoven sonata was played with 
judgment, with tenderness, with proper so- 
briety of tonal tints, and with chaste ex- 
pression, but the performance was not mas- 
terful. It lacked the declaration of author- 
ity. The Chopin nocturne was graceful, but 
not exactly filled with the spirit of night. 
The polonaise was played magnificently, and 
here for once the young pianist touched, in 
the softer passage, the true Chopin note. 
The love tones of the “‘ Gretchen am Spinn- 
rade” were utifully sung, but the 
“ Erl-Kinig”’ lacked the tragic utterance. 

There will be more to say about this boy. 
Yesterday’s recital was only the first. 
There will be something to say yet about 
the pianist’s persona] magnetism, about his 
command of touch and technic, about cer- 
tain idiosyncrasies of his method of singing 
cantabile melodies, and about his intimate 
understanding of pedal effects. But for the 
present he must be dismissed with a brief 
summary of his art in the assertion that 
he is a genius not yet at the complete 
stage of development, but a very influential 
and winning genius, for all that. Those 
who do not go to hear him will miss a val- 
uable experience,

THE RICHARD ARNGLD SEXTET. 


The Richard Arnold String Sextet gave a 
concert last night at Mendelssohn Hall. 
There was a large audience, and the vigor- 
ous efforts of the performers were encour- 
aged by abundant applause. The instru- 
mental numbers were Svendsen’s quintet, 
opus 5, an aria by Bach, a minuet by Boc- 
cherini—not those so frequently heard—and 
Rameau’s “Le Tambourin,” arranged for 
sextet, and Tchaikowsky’s sextet, opus 70, 
entitled *‘ Souvenir de Florence.” The Ra- 


.meau composition was interesting because 


it proved that more than 100 years ago the 
famous composer of ‘‘ Castor et Pollux ” 
was imitating Dr. Antonin Dvorak by 
building chamber music on negro melodies 
with a French accent. The Richard Ar- 
nold String Sextet is a hard-working or- 
ganization which ought to have great suc- 
cess in country lyceum courses. ‘There 
does not appear to be any very good rea- 
son why it should play in public in a city 
ae there are several good amateur quar- 
tets. 

The soloist of the concert was Mrs. Marie 
Gramm, who sang two songs by Xaver 
Scharwenka, one by Bruno Oscar Klein, and 
two by Brahms. She was well accompanied 
by Mr. Klein, and was very charitably ap- 
plauded.

She wears no corsets, 
Nevertheless, her ‘close personal friend ’”’ 
(presumably of “ royal blood ’’) insists that 
she is a charming woman, and that her con- 
versation is ‘‘ startlingly brilliant.” 

Sir Squire Bancroft Bancroft, being mere- 
ly a retired actor, came into this city like an 
ordinary mortal, and little fuss has been 
made about his visit. Yet he is a man of 
great distinction in the theatrical world, was 
one of the leading spirits in the “ renas- 
cence of English drama,” and, with his 
wife, was a sponsor of the Robertson school 
of comedy. He was also the original actor 
of Tom Stylus, Jack Poyntz, Captain Haw- 
tree, and other characters _in Robertson’s 
plays.

But he says he was in New York 
once, about thirty-nine years ago, and he 
remembers seeing ‘‘ Our American Cousin ”’ 
at Laura Keene’s Theatre, when Sothern, 
Jefferson, Couldock, Sara Stevens, Varrey 
and Laura Keene herself were in the cast. 
He was surprised to find Varrey, still hale, 
and acting Jack Moody at Daly’s. But Jef- 
ferson !s still very much alive, Sara Stevens 
is in ““*Way Down East” at the Manhat- 
tan Theatre, and Couldock still acts occa- 
sionally. ‘‘ Our American Cousin ’’ was pro- 
duced by Miss Keene Oct. 18, 1858, and held 
the stage until the next Spring. Sir Squire 
will sail for Liverpool to-morrow.

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CORNELL WINS IN DEBATE. - 


“Awardea the Supremacy Over Penn- 


sylvania in the Contest Held. 
at Ithaca, 


ITHACA, N. Y., March 3.—The Cornell de- 
baters defeated those of the University of 
Pennsylvania in their debate held here to- 
night in the Lyceum Theatre. The contest 
was the fifth held between the universities 
and in respect to the number of victories 
won this decides the supremacy in favor 
of Cornell. 

The question discussed was—‘' Resolved, 
that immigration into the United States 
should be restricted to persons who can 
read and write the United States Constitu- 
tion in some language, except that a satis- 
factory provision should be made for those 
dependent upon qualified immigrants.” 

Pennsylvania upheld the affirmative and 


Cornell argued on the negative. Cornell was 
represented by Miss Gail Laughlin, Walter 
M. Zink, and Clinton F. Horton. Pennsyl- 
vania was resented by Thomas R, White, 
William C. Johnston, and Ray W. White. 
The judges were President Elmer H. Capen 
of Tufts College, Prof. Theodore 8S. Wool- 
sey of Yale. and the Hon. Theodore Bacon 
of Rochester, N. Y. The presiding officer 
was Provost Charles C. Harrison of the 
University of Pennsylvania, who had a 
cordial reception when introduced by Presi- 
dent Schurman of Cornell. The first speak- 
er for Pennsylvania was Thomas R. White. 
‘Mr. Zink opened for Cornell. 

The Mpg: hye: speakers based their ar- 
gument on the evil caused by the admission 
of illiterate foreigners, unrestricted, to our 
country. The affirmative argued that quali- 
fied restriction would not eliminate this 
evil. Miss Laughlin of Cornell was logical, 
and in summing up made strong and ef- 
fective rebuttal. Ray W. White was forci- 
ble and persuasive. Carleton Sias and Ber- 
tram D. Rearick were alternates for Cor- 
nell and Pennsylvania, respectively. 

The judges rendered a decision within ten 
minutes after debate was finished, giving 
a majority report in favor of Cornell. Presi- 
dent Capen of Tufts addressed the audi- 
ence,’ which numbered nearly 2,000 persons, 
after the debate had been concluded.

sidered that a mere acknowledgment did 
not suffice to express fully its gratitude to 
you. It is acquainted with the services you 
are rendering to our tongue, and it has ex- 
pressly charged me to thank you for them. 

“It further desires me to inform you 
how much it appreciates the work done so 
intelligently by the Cercle Francais of Har- 
vard University, to spread the knowledge 
of and taste for our great writers, and it 
will be greatly obliged by your expressing 
to the circle the gratitude of the Academy.” 


AMERICAN PICTURES TO BE SOLD. 


It is many years since so large a collec- 
tion of American pictures as that formed 
by Mr. Pincus Chock, one of New York’s 
fashionable tailors, and which are now on 
exhibition at the American Art Galleries, to 
be sold at auction there on Wednesday, 
Thursday, and Friday evenings next, has 
been put upon the market by any private 
individual. Mr. Chock began some years 
ago to study and then to collect American 
pictures, and, although not so old a col- 
lector as Messrs. William T. Evans, Thomas 
B. Clarke, and Samuel Shaw, he has suc- 
ceeded by constant pursuit of his hobby 
and continued visits to studios and gal- 
leries in acquiring some 318 canvases, for 
the most part by younger American paint- 


ers, and which he has now determined to 
sell without reserve. 

The exhibition is too large to be studied, 
much less described in detail. It must be 
judged as a whole, and as a whole it offers 
valuable instruction to the art public in the 
growth of painting in America. We cannot 
entirely agree with the author of the intro- 
ductionsto the catalogue that ‘the collec- 
tion is largely made up of pictures by men 
who prepared themselves in American 
schools and perfected their art abroad, 
without allowing themselves to become 
copyists and echos of foreign masters.’’ 
While there are undoubtedly many canvases 
in the collection which show individuality 
and originality, there are far too many 
which recall too strongly, if they are not 
almost direct copies of, the work of for- 
eign masters. This is, of course, natural 
under present art conditions in this coun- 
try, and many of those who are even un- 
consciously imitating the Barbizon men, 
Cazin and the French impressionists, may 
grow into individual painters, but is it 
not unwise to make so positive an asser- 
tion which the collection as a whole, with 
silent voice, so controverts? 

Mr. Chock has evidently purchased his 
pictures in pursuance of the idea that he 
would buy so as to have an example of 
each of the better known young American 
painters in his gallery, and he has not 
always purchased with discrimination. The 
collection is not a bad one, but it is not a 
great or even an exceptionally good one. 
It is somehow reminiscent of Autumn Acad- 
emy exhibitions, and we find in it no ex- 
amples of J. G. Brown, of George Inness, of 
Homer Martin, Winslow Homer, Julian Rix, 
or other excellent and promising American 


_artists that certainly ought to be present 


to entitle the collection to be called a 
thoroughly representative one. There are, 
however, good examples of Chase, Mowbray, 
Vonnoh, Scntman, Denman, Ranger, W. L. 
Lathrop, Childe Hassam, Reid, Simmons, 
Snell, Dearth, Birney, Maynard, Dessar, 
Curran, Carlsen, Dolph, Eaton, the Moran 
brothers, Newman, Arthur Parton, J. G. 
Tyler, Franzen, Horatio Walker, Carleton 
Wiggins, and also the water colorist 
Gruppe, who shows some of the best pict- 
ures in the exhibition.

THE NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 
Englewood Presonts a Petition Fa- 
voring the Grade Crossing Bill— 

Bill for Gatling Gun Com- 


panies. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 3.—The Senate 
held a single session to-day and then ad- 
journed until Monday night. 

Senator William H. Johnson presented a 
petition of the Common Council of Engle- 
wood favoring the grade crossing bill in- 
troduced by him. An understanding has 
been b spears between Senator Johnson and 
the railroads and the bill will be reported 
next week with two amendments. One is 
that the Court of Chancery shall upon ap- 
plication of municipal bodies determine the 
necessity for protection at grade crossings 
by gates or flagmen; the court shall also 
have the power to determine how much, if 
any, of the expense of protection at cross- 
ings hereafter established shall be borne by 
the municipality where the crossing is sit- 
uated. 

These Senate bills were passed: Allowing 
$4,000 to be spent annually for the expense 
of teachers’ institutions; providing that a 
boundary road between two counties may 
be macadamized by joint action of the 
Boards of Freeholders of those counties; 
empowering the Governor to cause to be or- 
ganized one or more companies of the Na- 
tional Guard for Gatling gun drill; prohibit- 
ing cities from issuing bonds in excess of 10 
per cent, of their assessed valuation. 

Chairman Engle, from the Committee on 
Game and Fisheries, reported a substitute 
for the Senate bill, regulating the opening of 
the season for game, 

The Senate defeated Senator Packer’s bill 
providing that ordiiiari¢es -in third-class 
cities shall be published in two newspapers, 
one Democratic’ and one Republican. 

Senator Martin notified the Judiciary 
Committee that he was patiently waiting 
for it to consider his bill reducing the Gov- 
ernor’s salary to $6,000 a year. 

The joint Legislative Committee on Ap- 
propriations decided not to allow an appro- 


priation for the erection of a New Jersey 
building at the Omaha Exposition, 


THE ST. NICHOLAS SOCIETY. 


The Members Adopt a New Flag and 
Display the Colors, 


The St. Nicholas Society held its regular 
stated business. meeting last evening at 
Delmonico’s, Forty-fourth Street and Fifth 
Avenue. The members present numbered 
nearly 100. President Stanton presided. 

The first business of the evening of any 
importance was the passing of an amend- 
ment to the society’s constitution. The 
amendment was in relation to the St. Nich- 
Olas insignia. Article IX. was amended to 
read: 

The recognized insignia of the society shall be 
a badge pendant from a ribbon, of the following 
description: The badge shall be three-quarters 
of an inch in length and width, made of gold 
or of silver gilt; upon the obverse the seal of 
the society; the reverse, plain, with the number 
of the body stamped upon it. The ribbon shall 
be orange, watered and ribbed, and one inch 
as displayed length, suspended from a gold bar 
bearing the words ‘* St. Nicholas Society.” 

The society also adopted a new flag, being 
the same as the old Dutch flag adopted by 
the society in 1839, with the coat of arms 
of the City of New York painted in white 
in {ts centre. 

Mr. A. B. Valentine, Chairman of the 
Flag Committee, presented the colors to the 
society, and in a short address told of the 
various flags hoisted by the colonists. Be- 
ing the historian of the Society of Colonial 
Wars, Mr. Valentine is thoroughly versed 
in the subject, and for several minutes 
spoke interestingly upon the flags of the 
past century. 

The society then passed a resolution au- 
thorizing the historian of the society to co- 
operate with the State authorities in pub- 
lishing the old records of colonial days, 
now in the ssession of the State Depart- 
ment at Albany. After the meeting a 
luncheon ‘was served.

In fact, they have shown altogether too 
much firmness to suit the purchasers of 
puts on them, which of late have been 
offered liberally in Wall Street. Thirty- 
day puts on the bonds at the market can 
be bought for a trifling amount. 

The firmness of Spanish Governments has 
been construed as meaning that financial 
interests at Paris and Berlin, having ac- 
curate information. of the plans of the 
apesish Foreign ce, have no fears of 


serious trouble between 
and among Wall Street bulls there are to 
be heard many allusions to the reply of 


Napoleon, who, when asked ‘Is there to 
be war?” replied “ How are consols?"’ 


IMPROVEMENT LOST SIGHT OF. 

Discussing the present stock market out- 
look, Mr. J. Fletcher Shera of the Stock 
Exchange house of Townsend & Shera, said 
yestercay to a representative of THE NEW 
YorkK TIMEs: 

“This talk of war and the sensationalism 
attending the Maine disaster with which 
we have been deluged makes useless all 
calculations of the position of the stock 
market, based on actual conditions. At 
present all eyes are turned toward Wash- 
ington, Havana, and Madrid. What is tak- 
ing place in our own country among our in- 
dustries and railways is lost sight of, and 
nobody in Wall Street pays any attention 
to the continued improvement in the Amer- 
ican business world. 

“That the diplomatic trouble should en- 
gage Wall Street’s whole attention, how- 
ever, is only what is to be expected. With 
rumors of war on every side, there is very 
naturally much apprehension, and there 
will continue to be apprehension until the 
matter is settled. You cannot expect se- 
curity holders to be otherwise than nervous 
as long as the present uncertainty lasts, 
nor can you expect them to do much in the 
way of adding to their holdings. 

“I do not believe that we are to have 4 
war with Spain, and consequently I do not 
expect to see any more crashes in the mar- 
ket. There would be much to lose and but 
little to gain by a war, and I think the 
powers at Washington realize this. But as 
long as the talk of war continues, and as 
long as it remains the dominant factor in 
Wall Street, I expect to see a dull and nerv- 
ous market, made up almost entirely of-pro- 
fessional operations. I do not believe that 
the more important and powerful financial 
factors will make any attempt to pull prices 
up as long as there is a fear of war hang- 
ing over the Street. They may accumulate 
stocks while the scare is with us, but I do 
not think that they will try to do much with 
prices until that disturbing element is out of 
the way. 

“On sharp breaks I think stocks are a 
purchase, but the purchaser should be con- 
tent with the small and quick profits which 
the rallies provide. It is not a market to 
get into very heavily, nor one to stay in 
very long. 

“ However, it will prove wise to keep in 
mind the excellent underlying conditions 
that are producing such magnificent results 
in the business world. In the Spring and 
Summer I believe that last year’s boom in 
stocks is to be outdone. Everything points 
to this, and in many well-informed quarters, 
as well as among powerful financial inter- 
ests, great preparations are being made for 
it. In such a market as we are now having 
there will be many bargains to be picked 
up by the observant and thoughtful in- 
vesto:.” 


SUGAR TRUST SELLING, 


Sugar Trust was by far the most active 
stock in yesterday’s market, its sales mak- 
ing up one-quarter of the total transactions. 
The stock was very erratic, but covering by 
traders who were sellers on Wednesday, 
kept it up above 127during the greater part 
of the day. The trading in Sugar Trust was 
largely professional, but there were again 
evidences of steady selling by interests 
close to the management of the company. 
Many deliveries of the stock during the 
past few days have borne the names of two 
prominent Sugar Trust insiders, the quan- 
tity of such certificates having been esti- 
mated at 6,000 shares. 


THE LAKE SHORE MERGER. 


New York Central became conspicuously 
strong yesterday afternoon when the news 
came of the passage of the Ellsworth bill 
by the Assembly. Much of New York Cen- 
tral’s recent weakness has been due to 
statements that, according to the law of 
the State, the merging of the Lake Shore 
with the property is illegal and to rumors 
that the Ellsworth bill, which was designed 
to remove all legal obstacles to the merger, 
was likely to fail of passage. On this lat- 
ter rumor there was some short selling of 
the stock, and it was this that put New 
York Central up close to 115 yesterday 
when it became known that the bill had 
passed the Assembly. 


YESTERDAY’S LIGHT TRADING. 


But little more than 285,000 shares were 
dealt in on the Stock Exchange yesterday 
—the smallest total for a full day that Wall 
Street has known since Jan. 5. With the 
exception of Sugar Trust, only one stock— 
St. Paul—was traded in to the extent of 
20,000 shares, and there were only half a 
dozen having more than 10,000 shares to 
their credit. The inactivity yesterday was 
all the more apparent because of the heavy 
trading which has recently marked the 
course of the market. 


TOBACCO MISINFORMATION. 


American Tobacco was notably strong 
yesterday, selling up to 92%, and making a 
net gain for the day of 1% points. Through- 
out the recent weakness of the market To- 
bacco has been one of the strongest stocks 
on the list. For a month or more Wall 
Street has been receiving assurances 
“straight from the inside’’ that immense 
profits were to be made by selling the stock 
short. Since then there has been a panic, 
but Tobacco has stood up without showing 
a semblance of weakness—which shows that 
Wall Street’s inside information on Tobacco 
is not always what it should be. 


A SIX-POINT DROP. 


Hocking Valley preferred attracted atten- 
tion yesterday by a drop of six points on 
the sale of a single 100 shares. This was 
only another of the erratic movements for 
which the stock has become noted of late. 
There was no apparent reason for the de- 
cline, and but little significance was at- 
tached to it. Chicago and Alton, a stock of 
a very different character, also made a loss 
of three points on transactions aggregating 
about 300 shares. A small amount of stock 
offered when the general market was weak 
caused the decline. 


CHICAGO ACTIVITY, 


Chicago’s record of bank clearings for the 
month of February is a remarkable one. 
Total exchanges were $411,332,351, a gain of 
$128,047,717, as compared with the same 
month last year. This total is larger than 
that for any previous February in the his- 
tory of the Clearing House. The year 1897 
started out with the clearings showing a 
big decrease, and the decrease continued un- 
til August. This year an entirely different 
state of affairs is being shown. The first 
two months of 1898 are $238,282,618 ahead of 
the same months in 1897, the net gain for 
the whole of the latter year being only 
$162,000,000, 


BALTIMORE AND OHIO. 


The rather absurd rumor that the Mary- 
land Legislature intends passing a bill to 
reorganize the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
has served to bring out the fact that the 
two Reorganization Committees are much 
closer to each other than they have been 
heretofore. It cannot be said that they are 
working in entire harmony, but discordant 
notes are to be heard much less frequently. 

The events of the past month seem to in- 
dicate that the interests which have not 
heretofore been friendly to the receivers 
have decided to let matters progress for 
a while and give Messrs. Cowen and Mur- 
ray an opportunity to work out their plans. 
This is indicated by the withdrawal of the 


the two countries, 


opposition to the leasing of the last lot of 


freight cars, some 5,500 in number. 

Persons familiar with both sides of the 
case are of the opinion that the Baltimore 
and Ohio could be readily placed on a pay- 
ing basis, but that it would be folly to re- 
organize immediately. .There is much de- 
tail in improvement to be carried out on the 
line. Its traffic is increasing, but rates are 
not stable, and until the trunk lines and 
soft-coal-carrying roads agree to demand 
living rates the Baltimore and Ohio will 
have to suffer in its earnings. 

Railroad men who have recently gone over 
the line are generous with their, praise of 
the receivers’ policy of rehabilitation. The 
general opinion is that they have made new 
lamps from old and have succeeded in man- 
ufacturing silk purses from sows’ ears. One 
General Manager is credited with the re- 
mark: 

‘*I never would have believed that the Bal- 
timore and Ohio could have been made as 
good a road as it is. I saw nothing during 
my trip that would indicate that any but 
master hands, with real railroad intelli- 
gence behind them, are operating the prop- 
erty.”’ 

Under present conditions it is probably 
safe to say that reorganization is not a 
thing of the immediate future. The receiv’ 
ers are confronted with a disheartening sit- 
uation at Washington, where $2,000,000 must 
be spent next year in elevating the tracks, 
without the prospects of an additional dol- 
lar in revenue. 


CHICAGO OPINION, 


E. L. Brewster & Co.—It is evident that 
Wall Street believes that war with Spain 
is not among the immediate probabilities, 
and, as the prices of the best securities in 
the country necessarily reflect the senti- 
ment of a large element of the country, it 
is significant that prices are advancing 
every day. They are still very low in com- 
parison with a short time ago. 

F. G. Logan says: ‘‘ The Cuban situation 
has settled into a waiting one, and the 
maximum rate opinion has not yet been de- 
livered. War spirit and fear are fast dis- 
appearing. We look for steady, firm mar- 
ket for the time being.’’ 

John C. King & Co.—The traders claim 
that Flower bought 40,000 Rock Island, the 
Equitable Life 25,000 New York Central, 
and Standard Oil interests 25,000 St. Paul 
last week, all taken out of the Street. 

A. O. Slaughter & Co.—Cotton continues 
very firm, and under this condition it is not 
likely that futures will decline materially 
from present leyel. 

Lamson Brothers & Co.—Brokers in the 
Sugar crowd say there is no doubt that the 
short interest has been increased, but there 
is a dispute as to whether this means that 
long stocks have been sold against it for 
future delivery or not, 

Hubbard, Whipple & Co.—It is reported 
that Platt and Croker have joined hands 
for the purpose of passing the dollar-gas 
bill in Albany. The recent buying of Sugar 
is said to be based on the expectation that 
the regular dividend will be declared by 
the Directors at their next meeting. 

Cc. A. Whyland & Co.—All sorts of reports 
are current as to the reason why the Su- 
preme Court failed to hand down a decision 
in the maximum rate case. It is also as- 
serted that the maximum rate case de- 
cision is in the printers’ hands, and will be 
published next Monday. 

U. G. Peters & Co.—Sentiment seems to 
be mildly bullish, commission houses are 
rather inclined to advise customers to buy 
on declines.

BELL AND SCHOOL SUED. 


Civil Actions Growing Out of the 
Home Mutual Building and Loan 
Association Trouble. 


Samuel I. Ferguson, a lawyer, yesterday 
instituted suits in the Supreme Court ag- 
gregating $12,000, on behalf of sixteen mem- 
bers of the defunct Home Mutual Building 
and Loan Association of the Bronx, against 
George S. Bell, its President, and Henry L. 
School, the Treasurer. Bell is at present 
under arrest on a charge of perjury, made 
against him by Bank Examiner James S. 
McMaster, and the civil suits are based on 


the statements made by Bell on his exam- 
ination on the perjury charge. He stated 
under oath that he had signed the annual 
statement, but knew nothing of the affairs 
of the association, 

The by-laws of the organization make its 
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officers liable for their negligence, and 
sides the admitted carel ess of Bell, it is 
alleged that School, as r, knew so 
little of the workings of the concern that 
he signed checks for $2,500 in excess of the 
funds in bank. 

Mr, Ferguson said yesterday that he was 
informed that the State = 
ment was making a special investigatiormof 
the affairs of all the building and loan as- 
sociations as the result of the disclosures 
in the Home case, but this was denied by 
Examiners McMaster and Wendel, who said 
that no orders had been received from §Su- 
perintendent Kilburn, and nothing was be- 
ing done other than the usual annual ex- 
amination of the accounts and statements 
of the associations. 


THE BOARD OF CUSTOMS. | 


Special Hearing on Photographers’ 
Paper—Supreme Court Upholds the 
Board of Classification, 


Several manufacturers of and dealers in 
photographers’ paper appeared before Gen- 
eral Appraiser Wilkinson yesterday and 
gave testimony relative to the controversy 
between the customs authorities and the 
Eastman Kodak Company of Rochester, 
N. ¥. A protest was filed by the last-named 
company some time ago against the Col- 
lector’s classification of a quantity of im- 
ported surface-coated paper under the tar- 
iff clause ‘ Albumenized or sensitivized 
paper, or paper otherwise coated for photo- 
graphic purposes, 30 per cent. ad valorem.” 

lt was admitted by the importers that the 
merchandise in question was designed for 
the ultimate use of photographers, but they 
contended that, inasmuch as it was neces- 
sary to pass it through a manufacturing 
process in this country before it could be 
used, the tariff clause quoted did not apply 
to it. The testimony of manufacturers was 
introduced to show that the paper as im- 
ported was not in a condition for photo- 
graphic use, A reduction of 5 or possibly 10 
per cent. in the duty was asked by the im- 
porters, Two Massachusetts manafacturers 
of photographic papers testified regarding 
the character of the paper, and one local 


manufacturer asserted that the present tar- 


iff was driving American manufacturers out 
of business in this particular line. 

A decision just handed down by the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court reaffirms a deci- 
sion of the General Appraisers’ Board of 
Classification after the United States Cir- 
cuit Court for the Southern District of New 
York and the United States Circuit Court of 


Appeals had successively decided against 
the board. This case, which involves about 
$1,000,000, rested on a protest filed by Alex- 
ander Murphy & Co. of New York three 
years ago, against the customs officers’ 
classification of worsted goods. This mer- 
chandise consisted of a quantity of women’s 
and children’s dress goods, and the Col- 
lector of this port assessed them under the 
McKinley tariff at 12 cents per square yard 
and 50 per cent. ad valorem. The importers 
claimed that they were dutiable under the 
Wilson tariff, which was then in force and 
which imposed an ad valorem duty only on 
such goods as those in dispute. 
question hinged on the official construction 
of Paragraph 297 of the Tariff Act of 1894, 
(the Wilson bill,) providing that “the re- 
duction of the rates of duty herein provided 
for manufactures of wool shall take effect 
Jan, 1, 1895.”’ 

The Government contended that this provi- 
sion did not apply to manufactures of wor- 
sted. The importers insisted that as the 
worsted goods were manufactures of wool 
their importation properly came within the 
provisions of the paragraph quoted. This 
view of the matter was also taken by the 
Board of Classification after a thorough 
hearing of both sides of the case. The deci- 
sion of the board was reversed by the 
United States Circuit Court for the South- 
ern District of New York, and subsequently 
the Circuit Court of Appeals sustained the 
lower court. The importers carried the case 
to the Supreme Court, with the result just 
announced. Mr. W. Wickham Smith of coun- 
sel for the appellants estimated that the 
amount of money involved in this case was 
fully $1,000,000. 


INCREASE IN IMPORTS. 


Some Significant Figures in a Special 
Report Prepared by United States 
Appraiser Wakeman, 


A special report prepared by order of 
United States Appraiser Wilbur F. Wake- 
man for the information of the Treasury 
Department shows a remarkable activity in 
his department for the six months ended 
Feb. 1. Within that period the number of 
packages of imported goods examined and 
classified by the Appraiser’s men aggregat- 
ed 24,244,320. This is nearly 2,000,000 pack- 
ages in excess of what the record for the 
corresponding six months of the preceding 
year. shows. 

The aggregate amount of the advances 
made by the Government examiners on the 
figures of the importers’ invoices for the 
period named was $379,180. This is a de- 
erease from the preceding year of nearly 
$600,000, which is significant, because it ap- 
parently shows a decrease in attempted 
undervaluations. The aggregate invoice 
value of the goods imported at this port dur- 
ing the six months ended Feb, 1 was $1835,- 
806,962.44, and the invoice value of goods im- 


ported during the corresponding six months 
a year ago was $176,521,980. The total ap- 
praised values of the importations at this 
port for the two periods compared were as 
follows: 1897-8, $186,179,645; 1896-7, $178,- 
092,308. 

More than one-half of all the business 
done in the United States Appraiser’s de- 
partment is in the Tenth Division, which 
handles all groceries and food products, to- 
bacco, cigars, liquors, fruits, nuts, salad 
oils, tea, coffee, &c. A large increase in the 
amount of merchandise received and ex- 
amined in this department is shown over 
last year, the figures for the 'two periods 
compared being: 1897-8, 14,637,986 packages; 
1896-7, 12,904,294 packages. Heavy increases 
in imports are also shown in the First Di- 
vision, where’ animals, barrels, casks, coal, 
hides, skins, lumber, paper stock, and per- 
sonal effects are handled, and in the Fifth 
Division, which passes upon millinery, ho- 
siery, gloves, carpets, raw wool, &c. 

A notable falling off in imports is shown 
in the Eighth Division, where sugar, mo- 
lasses, leather, plate glass, and boots and 
shoes are handled. The total number and 
appraised value of packages handled in 'this 
division for the six months ended Feb. 1, as 
compared with the same period a year ago, 
were as follows: 1897-8, 2,592,243 packages, 
appraised value, $14,677,297.49; 1896-7, 4,244, - 
895 packages, appraised value, $21,446,974.44. 
In this single department is shown a falling 
off of imports of about $6,770,000. This de- 
ficiency, however, is overcome by the large- 
ly increased imports shown in the First, 
Third, Fifth, and Tenth Divisions,

be} THE MUTUAL RESERVE FUND. 


Insurance Department Begins an Ex- 
amination at the Request of 
the Association. 


The New York State Insurance Depart- 
ment has begun an Official examination of 
the affairs and condition of the Mutual Re- 
serve Fund Life Association at the request 
of the management of the association, In 
the middle of last January the association 
requested such an examination, and Super- 
intendent Payn replied Phat the department 
was much engaged elsewhere. On the 19th 
of that month President Burnham and Vice 
President Eldridge went to Albany and 
made a personal request, to which Mr. Payn 
replied favorably on the 2ist. It is in ac- 
cordance with this promise that the depart- 
ment has now gone into the offices of the 
Mutual Reserve. 

When the present management of the 
Mutual Reserve was installed, over two 
years ago, the rates were reapportioned. 
The reserve fund of $3,000,000 has been ac- 
cumulated from the policies of those who 
are unaffected by the present increased 
rates. Vice President Eldridge said yester- 
day that the policies issued during the first 
years of the association were issued at such 
rates as imperatively required reapportion- 
ment to provide against a deficit for 1898 
against that class of policy holders, The 
$200,000,000 insurance issued on the later 
policies of the association could not be 
called upon to pay part of the expense of 
the other $100,000,000. Consequently, a new 
reapportionment of rates has been made for 
the older policy holders, and, as yesterday 
was the last day for the payment of the in- 
creased assessment, the department report 
will give to the public an exact description 
of the condition of the association after this 
reapportionment. 

Mr. Eldridge said that it was the desire of 


the management for such a report which 
has led to the present investigation.

INTERNATIONAL BANK SCHEME. 


American Institution Projected with 
$25,000,000 Capital and Many 
Branches, 


CHICAGO, March 3.—A local paper to-day 
Says that a financial corporation, to be 
known as the International American 
Bank, with branches throughout this coun- 
try, Cuba, and South America, and with 
offices in London, and possibly in Parts, 
will be doing business soon on a capital 
stock of $25,000,000. 

Private advices from Washington to cer- 
tain Western organizers of the project in- 
dicate that the Senate and House Com- 
mittees on Foreign Relations will report 
favorably on a bill introduced in the Sen- 
ate within the last fortnight by Senator 
Foraker to carry the plan into effect. The 
scheme, if carried out, will insure the 
United States and the South American 
countries against dependence on European 
banks for monetary transactions on the 
Western Hemisphere south of the Canadian 
line. 

The International American Bank, while 
it will imitate in some respects such com- 
panies as the Crédit Lyonnais, will be 
broader in its methods than the French 
establishment. The headquarters of the In- 
ternational] will be in Washington and New 
York. Simultaneously there will be found- 
ed at least eight branches in this country— 
in Chicago, Baltimore, Pittsburg, New Or- 
leans, Minneapolis, Denver, St. Louis, and 
San Francisco—and one in the capital of 
each of the South American countries. 

Twelve Commissioners have been desig- 
nated to receive subscriptions to the cap- 
ital stock. The commission consists of John 
J. Mitchell, Samuel Hill, T. Jefferson

MISS KELLARD TO GO FREE. 


Assistant District Attorney Unger Says 
He Questions Her Sanity, 


May M. Kellard, who, since her acquittal 
by a jury on the charge of grand larceny 
has been in the Tombs on two indictments 
for forgery in the second degree, will prob- 
ably be discharged on her own recognizance 
next Monday by Judge McMahon in General 
Sessions. Assistant District Attorney Unger 
appeared before Judge Fitzgerald yesterday 
and made a motion that the woman be re- 
leased, but the court decided that the mo- 
tion should be made before Judge McMahon, 
before whom the first case against the 
woman for forgery had been tried. 

Mr. Unger has written the following in- 
dorsement on the back of the indictments: 


“Upon a former trial, and after a careful 
and exhaustive presentation of this case 
the jury could reach no agreement, a ma- 
jority standing for acquittal. Whatever 
may be the extent of the defendant’s moral 
turpitude and guilt in this case, in view 
of the outcome of the former trial and all 
the circumstances surrounding this matter, 
I do not believe a petit jury would return 
a& verdict which might result in sending her 
to prison. It may well be that a lunatic asy- 
lum would be a more satisfactory refuge for 
this woman, for her conduct and career 
have’ been such as would, in my opinion, 
raise a serious question as to her sanity.” 


THE REV. J. A.” ROCHE’S WILL. 
All His Property Left to His Three 


Ohildren, 


The will of the Rev. John Alexander 
Roche, the well-known Methodist Episcopal 
preacher and author, was filed for probate 
with the Surrogate yesterday. It disposes 
of $22,500 in realty and $2,900 in personal 
estate, which is left to his son, the Rew 
Olin S. Roche, pastor of St. Peter’s Prot- 
estant Hpiscopal Church of this city, and 
his daughter, Sallie Alethia Roche, in equal 
shares. Another son, the Rev. Spencer 8S. 
Roche, pastor of St. Mark’s Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in Brooklyn, does not share 
in the division of this part of the estate, 


the testator explaining this by the follow- 
ing clause: 

“ The aa small provision made 
for my son Spencer S. Roche is on account 
of his superior advantages in his college ed- 
ucation and his ample means of support and 
the relatively small means for the comfort- 
able living of my other children.” 

To Spencer the testator bequeaths his gold 
watch and spectacles and a cane made from 
wood taken from the original John Street 
Meeting House, presented to him by the 
Rev. W. H. Dyckman. The testator was 
the possessor of a valuable library, which, 
with the exception of books inscribed with 
the name of his son Olin, he leaves to 
Spencer. 


PONTIUS INQUEST BEGUN. 


Guzman Declares that He Shot the 
Victim to Save Himself, 


An inquest was begun yesterday before 
Coroner Bausch and a jury in the case of 
Nicholas W. Pontius, who was shot and 
killed in East Fifty-ninth Street last Mon- 
day by Emil Guzman. Since the shooting 
Guzman has maintained the strictest si- 
lence, and has refused to make any ex- 
planation as to why he shot Pontius. 

On the way from the Tombs to the in- 
quest yesterday, however, the prisoner 
threw a little more light on his side of the 
affair in speaking with Court Officer Will- 
fam Rourke. Rourke asked him how the 
trouble started, and Guzman replied, “It 
was a case of his killing me or of my kill- 
ing him I knew Pontius was laying for 
me. I was in the hospital two months, and 
I had two operations performed on me 
there, so I wasn’t in good condition to de- 


fend myself without a weapon. When I 
met Pontius I made up my mind I would 
save my life, and I shot him. If I hadn’t 
done him he would surely have done me.” 

Rourke asked him again how the trouble 
arose, but the prisoner relapsed into his 
former reticence, 

The widow of the murdered man was 
one of the spectators at the inquest. 

Witnesses of the tragedy testified that 
no conversation occurred between Pontius 
and Guzman before the shooting. One wit- 
ness, Christopher Cassidy, said that Guz- 
man, after firing the five shots at Pon- 
tius, snapped the trigger several more 
times, but the chambers of the revolver 
had all been emptied. 

The jury returned a verdict that Pontius 
came to his death at the hands of Guz- 
man, 


Architectural League Exhibition. 


It has been decided to close the exhibi- 
tion of the Architectural League at 9 P. M. 
next Saturday, as an extension of time was 
not feasible by reason of the preparations 


necessary for the exhibition of the Society 
of American Artists. Immediately after the 
closing the league will meet at a ‘‘ smoker” 
in the Vanderbilt Gallery of the Fine Arts 
Building, in West Fifty-seventh Street. To- 
day and to-morrow admission is free to the 
public. 


Fugitive Shot Through the Head. 


MOBILB, Ala., March 3.—Near Monroe- 
ville, Monroe County, Ala, Jeff Salter, 
white, was shot and killed while resisting 


arrest. During the day he passed three 
counterfeit silver dollars in Monroeville, and 
was pursued sixteen miles by officers, who 
found him and demanded his surrender. He 
seized a rifle and was shot through the head. 


Little Girl Killed by a Train, 


WATERTOWN, N. Y., March 8.—Lilah 
Sweigert, a little girl, was riding on the 
rear end of Farmer Peter Sennet’s sleigh 


as it was passing over the Rome, Water- 
town and Ogdensburg tracks, at Appleton, 
near Charlotte, this morning. A passenger 
train struck the sleigh and killed her. 


Murder and Suicide in Georgia. 


CORDELBD, Ga., March 3.—Shep Wood, a 
prominent young farmer here, to-day shot 
and killed his brother Thomas. On seeing 
the result of his shot, the brother turned 
the gun on himself and sent a bullet through 
his brain. The brothers quarreled over busi- 
ness matters.

COMMISSIONER STRAUS OUT 


President of the Board of Health 
Says His Business Needs 
Attention. 


COL. MURPHY HIS SUCCESSOR 


Story that Mayor Van Wyck’s Criti- 
cism of the Department’s Affairs Is 
Responsible for the Resignation 
Is Disputed by Mr. Straus. 


Nathan Straus sent to Mayor Van Wyck 
yesterday his resignation as President of 
the Board of Health, and in less than an 
hour after it had been received ‘the Mayor 
had accepted it and Col.’ Michael C. Mur- 
phy, the Tammany Hall leader of the First 
Assembly District, had been appointed and 
sworn in to fill the vacancy. 

Mr. Straus, who is interested in a number 
of business enterprises, pleaded in his letter 
of resignation that his private business re- 
quired so-much of his time that he found 
it impossible to continue longer in the city’s 


service; but among those who have watched 
the trend of affairs recently it is the opin- 
ion that Mr. Straus’s resignation is due to 
the Mayor’s criticism on Monday at a meet- 
ing of the Board of HEstimate and Appor- 
tionment of the affairs of the Health De- 
partment. 

There has been more or less friction be- 
tween the Mayor and the Health Board for 
some time. The Mayor recently sent for a 
trial balance of the firances of the depart- 
ment and the Commissioners could not fur- 
nish one. The Mayor wanted to know the 
reason for this. and Mr. Straus sent an em- 
ploye of the department to explain, but 
Mayor Van Wyck would not discuss the 
matter with the envoy, and Commissioner 
Straus paid him a visit. Their interview 
Was said to be a stormy one. 


Appropriation Refused. 


On Monday, at a meeting of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, the Board of 
Health asked for an increased appropria- 
tion of $2,279.23, to pay a number of In- 
spectors of mercantile establishments who 
had held over under the new administra- 
tion. The Mayor objected to the granting 
of the appropriation. and remarked: 

“The books of the Health Department are 
in a very bad condition. I have asked for 
a monthly trial balance, and have not re- 
ceived it, and this morning I sent an expert 
accountant to straighten out the muddle.”’ 

‘It is said that this was taken by Mr. 
Straus as a personal affront, and that his 
resignation is the result. Mr. Straus, how- 
ever, declares that his relations with Mayor 
Van Wyck are of the most friendly nature, 
and that the Mayor knew some time ago of 
his intention to resign. When seen last 
night by a reporter for THE NEW YORK 
TIMES, Mr. Straus said: 

“There is really no sense in this report 
that my resignation is the result of friction 
between the Mayor and myself. My brother 
Isidor is in Europe now, and I have the 
entire responsibility of our business. I in- 
tend, too, to distribute sterilized milk at a 
nominal fee this Summer, as I did last 
Summer, and that matter will make some 
demand on my time. I cannot therefore 
give the necessary time to the public duties 
for which I draw $7,500 a year, so there 
was nothing left for me to do but resign. 
In case the United States should go to 
war with Spain, and at present there are 
some ominous war clouds in the air, my 
business matters would require more atten- 
tion, and I do not want to be caught una- 
Wares and with my hards full of public 
matters.”’ 


The New Appointee. 


Col. Murphy, who was appointed in Mr. 
Straus’s place, is one of the few Tammany 
Hall Assembly district leaders who were 
not provided with places when the new 
administration came into power. It was 
said at the time that Mr. Straus was ap- 


ointed that he would hold the place only 
or a short time, and that upon his resig- 
nation Col. Murphy would be appointed in 
his stead. 

Col. Murphy was born in Limerick, Ire- 
land, in 1841, and landed in this country 
when he was seven years old. He was edu- 
cated in the public schools, and upon leav- 
ing them worked in the composing room of 
a daily paper in this city until the breaking 
out of the civil war. He served through the 
war, and was mustered out of the service 
with the rank of Colonel. Soon afterward 
he joined in the Fenian invasion of Can- 
ada, and was arrested by the United States 
authorities and held prisoner for two 
months. He was elected to the Legislature 
in 1866, and for fourteen years represented 
the lower district of the city in either the 
Senate or Assembly. 

Col. Murphy underwent a remarkable op- 
eration in 1889, as a result of which his 
food was for years taken through a tube. 
His life was despaired of at the time of the 
operation, but he is in excellent health now. 

He has never lived outside of the First 
Assembly District, and he has been a mem- 
ber of Tammany Hall since the County 
Democracy disbanded. He has been an Ex- 
cise Commissioner, and was, up to yester- 
day, Clerk of the First District Civil Court. 
The unexpired term of President of the 
Board, which he will fill out, is two years. 


MAYOR VETOES A CITY BILL. 


Exemption of St, Luke’s Church from 
an Improvement Assessment 
Disapproved, 


Mayor Van Wyck on Tuesday sent to the 
Senate at Albany his veto of a bill to re- 
lieve the rector, church warden, and vestry- 
men of St. Luke’s Protestant Episcopal 
Church from a portion of the assessment 
for opening Convent Avenue from One Hun- 
dred and Fiftieth Street to St. Nicholas 
Avenue. 


In his message of veto the Mayor said: 
The assessment from which relief is asked by 
this bill was imposed in the year 1894, by Com. 
missicners reguiarly appointed for the purpose by 
the Supreme Court. Assessments differ from taxes 
in this, that taxes are imposed upon property for 
the purpose of raising means for carrying on the 
Government, and, therefore, the individuals taxed 
receive only an indirect benefft from taxes paid, 
while assessments are levied solely because some 
lar, piece of property upon which the 
charge i#made has, by reason of some public 

work, received a direct benefit. 

Exemptions from the payment jof assessments 
are, therefore, special privileges pronsed to par- 
» theular persons exempted, permitting them to re- 
tain the increased valuation resulting from the 
publie work for which the assessment is laid, 
and at the same time t. escape the reasonable 
proportion of the burden which other individual 
roperty owners are by law compelled to pay. 
n this icular instance, the property of St.

MEETING OF THE PARK BOARD. 


Bids for Improvements — Brooklyn 
Commissioner Has Only His Im- 
agination to Draw On. 


At the meeting of the Park Board held 
at the Arsenal in Central Park yesterday 
morning bids were opened for the follow- 
ing works: For repairs to rustic structures 
in Central Park, lowest bid East River 


Mill and Lumber Company, $1,300; for fur- 
nishing 7,500 cubic yards of gravel, lowest, 
De Witt C. Bouker, $1.77 per cubic yard; 
for 5,000 cubic yards of garden mold, low- 
est, W. H. Masterson, $1.20 per cubic yard; 
for filling in 200,000 square feet of garden 
soil, lowest, W. Young, $1.44 per hundred 
feet. The bid of Thomas Dwyer, for im- 
proving the new Hamilton Fish Park, 
which was declared invalid by the Corpora- 
tion Counsel, was rejected, and the contract 
let to the next iowest bidders, Kelly & 
Kelly. The board passed a resolution ask- 
ing that $150,000 be appropriated for the 
removal of the reservoir at Forty-second 
Street and Fifth Avenue, which will re- 
quire six months’ work, according to plans 
submitted by Carrere & Hastings, the ar- 
chitects. 

The gardeners of the. park asked that 
their salaries be increased from $40 a 
month to $60. Plans were filed for the 
asphalting of the plaza at Fifty-ninth 
Street and Fifth Avenue and for strips of 
asphalt at Fifth Avenue and One Hundred 
and Tenth Street. Ihe work will cost 
$32,000, and Commissioner Brower of Brook- 
lyn asked where the money was coming 
from, saying that he had been cut down 
$200,000, and had nothing to draw on but 
his imagination. Architect Munckwitz sub- 
mitted plans and specifications for a new 
monkey house. just east of the lion house, 
in Central Park, to cost $4,500, which were 
adopted. Mr. Brower again recommended 
a meeting place nearer the Brooklyn 
Bridge. 


WORK FOR THE LOCAL BOARDS. 


President Peters Says They Will In- 
vestigate Complaints. 


President Peters of the Borough of Man- 
hattan said yesterday that he was satis- 
fied with the opinion of Corporation Coun- 
sel Whalen defining the powers of the bor- 
ough Presidents and the Boards of Local 
Improvements. Under that opinion there 
would be plenty for them to do. Complaints 
of nuisances, saloons, and gambling houses, 
he said, could be investigated by the boards 
with greater facility and less publicity than 
by the Police Department. 

Referring to probable complaints against 
disorderly places, Mr. Peters said that the 
power of investigation given to the local 
boards was a wise provision of the charter. 
“If neighbors have occasion to complain 
against a place we will send for the ten- 
ants and hear their side of the story. If 
we find that a house is disorderly or that 
gambling is carried on, we will report our 
conclusions to the department having au- 
thority.” 


APPOINTMENTS AND REMOVALS. 


Peter Milne’s Son Out of the Brooklyn 
Water Department, 


Harry T. Edwards of 145 West Fifty-third 
Street, E. T. Skelly, ahd Morris Bernstein 
were yesterday appointed searchers in the 
Tax Department. Edwards is a negro. He 
is the first of his race to be appointed to a 
place by the present administration. David 
T. Woelper was appointed Journal Clerk in 
City Clerk Scully’s office. 

Deputy Commissioner Moffett of Water 
Supply in Brooklyn has removed from of- 
fice William Chambers, bookkeeper; Henry 
W. Valentine, and Reuben E. Caffrey, 
clerks; Michael Haggerty, teamster, and 
Frederick Milne, assistant engineer. Milne 
is a son of Peter Milne, whose retention in 
the department has caused trouble between 
the Democratic organizations of New York 
and Brooklyn. Frederick Milne was men- 
tioned in the exposé of old Brooklyn con- 
tracts by the Controller a few days ago. 
He was removed with the approval of Chief 
Engineer Birdsall. 


STREET LIGHTING CONTRACTS. 


Appropriations Made for Only as Much 
as Was Done Last Year, 


Commissioner Kearny of the Department 
of Public Buildings, Lighting, and Supplies 
has notified the successful bidders on as 
much of the street lighting authorized by 
the late Gas Commission as was done last 


year to appear at his office and sign con- 
tracts for lighting this year. The Gas Com- 
mission in December passed favorably upon 
a large number of applications for new 
street lights, including the lighting of the 
streets of City Island and a new system 
for Central Park. But after the bids had 
been asked for and opened it was found 
that the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment had not put enough money in’ the 
budget to pay for all the new lights. The 
board had simply reappropriated the amount 
for 1897, as it did in the case of other esti- 
mates, and there was something like $106,- 
000 lacking. So the contracts were let 
conditionally. 

Controller Fitch told the successful bid- 
ders to come before the new Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment early and get the 
appropriation increased. The bidders did 
this, but the board simply passed what the 
old board had appropriated. So there is 
just enough money to pay for as much 
lighting as was done last year, and the new 
streets will have to go unlighted. 


BROOKLYN TEACHERS PAID. 


A Bank Keeps Open Until Late in Ore 
der to Accommodate Them. 


The teachers in the public schools of 
Brooklyn were made happy yesterday, when 
they received their checks for their sal- 


aries. City Paymaster Timmerman and a 
corps of clerks were kept busy all Wednes- 
day night filling out the checks. The money 
to cash the checks was deposited in the 
People’s Trust Company, and it kept open 
until late in the evening, to give the teach- 
ers an opportunity to get their pay. 

J. Edward Swanstrom, President of the 
local School Board, took up the cudgels 
esterday in behalf of the central and 
ocal educational departments, against Con- 
troller Coler’s strictures touching responsi- 
bility for the delay in paying the teachers’ 
salaries. He said that when his office had 
been officially notified that the Board of 
Estimate had made the ney appropria- 
tion for the teachers’ salaries, the corrected 
payrolls and checks were sent in in less 
than an hour. This occurred on Feb, 19 
last, and jt is only now that the teachers 
have received their checks.

LEGAL NOTES. 


Rusy TILDEN PAINE’sS WIiL.—Justice Co- 
hen, in Supreme Court, Special Term, yes- 
terday granted an application made on be- 
half of Willis S. Paine to set aside a sub- 
poena requiring him to appear before a 
referee on the 28th of January last to be 
examined for the purpose of enabling Mrs. 


Henrietta T. Blatchford to frame her com- 
plaint in her suit against him, on the 
ground that the referee was without au- 
thority to issue the subpoena. Mr. Paine, 
who was former Superintendent of Insur- 
ance of this State, and is now president of 
the Merchants’ Safe Deposit Company, is 
sued by Mrs. Blatchford, the widow of 
Samuel T. Blatchford, former Collector of 
the Port of New York, in reference to an 
alleged will of Ruby Tilden Paine, the de- 
fendant’s wife, who died over two years 
ago. Mrs. Paine, who left no children, by 
her will bequeathed an annual income of 
$10,000 a year to her husband during his 
life, giving the remainder of her estate, 
which she derived from her uncle, the late 
Samuel J. Tilden, to her brother and sis- 
ters. The plaintiff alleges that her sister, 
Mrs. Paine, made a will about a year before 
her death which cannot be found. It is al- 
leged by Mrs. Susan T. Sabine, another sis- 
ter, that Mr. Paine took his wife’s will 
from her room, saying he would place it in 
a safe deposit vault, but it has never been 
found. In October last an order was grant- 
ed by the Supreme Court directing Mr. 
Paine to appear before a referee on the 23d 
of last November. A motion to vacate the 
order was granted, but the Appellate Di- 
vision directed a reversal, without naming 
a day when Mr. Paine should appear. Then 
this subpoena was issued by the referee di- 
recting him to appear on the 2&th of Jan- 
uary; but it was disobeyed. Justice Cohen 
says there is no reason in principle why the 
referee, having once lost his power under 
the original order, could recover it without 
an express direction of the Court, The cor- 
rect procedure, Justice Cohen said, re- 
quired that defendant should be ordered 
to appear, either by direction of the Appel- 
late Division, or of a Justice at Special 
Term. Such an order, he added, can now 
be obtained by plaintiff, either ex parte or 
on notice, and it will thus be unnecessary 
to make personal service on Mr. Paine. 
*,* 

CONSTRUCTION OF WILLS.—Robert E. Dun- 
ham has been awarded judgment in his fa- 
vor by Justice Russell, in the Supreme 
Court, Special Term, in his suit against 
John A. De Raismes and others, to enforce 


payment of an annuity of $300 from 
the estate of his father-in-law, John F. J. 
De Raismes, given him in testator’s will. 
The testator left a large fortune in realty 
and personalty, and bequeathed to his wife, 
besides household furniture, an annuity of 
$4,800 during her life out of the rents 
and profits ef his improved real estate 
in this city; and also left her his farm and 
appurtenances during her life for a home 
for herself and infant children. The re- 
mainder of his property was given to his 
children and grandchildren. To Mr. Dun- 
hani, the plaintiff, was given an annuity of 
$300 during his life. When _ testator’s 
son, Francis J. J. De Raismes, became of 
age the residuary estate was directed to be 
divided between the testator’s children and 
grandchildren. Mr. Dunham was named 
as one of the executors of the will, but for 
some reason was removed before the time 
arrived for division of the property. The 
payment of the annuity to him was resisted 

y the defendants, on the ground that the 
property of which the testator died seized 
consisted of the real estate devised sub- 
ject to the payment of the annuity to his 
wife, children, and grandchildren, and that 
the annuity to plaintiff was not made a 
charge upon the real estate subsequent to 
the time the son, Francis J. J. De Raismes, 
arrived at the age of twenty-one years. In 
his opinion Justice Russell says: ‘‘ The per- 
sonalty, the rents and profits, and the realty 
are so blended in this will, construed as a 
whole, that it is apparent that the testator 
did not intend residuary legatees and de- 
visees to receive the shares going to them, 
except as distributions remaining after the 
specific purposes of the will were accom- 
plished. It is conceded that the wife’s an- 
nuity should be paid, even after the division, 
as a charge upon the realty; and though the 
language of the will is more specific in re- 
gard to her than the son-in-law, as the 
legacy was of far greater importance, yet 
the purpose of continuance of both annuities 
during the lives of the beneficiaries seems to 
be the same as to each. I look in vain 
through the will to find any purpose of ter- 
mination of the legacy before the death of 
the plaintiff.”

INDICTMENT UNDER THE Liquor Tax 
Law.—The conviction of William H. Huff- 
man, in Allegany County, for violation of 
the excises law, has been reversed by the 
Fourth Appellate Division, in an opinion 


by Presiding Justice Mardin. The indict- 
ment, drawn under the liquor tax law of 
1896, charged that, on or about the 26th 
day of March, 1896, the accused sold and 
delivered liquor in quantities less than five 
pallons, to two persons named, as well as 
to divers other persons unknown, without 
having complied with the law relating to 
the payment of the tax and the posting- 
of a liquor tax certificate. The Court holds 
that such an indictment was not demurra- 
ble as charging more than one crime. The 
reversal was based upon the ground that 
after alleging an act in violation of law 
by a sale to two persons jointly, proof was 
given of the sale to one independent of 
the other, and having given such proof of 
the act constituting the crime, proof was 
given of another additional act. he Court 
held that, as the liquor tax law provides 
that ‘“‘each violation of any of the pro- 
visions of this act shall be construed to 
constitute a separate and complete offense,” 
under an indictment charging a sale to two 
persons jointly, two independent sales, one 
to each of such parties, could not be proved. 
*,* 


Fire INsURANCE.—Anna H,. Messmer, 
who owned certain premises in Model City, 


Monroe County, which were entirely de- 


stroyed by fire on Oct. 19, 1895, transmitted 
on Nov. 8 an informal but verified state- 
ment of her loss to the general agent of the 
Niagara Fire Insurance Company, in which 
she was insured, by whom it was retained 
without objection. Failing to secure an ad- 
ustment, she wrote the general agent who, 
in his reply, said he had received a paper 
with figures, but did not consider it in any 
way a proof of loss; yet he referred in 
terms to a future settlement. On Dec. 26, 
at her request, he sent her blank proofs of 
loss, which she filled out and returned 
about Dec. 31, the insurer retaining these, 
also, without objection. In Mrs. Messmer’s 
action against the company to _ recover 
upon the policy, the Fourth Appellate Dj- 
vision sustained plaintiff's exceptions upon 
a non-suit, holding, by Presiding Justice 
Harding, that the question whether, under 
all the circumstances, the defendant had 
not waived its right to insist upon more 
formal proofs of loss, should have been 
submitted to the jury.

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THE TRIAL OF CAPT. CARTER 


D. N. Carvalho, Handwriting Ex- 
pert, Continues His Testi- 
mony About Forgeries. 


A QUESTION OF AUTHORITY 


The Witness Says that This Would 
Not Influence Him—wNo Direct 
Evidence Against the Ac- 
cused Officer. 


The court-martial which is investigating 
the charges against Capt. O. M. Carter, En- 
gineer Corps, United States Army, met 
again in the board room in the Army Build- 
ing at 11 A. M. yesterday. David N. Car- 
valho, the expert in handwriting, was re- 
called to the stand and the direct examina- 
tion was resumed by the Judge Advocate, 
Col. Barr. Mr. Carvalho was the onby wit- 
ness called. He examined the checks in evi- 
dence, which were dated in 1895, and were 
given to Anson M. Bangs on account of the 
Cumberland Sound work. They amounted 
to $20,577.97. 

After reading the indorsement on the 
checks, Col. Barr asked the witness: 

“From your examination of the different 
handwritings submitted to you, by whom 
do you think the indorsement ‘Anson M. 
Bangs’ was written?” 

“By B. D. Green,”’ said Mr. Carvalho. 

“ What peculiarities do you notice?’’ was 
asked. 

‘The signature differs from that of An- 
son M. Bangs,” said the witness. ‘ The let- 
ter ‘s’ has been omitted from the name 
‘Anson’ and there is also a difference in 
the middle ‘nitial.’’ 

Col. Barr offered in evidence a copy of 
the photograph of the check. Frank Blair, 
counsel for Capt. Carter, asked Col. Barr 
if it was his intention to claim that this 
check ever came back to Capt. Carter or 
that he knew of these improper indorse- 


ments. Mr. Blair said that he would ob- 
ject if that was the intention of the Judge 
Advocate. 

Col. Barr said that Green’s name was so 
connected with the case that the check and 
the forgery were entirely competent evi- 
dence. Mr. Blair said that there was no 
evidence of any forgery in the case, and it 
would be shown later that B. D. Green had 
the authority to sign the name of Anson 
M. Bangs. 

Co! Barr said that the check had -been 
thrown out of the Treasury and that if B. 
D. Green had any such authority he dis- 
guised it most admirably. 

Mr. Blair said that there was no evidence 
of any forgeries as yet before the court, 
and the statement of the Judge Advocate 
was entirely gratuitous. 

“The court knows,” he said, ‘“ that the 
accused never saw the check after it passed 
from his hands.” 

“The court will be governed by the evi- 
Gence,”’’ Gen. Otis remarked. ‘* The court is 
aware that there is no evidence that Capt. 
Carter ever saw the checks after they 
passed from his hands.” 

Col. Barr put in the original check, as 
well as the photographic copy, Other 
checks drawn in favor of Anson M. Bangs 
on the contract of 1894 were placed in evi- 
dence. A photograph of these checks was 
handed to Mr. Carvalho. He pronounced 
the indorsement of these checks as genuine. 
They were indorsed by Anson M. Bangs and 
BE. H. Gaynor, Treasurer, with one excep- 
tion, where the indorsement was made by 
W. S. Gaynor. 

Col. Barr said that he would have to wait 
until he could get some more photographs, 
wales were being prepared as rapidly as 

ssible. 

Photographs of three checks paid to An- 
son M. Bangs on the Cumberland Sound 
contract in 1894 were intfoduced. No. 269,- 
424 was ‘or $21,287.65, No. 269,437 for $29,- 
659.50, and No. 269,454 for $1,000. The first 
check had the word ‘“cash”’ on it. Col. 
Barr referred to it as a very peculiar in- 
dorsement. 

Mr. Carvalho said that, in his opinion, the 
indorsements on the first check mentioned 
were written by B. D. Green. The same, 
he said, was true of the first indorsement 
on the second check, on which he said that 
B. D. Green signed the name of Anson M. 
Bangs. The indorsement of W. S. Gaynor 
was genuine. 

Mr. Carvalho said that on the check for 
$1,000 the name of Anson M. Bangs was 
written by Michael A. Connolly. ‘“‘E. H. 
Gaynor,” the second indorsement, was gen- 
uine. On the bottom of the check some- 
thing had been erased by ink -scratching, 
making a sort of square. 

“JT have removed enough of the ink on 
top,” said Mr. Carvalho, “to find that the 
signature underneath was that of Anson M. 
Bangs. It was written by Michael A. Con- 
nolly.”’ 

Three checks, ‘amounting in all to $57,- 
091.08, made payable to Anson M. Bangs 
in 1895, were introduced and read. Mr. Car- 
valho said that the entire indorsement on 
the first check was in the handwriting of 
B. D. Green. He said that Michael A. Con- 
nolly indorsed the other checks. 

Mr. Blair, for the defense, cross-examined 
Mr. Carvalho. He said: 

“You used the words ‘forgeries’ and 
‘ simulated ’ in speaking of some of the sig- 
natures which you said were made by Mr. 
Connolly. Did you use the word ‘ forgery’ 
in its criminal sense?’ 

“TI did,”’ was the answer. 

“Did you have any information to the 
effect that Mr. Connolly had no authority 
to sign any cf those names?” was asked. 

“TI have,” was the reply. “I secured it 
from one of the papers 1 examined.” 

The witness said that he had not the 
same information with regard to all the 
other papers. 

Mr. Blair had some discussion with Mr. 
Carvalho about simulation and dissimula- 
tion of handwriting; after which he took up 
voucher No. 9, on which appeared the sig- 
nature of Anson M, Bangs with three lines 
drawn through it. Mr. Carvalho said that it 
was in_the same handwriting as that of 
James L. Gallagher, who is a_ bookkeeper 
for the Atlantic Contracting Company at 
Savannah. To a question of Col. Barr Mr. 
Carvalho replied that he was an expert in 
handwriting and not a lawyer, and that it

CONGRESS MAY ACT IN THE CASE. 


If Witnesses Refuse to Testify, a Joint 
Committee Will Be Named. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Persons’ who 
have been asked to testify before the Car- 
ter court-martial in New York, and who 
are disposed to rely on the privilege of citi- 
zens to refuse to testify before a court-mar- 
tial, have possibly not noticed the intima- 
tion thrown out in the House of Represen- 
tatives on Monday. Mr. Hull, Chairman of 
the Committee on Military Affairs, called 
up and had read a resolution calling for the 
appointment of a joint committee of the 
Senate and the House of Representatives to 
investigate the matter that is under the con- 
sideration by the Carter court-martial. This 
resolution was introduced some time ago, 
when there was doubt as to whether the 
trial of Capt. Carter by court-martial would 


be conducted broadly and with the deter- 
mination to have a thorough and impartial 
hearing of the facts in the case. 

Since that time the management of the 
case by Col. Barr has fully satisfied the 
Military Committee that no effort was being 
spared to bring out all the essential facts. 
Some members of the committee had been 
dissatisfied with efforts made to influence 
witnesses by intimating to them that they 
might refuse to appear if they disliked to 
testify. If the number of such unwilling 
witnesses should prove to be large, or if it 
were shown that important’ witnesses 
claimed the privilege of exemption from tes- 
tifying at a court-martial, the resolution 
laid aside on Monday will be taken up 
again, passed by both houses, and followed 
by an investigation by the joint committee, 
which would have power to send for per- 
sons and papers and to compel all persons 
summoned to testify or be in contempt and 
in danger of imprisonment therefor. 

In case of refusal of witnesses to appear 
it is in the power of Col. Barr to bring them 
into his court with the ald of soldiers, but 
he cannot compel them to testify when they 
have been arrested. It ought to be known 
by such persons that they will not escape 
by refusing to appear and testify before the 
court-martial. 


TO MAKE TRACK CONNECTIONS. 


The Brooklyn Elevated Will 
Private Property. 


Work was begun yesterday on the 
changes necessary to connect the Brooklyn 
Elevated Railroad with the bridge tracks. 
The connection is to be made through pri- 
vate property between Adams and Wash- 
ington Streets. Three houses have been 


bought by the railroad company in Adams 
Street, and permits were granted by the 
Building Commission to demolish the build 
ings and erect the necessary railroad struc- 
ture. 

Legal proceedings have prevented the 
elevated road securing possession of the 
Stein property on Washington Street, It is 
expected the commission appointed by the 
court to fix the price in the condemnation 
proceedings will report during the week. 
As soon as this is done the work of makin 
connection with the bridge structure wil 
be pushed.

SOLD A TICKET TO A SCALPER. 


The: Merchants’ Association Obliged 
to Call a Member to Account. 


One of the beneficiaries under the reduced 
railway-rate concessions secured by the 
Merchants’ Association sold his return tick- 


et to a Broadway “ scalper,’’ and a repre- 
sentative of the association purchased the 
ticket yesterday in order to keep faith with 
the railroad companies.

This 
ticket has been purchased by us at a cost 
of $16, for which we shall be glad to receive 
your check.” 

President King says that this is the first 
instance in which any of the reduced-rate 
certificates issued by railroads under ar- 
rangements with the Merchants’ Association 
has gone wrong. 


FUNERALS OF TWO VETERANS. 


Capt, Hoagland and Capt. Durnin Bur- 
ied with Military Honors. 


The body of the late Capt. Isaac E. Hoag- 
land was buried from the Old Guard Ar- 
mory, at Fiftieth Street and Broadway, 
yesterday afternoon with military honors. 
The private funeral services were held at 
his late residence in Brooklyn on Wednes- 
day, and the military services held yester- 
day were at the request of the deceased.
